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. ARTICLE I. TOWN MEETINGS 


Section 1. The annual town meeting shall be held on the first Monday 
of March. - 

Sect. 2. A copy of the warrant for every town meeting shall be left at 
every dwelling house in town four days at least before the time named in 
the warrant for holding said meeting. 

Sect. 3. Notice of every adjourned meeting shall be posted by the Town 
Clerk at the Town Hall, and shall be advertised in a newspaper published 
in Winchester, if any, as soon as practicable after the adjournment, stating 
briefly the business to come before the adjourned meeting. 


ARTICLE II. 'TOWN FINANCES 


Section 1. No money, except State and County taxes, and principal 
and interest of town notes or bonds shall be paid from the town treasury 
without a warrant therefor, signed by a majority of the Selectmen. | 


ARTICLE III. STREETS, ETC. 


Section 1. The streets in the town shall be called and known by the 
names given to them respectively until such names shall be changed by vote 
of the town. 

Sect. 2. No person shall break or dig up, or aid in breaking or digging 
up, any part of any street, or remove any earth or gravel therefrom, without 
having first obtained a written license from the Selectmen for that purpose. 

Sect.3. No person shall obstruct any street by placing therein any 
house or other building, nor move or draw through or over any street any 
such house or other building, without the license of the Selectmen in writing 
specifying the terms and conditions upon which such obstruction of the 
street shall be allowed; and the licensees shall fully comply with all said 
terms and conditions. 

Sect. 4. No person shall tie or fasten any horse or other animal to any 
tree, not his own, standing in any highway, street or public place in this 
town, or in any manner cut or mutilate such tree. 

Sect. 5. No owner or person having the care of any sheep, swine, horses, 
oxen, cows or other grazing animals shall permit or suffer them to go at large 
or to graze on any street, lane, common, square, or other public place within 
this town, nor permit any such animal to go upon any sidewalk therein: 

Sect. 6. No person shall place or cause to be placed in any public street 
or way of this town the contents of any sink, cesspool or privy, nor place 
or cause to be placed any rubbish or garbage therein, except for the purpose 
of immediate removal therefrom. 

Sect. 7. No person, unless required by law so to do, shall make any 
marks, letters or figure of any kind, or place any sign, advertisement or 
placard upon or against any wall, fence, post, ledge, stone, tree, building 
or structure in or upon any street in this town, without the permission of 
the owner thereof. 

Sect. 8. No person shall coast in any of the streets or public walks 
of this town except such streets as are publicly designated for that pur- 
pose by the Selectmen. 

Sect. 9. No person shall swim or bathe in any of the waters within the 
town so as to be exposed to the view of persons in any street, lane, alley or 
house within the town. . 

Sect. 10. No person shall own or keep in this town any dog which by 
biting, barking, howling, or in any other manner, disturbs the peace or quiet 
of any neighborhood, or endangers the safety of any person. Whoever 
violates the provisions of this section shall be liable to a penalty of ten dollars. 
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Sect. 11. No person shall deposit advertising circulars or other matter 
on the streets nor team manure, hay, rubbish, liquid or other material in 
such a manner as to litter, pollute or injure them. 

Sect. 12. No person shall drive or draw any cart, wagon, sled or other 
vehicle(except invalids’ or children’s hand carriages) over or upon any foot- 
path or sidewalk in the town, or permit a horse or other grazing animal 
under his care to go upon such sidewalk, or stand thereon. 

Sect. 13. No persons shall stand on any sidewalk in such manner as 
to obstruct a free passage for foot passengers after a request to move on 
made by a constable or police officer. 

Sect. 14. No person shall behave in a rude or disorderly manner, or 
use any indecent, profane or insulting language in any public place, or near 
any dwelling house, or other building in the town, or be or remain upon any 
sidewalk, or upon any door step, or other projection from any house or other 
building so as to annoy or disturb any person or obstruct any passage to 
such house or building, and every person so being or remaining as aforesaid, 
when ordered by any constable or police officer, or by the owner or occupant 
Hy any such building, shall immediately and peaceably depart and stay there- 
rom. 

Sect. 15. No person shall place any obstruction in a street or on a side- 
walk, and allow it to remain there, without first obtaining the consent in 
writing of the Board of Selectmen. 

Sect. 16. Whoever, being the owner or the agent in charge of an estate 
abutting upon a sidewalk upon a public street, within one quarter of a mile 
of the railroad crossing in the centre of the town, said estate being used wholly 
or in part for stores, public offices or places of public resort, except meeting 
places for public religious worship, shall place any snow or ice on a sidewalk on 
which such store, office or place of public resort abuts, or suffer it to remain 
thereon for more than five hours between sunrise and sunset, shall forfeit 
not more than ten dollars for each offence. If snow or ice, through weather 
conditions, is evenly spread over a sidewalk and frozen thereto so as to be 
difficult of removal, it may remain until it can be more easily removed, pro- 
vided the sidewalk be kept in safe condition by sanding or otherwise. 

Sect. 17. No person shall deal in, or keep a shop for the purchase, sale, 
or barter of junk, old metals or second hand articles within the limits of 
the town, unless licensed by the Board of Selectmen. 

Sect. 18. No person shall throw any snowball, stone or other substance, 
or engage in any amusement, game or exercise, in any public or private way 
so as to interfere with the free, safe and convenient use of such public or 
private way. 

Sect. 19. Whoever violates the provisions of any section of this article 
except sections ten, sixteen and seventeen, shall be punished by a fine not 
exceeding twenty dollars for each offence. 


ARTICLE IV. HACKNEY CARRIAGES 


Section 1. The Board of Selectmen shall, from time to time, grant 
license to such persons and upon such terms as they may deem expedient, 
to set up, use or drive hackney carriages for the conveyance of persons for 
hire from place to place within the town, and they may revoke such licenses 
at their discretion, and a record of all licenses granted or revoked shall 
be kept by the Selectmen. 

Sect. 2. The Board of Selectmen shall give notice by publication in some 
newspaper, or otherwise, that, on or before a given date, all persons who 
desire to set up, use~or drive a hackney carriage or carriages must apply 
for a license therefor. Kg 

Sect. 3. No person after said given date shall set up, use or drive in 
the town any hackney carriage for the conveyance of persons for hire from 
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place to place within the town, without a license for such carriage from the 
Board of Selectmen, under a penalty not exceeding twenty dollars every 
time such carriage is used. Such license shall expire on the first day of May 
next after the date thereof, and no license shall be sold, assigned or trans- 
ferred without the consent of said Board indorsed thereon. 

Sect. 4. For every license so granted, the sum of one dollar shall be 
paid to the Town Treasurer for the use of the town, but no license so granted 
shall operate to relieve the licensee from any penalty herein prescribed against 
persons without a license if he neglects or refuses to take out and pay for 
his license within ten days after notice that it has been granted. 


ARTICLE V. REGULATIONS AND RATES OF THE WATER WORKS 


Section 1. There shall be a Water Board consisting of three legal voters, 
one of whom shall annually be elected by ballot at the annual town meeting 
for a term of three years, and who, before entering upon the performance 
of his duties, shall be sworn to the faithful performance thereof. No mem- 
ber shall receive any salary or other compensation for his services. i 

Sect. 2. The Water Board shall have and exercise all the powers vested 
in the town, by chapter 265 of the Acts and Resolves of the year 1872, and 
by any Acts in addition thereto, so far as the same may be legally delegated; 
and may appoint a water registrar and other necessary subordinate officers, 
agents and assistants, and fix their salaries or compensation. 

Sect. 3. The Water Board shall, annually, on or before the first day of 
January, present to the Selectmen a report, made up to and including the 
last day of December, containing a statement of the condition of the water 
works and of the lands and other property connected therewith, and any 
information or suggestions which they may deem important; and shall, at 
the same time, transmit to the Selectmen the report of the Water Registrar, 
mentioned in the following section. 

Sect. 4. The Water Registrar, under the direction of the Water Board, 
shall assess the water rates hereinafter established; he shall once in each 
year personally visit, or cause to be visited, the premises of every water 
taker, examine the service pipes and fixtures, and see that the rules and 
regulations are strictly observed. He shall, annually, on or before the first 
day of January, present to the Water Board a report containing a statement 
of the number of water takers, the amount of water rates assessed and the 
amount of abatements, and perform all other duties required of him by the 
Water Board. He shall transmit the bills for the water rates to the Collec- 
fone shall collect them and pay the proceeds over to the Town Treasurer 
weekly. 

Sect. 5. Water rates shall be payable to the Collector on the first day 
of January and July in each year. All charges for specific supplies, unless 
determined by meter, shall be payable before the water is turned on. 

Sect. 6. Upon the non-payment of the water rates for sixty days after 
they are payable, the Collector shall serve a summons upon the premises of 
the delinquent; and, unless said rates are paid within ten days thereafter, 
together with twenty cents for said summons, the Collector shall notify the 
Registrar, who shall shut off the water, and it then shall not be turned on 
until the amount due, together with the twenty cents for the summons and 
one dollar for the shutting off and turning on, is paid. The foregoing pro- 
visions shall apply if two or more parties take water from the same service 
pipes, although one or more of them may have paid the proportion due from 
him or them. Said summons may be served in any of the ways provided by 
Jaw for the service of a summons for the non-payment of a tax. 

Sect. 7. The Water Board may make abatements in the water rates 
in such cases as they may deem proper; and may shut off the water from 
any street after notice of their intention so to do. 
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Sect. 8. The Water Board shall keep suitable books in which shall be 
entered the names of all water takers, the kind of building to which water 
is supplied, the name of the street on which it is situated and its number 
thereon, the nature of the use, the number of taps, and the amount charged; 
which books shall be open to inspection. 

Sect. 9. The Water Board shall lay all service pipes from the main in 
the street to the inside of the building which is to be supplied in such loca- 
tion and manner, and using such material as it deems proper, the cost thereof 
from the street line to the building to be charged to the owner. An estimate 
of the cost shall be made and the amount shall be deposited with the Town 
Treasurer before the work is begun. 

Sect. 10. If any person shall open a hydrant, or lift or remove the cover 
thereof, or make any opening or connection with any pipe or reservoir, or 
turn on or turn off the water from any pipe, fountain, reservoir or hydrant, 
except in case of fire, or by authority of the Water Board or Registrar, he 
shall be liable to a penalty of not more than twenty dollars. 

Sect. 11. Clause 1. All persons who take water shali keep the service 
pipes within their premises, including the pipes to the street line, in good 
‘repair and protected from frost, at their own expense, and will be held re- 
sponsible for all damage which may result from their failure so to do. 

Clause 2. They shall prevent all unnecessary waste of water, and shall 
not conceal the purposes for which it is used. : 

Clause 3. No alteration shall be made in any of the pipes or fixtures in- 
serted by the town, except by persons authorized by the Water Board or 
Registrar, who are to be allowed to enter the premises supplied, examine the 
fixtures, and ascertain if there is any unnecessary waste. 

Clause 4. No water shall be supplied to parties who are not entitled to 
its use, unless by written permit of the Water Board. 

Clause 5. A charge of one dollar shall be made whenever the Water Board, 
at the request of a water taker, turns on or shuts off the water in any service. 

A copy of this section shall be printed on all bills for water rates. 

Sect. 12. Upon a violation of any of the provisions of Section 11 the 
water shall be immediately shut off from the building or place where such 
_violation occurred, although two or more parties may take the water through 
the same pipe, and shall not be turned on again except by order of the Water 
Board, and upon the payment of two dollars; and in case of such violation, 
the Water Board may declare any payment made for the water by the person 
guilty of such violation to be forfeited. 

Sect. 13. The owners of premises shall be charged on the first days of 
January and July for the use of water for the succeeding six months when 
the rate is by fixture, and for the preceding six months when a meter is used, 
at the following rates per annum: 


Dwelling Houses 


When bath tubs or water closets are used by more than one family, for each family 2 50 
When two faucets are used, one for hot and one for cold water, both emptying into one 
basin, but one charge will be made for both. 


Hose 


for hose not over three-eighths of an inch orifice, used for washing windows, sprinkling 
streets, or watering gardens (and the use of the same may be limited to one hour per 
TEI 2.

All stables containing fixtures shall be on meter service; where there are no fixtures in 
the stable, the following charges shall be made:

Meter Charges 


All charges for boarding houses, public baths, stores, offices, warehouses, markets, sa- 
loons, restaurants, workshops, manufactories, and for boilers used for power or to 
make steam for manufacturing purposes, shall be ascertained by meter. 

The minimum charge for metered water for a stable shall be $5 a year. 

The minimum charge for metered water for all other purposes shall be $8 a year. 

The charge for metered water shall be at the rate of two cents per hundred gallons. 

The Water Board may require a deposit in case of meter service. 

The Water Board shall have the right to stop the use of large quantities of water for 
special purposes whenever, in its judgment, it is necessary to conserve the water for 
domestic uses. 


f Building Purposes 
Special rates to be made by the Water Board. 


Sect. 14. The Water Board may set a meter in any place they shall 
deem it for the interest of the town so to do. Any water taker may demand 
to have a meter set on written application, and the payment of a deposit 
to cover the estimated cost of the meter and its installation. 

Sect. 15. No charge shall be made for the right of any water taker to 
insert a pipe to be used only in case of fire. 

Sect. 16. The Water Board may charge the Fire Department the sum 
of fifteen dollars annually for each and every hydrant established within 
the limits of the town; and for water supplied to fountains, and for other 
public purposes, they may charge the department of the town for which the 
water is used the same rates as individuals or corporations would be charged 
for like purposes. 

Sect. 17. The Water Board may grant an application for an extension 
of the water pipes on an unaccepted way, if, in its judgment, the increase 
in the value of the land abutting on or reached from such way, due to the 
extension of the water service, will be sufficient to yield an increase in taxes, 
exclusive of water rates, equal at least to six per cent on the cost of such 
extension. : 


ARTICLE VI. REGULATIONS FOR PLUMBING : 


Registration 


Section 1. All persons who desire to engage in, carry on or work at the 
business of plumbing within the town of Winchester shall be registered by 
the State Examiners of Plumbers, in accordance with the provisions of chap- 
ter 536, Acts of 1909, and chapter 597, Acts of 1910. 

Plumbers shall atvall times be prepared to exhibit or produce their license 
or certificate cards, whenever called upon by the Inspector of Plumbing. 


Permits 


Sect. 2. Upon application of a registered master plumber, on form fur- 
nished by the Board of Health, said Board shall grant written permit to do 
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eertain plumbing described therein, when in conformity with the law. Draw- 
ings of proposed work shall be filed if required. Permits may be revoked 
by the Board of Health if conditions are violated. Permits for all plumbing, 
except repair of leaks, must be in the hands of the plumber before beginning 
any plumbing work. 


Sewage Disposal 


Sect. 3. Every building in the town of Winchester, used as a dwelling, 
tenement or lodging house, or where persons are employed, shall be sepa- 
rately connected with the public sewer when such sewer is provided; or if 
such sewer is not provided, with a cesspool constructed of such material and 
eapacity as the Board of Health shall direct. 

No plumbing shall be connected with the town sewer without the approval 
of the Board of Health, and all plumbing work required must conform to the 
- regulations relating thereto. 

No rain conductors, surface or ground water drainage shall be connected 
with plumbing or drainage pipes which discharge into the public sewer or 
into cesspools. 

Wherever there is a public sewer with which the sewage system of a build- 
ing is to be connected, the owner or agent shall, before determining the posi- 
tion of the main house sewer, obtain from the Water and Sewer Board the 
location of the sewer branch which is to serve that building and said connec- 
tion made-in conformity to the rules of said Board. 

No sewer from any building shall pass under another building; neither 
shall said sewer pass within five feet of the outside wall of any building, un- 
less it be of extra heavy cast iron pipe, having its joints made with lead, 
thoroughly calked and tested. 

Every building in which gasolene, naphtha or other inflammable com- 
pounds are used for business purposes shall be provided with a special trap 
or separator, so designed as to prevent the passage of oils into the sewer, and 
shall be ventilated with a separate pipe to a point 3 feet above the ‘root. 
The waste of every washstand for vehicles shall be provided with catch basin 
so designed that sand cannot pass into the drain. The waste pipe from the 
sink of every hotel, restaurant or other public cooking establishment shall 
be provided with a grease trap. The waste from every fixture, except re- 
frigerators and other receptacles in which provisions are stored, shall be 
connected directly with the drain pipe. : 


Drainage System 


Sect. 4. The drain from a point 10 feet outwardly from inside of wall 
shall be of cast iron and not less than 4 inches in diameter, shall continue 
with at least } inch rise per foot to and through roof or side of house to a 
height of at least 8 feet where roof is used for clothes drying or other pur- 
poses, at least 18 inches in any case, and 18 inches above the top of any win- 
dow or opening within 12 feet. The connection between said drain and the 
earthen sewer pipe shall be made with Portland cement and shall be approved 
by the Plumbing Inspector before being covered. Lateral branches of soil or 
waste pipes, if more than 20 feet in length, shall be extended undiminished in 
size, and in no case less than 4 inches in diameter where they pass to the 
outer air. 

The drain shall, when connected with a cesspool, be provided with a running 
trap; but when connected with the public sewer a running trap may at the 
option of the owner be omitted; except that in all cases where a running 
trap has been installed it shall not be removed without the written consent 
of the Board of Health. Said running trap shall be of same size as the house 
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sewer, located either outside or inside the foundation walls of the building, 
beyond all house connections, and provided with an accessible cleanout. 

Soil pipes from water closets shall be not less than 4 inches internal di-— 
ameter, except that by permission of the Board of Health a 3 inch soil pipe . 
may be used for one set of bath fixtures (viz., 1 water closet, 1 basin, 1 bath-_ 
tub) where it is not practicable to use 2 inch pipe. Waste pipes from the 
traps of fixtures such as sinks, basins, baths or wash trays shall be of 2-inch 
cast iron with short connection of lead. Such connections shall be of not 
less than one and one-quarter inch bore-and must not be branched into each 
other, but shall be separately connected with the iron pipe. 

Connections and changes in direction shall be made with long angle and 
long sweep bends and Y branches. 


Material of Drainage System 


Sect. 5. Drain, soil, waste and vent pipes and connections, which col- 
lectively make up the drainage system within the -building, shall be con- 
structed of the following material: extra heavy cast iron, galvanized wrought | 
iron, lead and annealed “‘iron size’ brass pipe. Cast-iron pipe and fittings — 
shall be of a grade known to the trade as extra heavy, plain (uncoated), 
until approved by the Inspector. All joints in cast-iron pipe shall be made 
with oakum and lead, run full, calked gas and water tight, and left clean 
without paint, putty or cement, until approved by the Inspector.

Wrought iron soil or waste pipes can/only be used by written permission 
from the Board of Health and under such conditions as that Board may - 
direct. 

If wrought iron vent pipes be used, they must be galvanized. No slip 
joints, unions, or flanges shall be used on threaded wastes or vents, except 
that slip joints may be used on house side of trap to connect fixtures.

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Lead bends and traps shall correspond to the above weights. 

Brass sleeves for connecting lead and cast-iron pipes shall be extra heavy,. 
at least 4 of an inch thick. Brass solder nipples for connecting lead and 
threaded pipes shall be either cast metal or seamless drawn tubing, size and’ 
weight corresponding with pipe to be connected. In connecting lead pipe 
together, or to brass calking or soldering nipples, full-sized wiped joints shall’ 
be used. Cleanouts, plugs, stoppers or any other. fittings used in drainage: 
system shall correspond in weight and material with above description. 


Fastening Pipes 


Sect. 6. Drain, soil, waste and vent pipes shall be supported every 5 
feet on horizontal runs, and at least once to each story on vertical lines; 
horizontal runs by supports under, or hung from overhead by iron “‘stirrup’” 
hangers, not-less than 5-16 inch in diameter. Vertical stacks:shall. be fast- 
ened by pipe rest at floor, or clamps, drive hooks or hangers to adjacent walls. 


Traps? 


Sect. 7. The waste pipe of every independent fixture shall! be furnished’ 
with a separate trap, which shall be placed as near as practicable to the fix- 
ture which it serves. <A sink and set of not more tian three wash trays, or 
bathtub arid basin, or any two similar fixtures when they adjoin, may be 
connected with the house drain through one round trap not less than 4 inches 
in diameter when waste pipes are not more than 3 feet in length from floor 
line to trap on bathtub and basin and waste centrés afe not mofe than 5 feet 
apart on sink and trays. The waste pipe of each fixture shall enter*the trap 
separately, and the waste from said trap must be oné’size larger than inlet | 

ipes. Four washbowls or sinks in a continuous liné may be connected to 
reese drain through one 4-inch round trap. Lead ‘bends for’ watef-closets. 
or Slop sinks shall not be used to connect waste from ‘Other fixtures; Earth- 
en-ware traps shall have heavy brass floor plates’ soldered ‘to the léad bends: 
and bolted to the trap flange, and the joint made fight with‘gfafting wax or 
other substance satisfactory to the Board of Health..’ All -traps depending 
upon concealed partitions to retain their seal will not be approved, except for 
earthen ware fixtures, where the trap seal is plainly’visible, “Trap screws 
for cleaning purposes shall be placed in all metal traps and at all times shall 
be accessible. All fixture traps shall be so installed that the water seal wilF 
protect the trap screw from sewer air. &When side cleanout traps are placed’ 
between ceilings and floors they must be provided With an accessible proper 
safe. a 


Stables, Garages,,. Laboratories, Etc.. 


Sect. 8. Drainage of stalls, stable fixtures, garages and laboratories shall: 
be installed in accordance with plans approved by the Board of Health. 


SS es 
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Vents, Back Air Pipes, Etc. 


Sect. 10. Traps shall be protected from siphonage and back pressure by 
special iron or brass air pipes of same size as waste; continuous system of 
venting shall be used, and back air pipes shall not be connected to the trap 
or branched into the waste pipe except where a continuous vent is not prac- 
ticable. Traps of S form shall not have more than 24 inches of waste pipe 
from trap to vent. Round traps not less than 9 inches long and 4 inches in 
diameter may be placed 5 feet from vent pipe. Two water-closets or two 
other traps on the same level, with not more than 2 feet of waste pipe, and 
which connect with soil or waste pipe not more than 18 inches below the top 
water line of the trap, shall not require other vent than the continuation of 
the soil or waste pipe full size for its whole length. Lead air pipes may be 
used for short connections only, and where exposed to view.

‘Two or more air pipes may be connected together, but such connection 
‘must be made above top of fixture. All vent pipes shall be at least 4 inches in 
‘diameter where they pass through the roof. Vent lines shall be so ‘graded 
that no condensation will remain in pipes. In case of batteries of water 
closets, the special air pipe from each trap may be omitted, provided the soil 
or waste pipe, undiminished in size, is continued to a point above the roof, 
or connected into the main system above all fixtures. 

“Bow” venting will not be allowed except by special permission of the 
Board of Health, in which case the ‘‘bow’’ must be run full size of pipe as 
high as the top of the fixture and returned without being trapped. 

In buildings where there is only one water-closet and not more than two 
other traps, and said closet is connected below the traps and all traps are not 
more than 3 feet from main sewer pipe, no back venting shall be required. 

When old fixtures are replaced by new ones in plumbing constructed prior 
to the adoption of these rules, and the traps attached to bath tubs, basins, 
sinks and wash trays are round traps not less than 4 inches in diameter and 
the waste pipe is not over 5 feet in length between such traps and the main 
soil pipe or drain, and provided also that such main soil pipe extends full 
size through the roof, a separate air pipe shall not be required. No connec- 
tion of eld plumbing with the public sewer shall be made that does not con- 
form to the above. 


Testing and Inspection 


Sect. t1. Pipes or other fixtures shall not be covered or concealed from 
view until approved by the Inspector of Plumbing. The work shall be ex- 
amined and tested within two working days after notice that it is ready for 
inspection. Plumbing shall not be used unless, when roughed in, the wastes, 
vents, back air pipes and all calked joints are first tested in the presence of 
the Inspector, by water or sufficient air pressure, as the Inspector may require. 


EE eee 
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When the work in a building is sufficiently advanced that the water may 
be turned on to all of the fixtures, the plumber doing such work shall, within 
five days, notify the Inspector in writing. The Inspector shall ‘within two 
working days after receipt of such notice examine the work. Should the 
examination disclose any defects, the plumber shall be notified in writing and 
required to remedy the same without delay, and again notify the Inspector as 
before. Should a plumber holding a permit neglect to send the notification 
as required, or neglect to remedy said defects for a period of over five days, 
he shall not be granted any further permits until he shall have complied with 
these rules, or till action is taken by the Board; and should such neglect be 
continued ten days longer, the Inspector shall file a complaint with the Board 
reciting all the facts of the case. The Board will then take such action as it 
may deem advisable. 


Water-Closets 


Sect. 12. Every building for habitation shall have such number of water- 
closets as the Board of Health may require, but in no case less than one for 
each tenement. Every building where persons are employed shall have at 
least one water-closet for every 15 persons employed therein; and in any 
building where persons of both sexes are employed, separate accommodations 
shall be furnished for both men and women. Every enclosure containing one 
or more water closets shall be provided with adequate ventilation to the outer 
air, either by window or suitable light shaft. No water-closet shall be set in 
any room or apartment that has not a window having an area of at least 2 
square feet opening directly to the external air, unless there is a pipe not less 
than 3 inches in diameter leading to a heated flue or other vent pipe. .Water- 
closets shall be supplied with water from tank above, or by flush valves set” 
just above the seat, which in turn are supplied from tank or other adequate 
supply, capable of delivering five gallons of water to the closet in ten seconds, 
In all cases the flush pipe shall not be less than 114 inches in diameter. Where 
local vents are used they shall connect with heated flue when possible, and 
must be not less than 2 inches for each fixture. All local vents must be so 
constructed as not to act as a soil or waste pipe should fixture become stop- 
ped. Connection to flue shall be made by wrought or cast-iron pipe, prop- 
erly cemented; other piping may be of galvanized iron. 


} 


Drip and Overflow Wastes 


Sect. 13. All drip or overflow pipes from tanks, coolers, safes or fixtures, 
or waste pipes from refrigerators or other receptacles for the storage of food 
or provisions, shall be carried to some open sink or place where they may be 
at all times visible. 

No steam exhaust, blow off or drip pipe, shall connect with the house 
sewer, soil, waste or vent pipe. Such pipes shall discharge into a suitable 
tank or condenser from which a proper outlet shall be provided. 


Defective Plumbing, Etc. 


Sect. 14. Alterations made in plumbing already in use, except as pro-~ 
vided in Section 10, must, in the future, be in accord with these regulations, 
and such alterations will be ordered by the Board of Health whenever in 
their opinion they judge it necessary for the public health and safety. It will 
be so judged when after examination by the Inspec tor any old plumbing 

work is found to be defective. 

In such case the Inspector shall report to the Board of Health the nature 
of the defects, and furnish the owner with a copy of the same. Should the 
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owner neglect to remedy the defect pointed out in such report within the 
time specified, the Board shall set time for a hearing, and give the owner at 
Jeast three days notice thereof, that he may attend and show cause why he 
should not be required to make the alterations. After such hearing the 
Board will take definite action in the matter. 

When buildings which formerly connected with vaults or cesspools, are 
econnected with the sewer, the old connection shall be uncovered outside of 
‘the building, a section of the same removed and the ends solidly cemented 
by the plumber. 

The vaults and cesspools shall also be discontinued and filled by the owner 
swith proper'materials within three months after the sewer connection is made. 


Penalty 


Sect. 15. Whoever violates any of the foregoing rules shall be liable to a 
fine not exceeding Fifty Dollars for each and every violation thereof. 


ARTICLE VII. PUBLIC HEALTH 


Section 1. No fperson except the duly authorized agents and employees 
of the Selectmen shall carry in or through any of the streets, squares, courts, 
lanes, avenues, places or alleys within the town of Winchester any house- 
dirt, ashes or house offal, either animal or vegetable, or any grease or bones, 
or any refuse substances from any of the dwelling houses or other places in 
the town, unless such person so carrying the same, and the mode in which 
the same may be carried, shall have been expressly ‘licensed by the Board of 
Health upon such terms ‘and conditions as it may deem the health and in- 
‘terest of the town require. 

No person without the license of the Board of Health shall throw into, or 
leave in or upon any street, court, square, lane, alley, public square, public 
enclosure, pond or body of water, or vacant lot within the limits of the town, 
where it would be offensive or injurious to health, any dead animal, dirt, 
‘sawdust, soot, ashes, cinders, shavings, hair, shreds, manure, oyster, clam 
-or lobster shells, waste water, rubbish or filth of any kind, or any refuse, 
animal or vegetable matter whatsoever. 

Whoever violates any provision of the foregoing by-laws shall be ec 
by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars. 


ARTICLE VII. BUILDING BY-LAW 
Inspector of Buildings 


Section 1.. The Board of Selectmen shall annually, in April, appoint an 
Inspector of Buildings for the term of one year from the first day of May 
following, or until a successor is appointed and has qualified in his stead. 
His compensation shall be such as the Board of Selectmen may from time to 
time vote. He shall be familiar with building construction and shall not be 
interested in any contract for building for the town, or for furnishing materials 
to the town. The Board of Selectmen shall have power to discharge the 
Inspector for failure to perform his duties, and to fill any vacancy in his office. 

Sect. 2. The Inspector shall keep a record of the business of his office, 
‘ascertain all facts and make all returns which shall be required by law. He 
shall report to the State Board of District Police any violation of the laws 
of this Commonwealth in relation to the construction of buildings that may 
come to his notice. He shall, if necessary, enter upon the premises wherein 
any fire has occurred, in order to investigate the origin of the fire. 
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Building Permits 


Sect. 3. Every person before erecting or altering any building, shall 
obtain from the Inspector a building permit, filing therefor an application 
giving a description of the intended building or alteration, submitting plans 
and specifications for the same and stating the purpose for which the same 
is to be used and the dimensions and location of the site. 

Sect. 4. The Inspector shall examine all buildings under applications for 
permits for alterations and make a record of the same. He shall issue per- 
mits for the erection or alteration of buildings in all cases where the proposed 
new building or altered building will conform to the requirements of this 
By-law and to the laws of the Commonwealth and in such cases only. © Pro- 
vided, however, that permits for his own work or any building in which he is 
interested shall be issued only by some disinterested person appointed by 
the Selectmen for that purpose. No permit shall be valid for a longer time 
than one year. 

Sect. 5. A copy of the plans and specifications of every public building 
shall be deposited and left on file in the office of the Inspector. 


Inspection of Buildings 


Sect. 6. The Inspector shall examine all buildings in course of erection, 
alteration or repair, as often as practicable, and for that purpose shall have 
the right of entry thereto, and shall make a record of all violations of this 
By-law, with the location of the building where such violations are found, 
the name of the owner, lessee, occupants, architect and master mechanic, 
and all other matters relative thereto. 

Sect. 7. The Inspector shall examine all buildings reported dangerous, 
or damaged by accident or fire, and make a record of such examination, in- 
cluding the nature and amount of such damage, with the location of the 
building, the name of the owner and lessee, and for what purpose occupied, 
and report the facts to the Board of Selectmen, and for that purpose shall have 
the right of entry thereto. 


Board of Appeal 


Sect. 8. The Board of Selectmen shall annually appoint a committee of 
three citizens of Winchester for the term of one year, or until their successors 
are appointed and qualified, to be called the Board of Appeal. In case of 
doubt as to the true meaning, intent or application of these building laws 
either the Inspector or any one aggrieved by the ruling of the Inspector 
thereon, may by petition bring the matter before said Board for determination. 
The Board shall thereupon give a hearing on such petition and determine 
the true intent, meaning and application of this By-law. A decision of a 
majority of said Board shall be binding on all parties affected thereby. 


Definitions 


Sect. 9. In this By-law unless the context or subject matter otherwise 
requires: — ‘‘Cellar’’ means a basement or lower story, of which one-half or 
more of the height from the floor to the ceiling is below the level of the street, 
if adjoining, or if not on a street, below the average grade of the ground 
outside the wall. ‘Foundation wall” means that portion of any external 
wall below the level of the street curb, or, if not on a street, below the grade 
of the ground outside the wall and that portion of any partition or division 
wall below the basement floor. ‘Division wall’’ means every wall built in order 
to be used as a separation of two or more buildings. ‘‘Partition wall’’ means 
any interior wall of masonry in a building. ‘External wall’’ means every 
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outer wall or vertical inclosure, except a division wall, of any building. 

“Height” of a building means the distance-from top of outside foundation 
wall to the highest part of the roof. ‘‘Tenement’”’ or “apartment house”’ 

means any building for three or more families or for two or more families 
where the building is in part for mercantile or manufacturing purposes. 
“Inspector’’ means the Inspector of Buildings appointed under Section 1 of 
this By-law. ‘Building limits’? means the building or fire limits heretofore 
prescribed or which may from time to time be prescribed by the town. 


Alterations and Additions 


Sect. 10. Any alteration of or addition to any building already erected 
or hereafter to be built shall be subject to this By-law except ordinary altera- 
tions or repairs not affecting the construction of the external, division or 
partition walls, chimneys or stairways. 

Sect. 11. No building already erected, or hereafter built shall be altered 
in such manner that such building as a whole will not conform to the pro- 
visions of this By-law as to new buildings. This section shall not apply to 
single or double dwelling houses retained as such. 


Brick or Stone Walls 


Sect. 12. In all buildings having masonry walls, the brick or stone shall 
be solidly laid in lime or cement mortar. No stone walls shall be less than 
eighteen inches thick if of rubble, or sixteen inches thick if of block stone 
‘backed with brick. 

Sect. 13. In such buildings all foundation walls, if af brick, shall be at 
least four inches thicker than the walls directly above and shall be bracketed 
out eight inches at least at the base or rest on a concrete footing eight inches 
wider than the wall and one foot thick. Where rubble is used, the wall shall 
be thoroughly bonded. Foundation walls shall also be thick enough to resist 
lateral pressure, and the Inspector may order an increase of thickness for that 
purpose. They shall be laid solid in cement mortar, at least one-half cement 
to one-half lime and shall rest on a footing course of large stone or Portland 
cement concrete, in either case at least eight inches wider than the wall, and 
at least twelve inches thick. Such walls, if of rubble stone, shall be at least 
twenty inches thick, and shall also be as many inches thick less ten, as the 
wall is high in feet. If of block stone, they may be six inches less in thickness 
than is required for rubble walls, but shall be at least eighteen inches thick 
and at least four inches thicker than the wall above. 

Sect. 14. In all two story buildings the brick external and division walls 
above ground, and in first story above basement, shall be at least twelve 
inches thick, and at least eight inches thick in the second story, but no eight- 
inch wall shall be more than twenty feet long without adequate lateral support. 

Sect. 15. Provided, however, that dwelling houses of not over two and 
one-half stories may have foundation walls as provided in Section 25 and may 
have ten inch hollow walls bonded every two feet in length and every five 
courses in height with metal or brick ties. Wherever joists are built into 
the wall it shall be solidly bonded with brick for three courses below the joist. 

Sect. 16. In all buildings of more than two stories the brick external and 
division walls shall be not less than twelve inches thick throughout the three 
upper stories and throughout every two stories below shall be four inches 
thicker than the wall directly above. Not more than twelve feet shall be 
counted as a story. Provided, however, that tenement or apartment houses 
of not more than four stories may have external and division walls not less 
than twelve inches thick. 

Sect. 17. Vaulted walls shall contain, exclusive of withes, the same amount 
of material required for solid walls and be tied together with ties not more 
than two feet apart every five courses. 
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_ Sect. 18. The walls of brick buildings, except dwelling houses, shall be 
anchored to each other at all corners every ten feet in their height by tie 
anchors made of at least one and one-quarter inch by three-eighths of an inch 
wrought iron. 

Sect. 19. Each floor and also the roof of all masonry buildings, except 
dwelling houses, shall have its beams so tied to the walls and to each other 
with wrought iron straps or anchors, at least one and one-quarter inches by 
three-eighths of an inch in section, as to form continuous ties across the 
building not more than eight feet apart. The walls running parallel with 
the floor joist shall be properly tied to the floor beams once in eight feet 
by iron straps or anchors of the size above specified. 


Tenement or Apartment Houses 


Sect. 20. Every tenement or apartment house shall have two independent 
Staircases directly accessible from each tenement. 

Sect. 21. All tenement or apartment houses shall be of fireproof con- 
struction. 

- Sect. 22. Fireproof construction shall consist of fireproof material through- 
out, with floors constructed of iron, steel, or reinforced concrete beams, filled 
in between with terra cotta, or other masonry arches, or with concrete 
or reinforced concrete slabs. , 

Sect. 23. Wood may be used only for under or upper floors, windows 
and door frames, sashes, doors, interior finish, hand rails for stairs, necessary 
sleepers bedded in the cement, and for isolated furrings bedded in mortar. 

Sect. 24. In such construction there shall be no air space between the 
top of any floor arches and the floor boarding. 


> 


Wooden Buildings 


Sed. 25. Every wooden building shall have a foundation of stone, con- 
crete or brick carried up to the surface of the ground and the foundation if of 
concrete shall not be less than ten inches thick; if of brick shall not be less than 
twelve inches thick and laid in cement mortar, at least one-half cement to 
one-half lime; if of rubble stone shall not be less than sixteen inches thick and 
laid in cement mortar, at least one-half cement to one-half lime, with headers 
extending through the wall every four feet in each direction; and if of block 
stone shall not be less than sixteen inches thick and laid in equally good 
mortar. In each case the wall shall rest on a footing course at least twenty 
inches wide and one foot thick. 

Sect. 26. The underpinning above grade of a wooden building if of brick 
shall be not less than eight inches thick for the upper six feet thereof, and not 
less than twelve inches thick below. 

Sect. 27. Such part of the foundation wall of a wooden building as may 
he below the grade of the cellar bottom may be laid of large stones without 
mortar, provided the wall is at least two feet, six inches thick. 

Sect. 28. Such buildings or structures as the Inspector shall approve 
may rest on trench walls carried three feet, six inches below grade or to a 
ledge, on foundation walls laid without mortar, or on brick piers or iron or 
wood posts. Such piers or posts shall rest on a solid footing three feet, six 
inches below grade. . 

Sect. 29. In every dwelling house where ledger boards are used to carry 
any except the upper. floor, the space behind the ledger board shall be filled 
solidly with blocks of wood nailed in place, or with some incombustible 
material, 

Sect. 30. No wooden building shall be built, the walls of which to the main 
cornice exceed thirty feet in height, and no wooden building shall have its 
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walls placed at a less distance than seven feet from the side and rear lines 
- of the lot upon which the building is to be erected, unless an external wali 
of masonry is substituted for one of wood, said wall to be built up to the 
under side of the roof covering and of the thickness required for external walls. 
A wall with a coating of cement on a wood frame shall not be considered a 
masonry wall. : 


Double Houses 


Sect. 31. Every double house shall have a separating partition plastered 
on metal lath on both sides or wholly filled between the studs with brick and 
mortar or concrete up to the ceiling of the upper finished story and resting on 
an eight inch brick wall in the cellar. 

Sect. 32. Every block of three or more dwelling houses shall have a brick 
division wall at least eight inches thick between each two dwellings, said 
wall to extend up to the under side of the roof covering. 


Projections 


Sect. 33. No bay window or other structure, except a cornice, shall be 
placed upon any building so as to project over any public way or square with- 
out the permission of the Board of Selectmen, given after due notice and 
hearing,.and then only in such manner as shall be approved by the Inspector. 


Leaders and Snow Barriers 


Sect. 84. Water from the roof of a building shall not be allowed to flow 
upon or across the surface of a sidewalk. No person shall permit a leader 
or conductor from the roof of a building owned by him to be so placed or 
maintained as to direct a volume of water upon or across the surface of a 
sidewalk. 

Sect. 35. Every building erected upon the line or within eight feet of 
the line of any street or travelled way, having a slated pitch roof, sloping 
towards said street or way, shall be provided with suitable snow barriers or 
guards to prevent the snow sliding therefrom. 


Floors 


Sect. 36. All new or renewed floors shall be so constructed as to carry 
safely the weight to which the proposed use of the building will subject them, 
but the least capacity per superficial square foot, exclusive of materials, 
shall be for floors of 


Dwellings, 40 Ibs. ’ 
Schoolhouses and offices, 60 Ibs. 
Stores and buildings for light mechanical purposes, 120 lbs. 
Public and school assembly rooms, 120 lbs. 
Storehouses, manufactories, machine shops, 120 to 250 Ibs. 


as may be required by the Inspector. 


Sect. 37. The ends of all floor beams of a brick building shall enter the 
wall at least four inches and shall be cut with a splay ofthree inches in their 
width, or shall be carried by some approved form of joist hanger. ; 

_ Sect. 38. Roof or floor timbers entering a division wall from opposite 
sides shall have at least four inches of solid brickwork between them. 
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Fire Guards 


Sect. 39. The six following sections shall apply to every tenement or 
apartment house, and to every building to be used as a hotel, lodging or 
boarding house with accommodations for more than ten lodgers, above the 
he floor, and to every building of more than one story within the building 
imits. 

Sect. 40. The inside of all furred brick walls shall have a fire stop at least 
six inches wide of some incombustible material, thoroughly set up between 
furrings at the top and bottom of each floor. 

Sect. 41. All stud walls and partitions shall have the space between the 
floor joists immediately under said walls and partitions, and between studs: 
from the under side of said floor joist to a line four inches above the top of 
said joist, filled solidly with brick and mortar, or some other incombustible 
material. If such stud wall and partitions shall rest on a solid timber or 
joist, said filling shall be placed from the top of said timber or joist to the 
same height as above described. Where there is no wall or partition below, 
a strip of metal two inches wider than the said studding may be substituted for 
the filling above described. 

Sect. 42. All air spaces around chimneys, pipes, shafts, etc., and all other 
spaces which form concealed air passages from one story to another shall 
have similar fire stops at each story. 

Sect. 43. All ducts, chutes and shafts for ventilation, or other purposes, 
shall be of, or lined with, incombustible material. 

Sect. 44. The spaces between stringers of all wooden staircases, unless 
said stringers are left exposed, shall be closed at intervals not exceeding four 
feet by substantial stops of incombustible material. The soffits of wooden 
stairs, if plastered, and the ceilings in and under staircase halls shall be plas- 
tered on metal lath. 

Sect. 45. The partitions enclosing staircases or staircase halls shall be.’ 
plastered on metal lath on both sides or be filled solidly between the studding 
with brick and mortar or concrete so as to form, with the metal lathed ceiling 
above described, a complete enclosure with no openings except for windows 
in external walls, and for doors. In cellars or basements, staircases or stair- 
case halls shall be enclosed by brick walls, except inthe case of a flight of 
cellar stairs not opening from a staircase hall on the first floor. 


Chimneys 


Sect. 46. All chimneys hereafter erected shall be constructed of brick, 
stone or other non-conducting fireproof material laid solid in mortar at least 
as good as best. lime-mortar. Brick chimneys shall be plastered outside 
below the roofing, except when the brick work is exposed. The walls of alk 
smoke flues must be eight inches thick or lined with terra cotta or tile flue 
linings. Every chimney not attached to a brick wall shall be built so that 
the centre of gravity of each section shall be six inches inside the chimney 
walls at the base. ; . 

Sect. 47. Chimneys not starting from the foundation walls shall rest upon 
a continuous support of metal or masonry extending to the ground. 

Sect. 48. Adequate iron mantel bars or masonry arches shall be used over 
all fire place or grate openings. The jambs and backs of all fire-place, range 
or grate openings shall be at least eight inches thick. Hearths of fire-places: 
shall be laid on brick or other trimmer arches, or upon bars of iron supporting 
a four inch bed of masonry. 

Sect. 49. Open  fire-places, set-grates, set-ranges, set-kettles and the 
like shall have fireproof foundations, with fireproof hearth extending not less 
than sixteen inches from the grate or ash-pit. No masonry structure to 
contain fire shall be allowed on a wooden floor in any building. 
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Sect. 50. All chimneys shall. be topped out at least two feet above the 
highest part of the roof to which they belong or three feet above a flat roof. 
No structural wood work of any kind shall be placed ata less BoE si Le 
sone inch from the outside of any chimney. 


Smoke-Pipes 


Sect. 51. No smoke-pipes shall pass through a stud or wooden partition 
of any kind, whether the same be plastered or not, without being guarded 
either by metal collars, with suitable holes for ventilation, or by a soapstone 
ting. All smoke-pipes’ passing through closets shall be enclosed in metal 
pipes with a ventilated air space of at least two inches all around. 

No earthen-ware pipe shall be used for horizontal flues. 

No woodwork shall be placed at a less distance than six inches from any 
metal flue or smoke-pipe. 

Sect. 52. The smoke-pipes of any hot-air, steam, hot-water heater or 
other furnace passing beneath wooden beams or ceilings, shall be kept at 
least twelve inches therefrom, or the woodwork shall be protected by a tin 
Shield suspended at least two inches below said beams or ceilings, in which 
case the pipe may be placed within eight inches of the beam or ceiling. All 
other smoke-pipes shall be kept at least ten inches below any wooden beam 
or ceiling. 


Furnaces 


Sect. 58. Tops of furnaces shall be at least one foot, six inches below any 
wooden beams or ceilings. 

Sect. 54. Registers connected with hot-air furnaces shall be set in non- 
conducting, incombustible borders, at least two inches wide. Register boxes 
shall be made of metal, with a flange on the top to fit a groove in the border, 
and shall have a one-inch air space all around. 

Sect. 55. Furnace or other pipes conveying heated air shall be of tin 
plate or its equal, and, except those from hot-water or steam radiators, in 
partitions or between floors, shall be double with a free air space between, 
and elsewhere shall be kept at least one inch away from any wood work. 


Steam-Pipes 


Sect. 56. Steam-pipes shall be kept at least one inch from all wood- 
work or shall be protected by an incombustible ring or tube, or rest on iron 
supports, with air space of at least one-half inch all around, and when pass- 
ing through partitions or floors shall be surrounded by incombustible funnels 
at least three-quarters of an inch larger in diameter than the pipes. 


Notice of Unsafe Chimneys 


Sect. 57. If any chimney, flue, or heating apparatus shall be found by 
the Inspector to be unsafe, he shall at once notify m writing the owner, agent, 
or other party having an interest in said premises, who, upon receiving said 
notice, shall make the same safe. 


Boiler-Rooms 


Sect. 58. Rooms for power boilers shall be enclosed in brick, stone or 
concrete walls. Roofs or floors over such rooms or houses shall be made of 
iron, or masonry arches or slabs, or if of wood, shall be protected with fire- 
proof tile or plastered on metal lath. All doors ieading to such boiler-rooms 
shall be covered with metal. The ceilings over all other stationary boilers, 
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except those used for heating dwelling houses, shall be plastered on metal 
laths or covered with metal. 

Sect. 59. The floors of rooms containing stationary boilers shall be made 
of incombustible material for at least: five feet in front, and for a suitable dis- 
tance on the sides and rear. Wooden floors under portable boilers shall be 
protected by incombustible material. é 


Floor Areas 


Sect. 60. In all non-fireproof stores, warehouses and manufacturing 
buildings not adequately equipped with a system of automatic sprinklers in 
conformity to the rules of the National Board of Fire Underwriters, no single 
floor area between brick walls of a thickness corresponding to the main beéar- 
ing walls shall exceed 7500 square feet; and no wall or part of wall in any 
existing building, nor in any building hereafter erected, shall be removed to. 
produce a larger area unless so equipped. Openings in the brick fire walls 
of buildings of the class above mentioned shall in no case exceed eight feet in — 
width, nor ten feet in height, and above each such opening there shall be a 
curtain wall of at least two feet between the top of the opening and the ceil- 
ing line. Openings shall be provided with approved automatic, self-closing 
standard, fireproof doors on both sides of the wall. 


Construction Within Building Limits 


Sect. 61. No dwelling house or other structure more than eight feet in 
length or breadth and seven feet in height, except detached houses or struc- 
tures situated more than one hundred feet from any other building and 
wooden structures erected on wooden wharves, shall be built within the 
building limits of the Town, the exterior walls of which are in part or wholly 
of wood or the roof of which is covered with any combustible material, unless 
_a license in writing is granted therefor by the Selectmen for public good or 
necessity and recorded in the Town Records. 


Special Construction 


Sect. 62.. The erection of any building of a kind obviously net contem.~ 
plated by the preceding sections of this By-law shall be subject to such anal- 
ogous restrictions as the Inspector may require. 

Sect. 63. The use of various forms of masonry construction such as 
concrete, concrete blocks, terra cotta or hollow tile blocks, etc., not expressly 
provided for in this By-law shall be subject to such restriction as the In- 
spector may require in order to conform to the standard of strength and 
safety otherwise required by this By-law. 


Penalty For Violation 


Sect. 64. Whoever violates any of the provisions of the preceding sections 
of this By-law shall be punished by a fine not exceeding one hundred dollars 
for each offence to be paid into the treasury of the town of Winchester. 4 

Sect. 65. Sections 22, 23 and 24 of Article III of the By-laws of the 
Town are hereby repealed.

THIS MEMORANDUM OF AN AGREEMENT made and entered into this 25th day 
of May A. D. 1912, by the TOWN OF WINCHESTER, a duly organized municipal cor~ 
poration, within the County of Middlesex, and Commonwealth of Massachusetts, herein- 
after designated as the party of the first part, and George A. Fernald, of said Winchester 
and such other property owners as may join herein by subscribing and ensealing their 
names hereto, hereinafter designated as the parties of the second part, witnesseth that: 


WHEREAS there is now pending in the Superior Court, within and for said County 
of Middlesex, a petition by the Selectmen of said Town of Winchester asking that there 
may be an abolition of the grade crossing now existing at Winchester Square in the center 
of said Winchester due to the crossing at grade of Church, Main and Pleasant Streets, and 
the track of the Boston and Northern Street Railway Company thereon in said Winchester 
by the tracks of the Boston and Lowell Railroad Company under lease to and operated 
by the Boston and Maine Railroad, which said petition has been duly referred to a special 
commission by said Superior Court for the purpose of determining whether the common 
convenience and safety require such an abolition, and the method by which such an aboli- 
tion, if required and ordered, shall be effected, and 


WHEREAS, one of the methods by which such an abolition is proposed to be effected 
provides for the raising of said Main, Church and Pleasant Streets, so that they shali pass 
over said Railroad location at said Winchester Square and that the tracks of said Rail- 
road Company shall be depressed as far as may be practicable, with the intent that the 
present location of the street lines in and about such crossing shall remain substantially 
unchanged, and 

WHEREAS, one of the objections to the adoption of such a method of abolishing said 
grade crossing arises out of the damages which may be inflicted upon and be payable ta 
owners of property abutting upon streets which lead to said crossing, the exact amount 
of which damage cannot be determined in advance of the actual abolition of said crossing 
in accordance with said method hereinbefore described, and 

WHEREAS, it is deemed advisable that so far-as possible the damages which may be 
inflicted upon the owners of property affected by said proposed method of abolition shall 
be adjusted quickly, fairly and consistently, both with reference to the party of the first 
part who is obliged by statute in the first instance to pay said damages, and with reference 
to the individuals comprising the parties of the second part: 
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NOW, THEREFORE, in order to accomplish such a result in the event that said special 
commission shail report to said Superior Court that the common convenience and safety 
do require an abolition of the crossing at grade, hereinbefore referred to, and the method, 
hereinbefore described, of abolishing such grade crossing shall be approved by said Superior 
Court so that it shall become firm, valid, and effectual and the said- Town of Winchester, 
said Boston and Maine Railroad, said Boston and Northern Street Railway Company 
and the Commonwealth of Massachusetts or any one or more of them or their successors, 
shall, by the decree of said Superior Court, be designated and required to perform the 
work necessary to carry out said method, then said parties of the second part, owners of 
xeal estate which may be affected by such abolition, for themselves, their heirs and assigns, 
hereby jointly and severally covenant and agree with the party of the first part as follows: 


ARTICLE I. The damages of said parties of the second part shall be the cost of plac- 
ing their respective premises upon the new grades of the various raised streets upon which 
they abut, with their lands sloped as provided by said method so approved, and their 
buildings, if any, resting on substantial foundations and in all regards in as good condi- 
tion as they were in before any change of grade, and also the restoration or payment to 
them of any rents lost, or money lost through disuse of premises, caused by the making 
of these changes, while the changes are being made, the same to be determined as herein- 
after provided. And said parties of the second part agree that upon the accomplis:ment 
of the abolition as aforesaid, and the restoration of all the neighboring streets to good 
condition, with their premises changed to the new grades and the same made good as afore- 
said, they will release said Town, said Railroad, said Railway and said Commonwealth, 
from further liability upon receiving payment of the damages as above defined. 


ARTICLE II. In case the Grade Crossing Commission, or said Town orits Board of 
Selectmen shall decide that the lands or buildings, or both, belonging to any of the parties 
hereto should be filled and raised as aforesaid and that it is for the interest and to the ad- 
vantage of the parties hereto that the materials and labor necessary for such work should 
be provided and performed by the party or parties designated by the decree of the Superior 
Court to do the work necessary to abolish said grade crossing, said Commission, or Town 
or its then Selectmen may determine what work shall be done on the lands of said parties 
and the manner thereof, and thereupon said party designated to do the work shall have 
the right to enter upon the premises designated and perform the work so ordered but with- 
out cost or expense therefor to the owners of the land or buildings affected, and without 
damages except loss of rents as hereinbefore specified. Any damages due to the failure of 
the party doing the work properly to fill the land or raise and establish the buildings as 
hereinbefore specified, shall be determined as hereinafter provided. The cost of such work 
and said damages shall be added to and made a part of the cost of the abolition of said 
erossing. 

ARTICLE III. Incase said Town or its Board of Selectmen or the party or parties 
designated as aforesaid to do the work necessary to abolish said grade crossing shall decide 
that it is not feasible or wise that some one or more of the buildings belonging to any of 
the parties hereto should be raised in the manner hereinbefore set forth to the new grade 
of the street or streets upon which said building or buildings may abut, then-the provi- 
sions of the two preceding articles shall not apply and the parties of the second part, own- 
ing said building or buildings, shall receive such damages, if there be any, as to them, as 
may be determined as hereinafter provided. 


ARTICLE IV. In case any of the parties of the second part shall be damaged by the 
taking of the fee of any part or all of his land or buildings in pursuance of the abolition 
of said crossing according to said method as approved by said Superior Court, he shall 
receive damages to be determined as hereinafter provided. 


ARTICLE V. Messrs. George W. Wiggin of Brookline, George F. Swain of Boston 
and Arthur Lord of Plymouth, all in said Commonwealth, and Messrs. Lewis. Parkhurst, 
George L. Huntress, David N. Skillings and Henry C. Ordway of said Winchester shall 
%e and. hereby are constituted a Board of Referees or Arbitrators whose duty it shall be 
wrior to the beginning of the work necessary to effect such abolition according to said 
method, to make a thorough examination of all the properties which may be affected there- 
by to ascertain as closely as can be done the present condition and value of said properties 
and, as soon as it may be done after the completion of the work necessary to effect such 
abolition according to said method, make an examination of said properties, hear the 
parties and their witnesses and counsel and finally adjudicate the amount of damages, if 
zany, which each of them may have suffered and be entitled to receive in accordance with 
this agreement but not otherwise. The decision or decisions of said Board of Referees or 
Arbitrators shall be final and conclusive upon any and all of the parties hereto as to all 
questions of law and fact involved in the adjudication of the amount of said damages and 
shall be a condition precedent to the bringing of any action for damages due to said aboli- 
tion and the damages so adjudicated shall be the sum or sums upon payment of which said 
Town of Winchester, said railroad, said railway or said Commonwealth shall be released by 
the respective parties of the second part from all further payment, liability or claim for 
damage whatsoever growing out of the abolition of said grade crossing and the raising of 
the grades of ways incidental thereto. Said damages and the proper expenses and com- 
pensation of said Board of Referees or Arbitrators to be approved by said Superior Court 
shall be added to and made a part of the cost of abolishing said grade crossing, to be paid 
by the parties thereto in the same way as the other expenses thereof. 


_ ARTICLE VI. In the event that any one or more of the Referees or Arbitrators here- 
in named shall die, resign or become incapacitated or for any reason decline to perform the

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duties herein imposed upon them, the vacancy or vacancies so caused or created shall be 
filled by the unanimous agreement of the Board of Selectmen for the time being of said 
Winchester and of the parties of the second part hereto; but in the event that the mem- 
bers of said Board and said parties do not agree within twenty days from the time or times 
of said vacancy or vacancies, then the remaining members of said Board of Referees or 
Arbitrators shall fill such vacancy or vacancies and the person or persons so elected or 
appointed shall have the same power and authority and be subject to the same obligations 
so far as practicable as are provided for those originally named herein. 


ARTICLE VII. This agreement shall not bind the respective parties hereto, their 
heirs and assigns, for a period of more than one year from the date hereof, unless within 
said one year period said method for the abolition of said crossing shall be reported to or 

-adopted by the said Superior Court, in which event this agreement shall be binding and effec- 
tual upon all the parties, hereto, their heirs, successors and assigns for all time ifsaid method 
is finally adopted; nor shall this agreement bind any of the parties of the second part, 
their heirs or assigns, unless the same is signed within sixty days of its date by the owners 
of two-thirds of all the estates within two hundred (200) feet of the center of said grade 
erossing as shown on a map thereof made by James Hinds, Town Engineer, dated July, . 
1905.

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REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


The Selectmen herewith submit their report for the year 1912. 


HIGHWAYS 


During the past year surfaces of macadam or stone chips have 
been constructed on streets having a variety of traffic, and the 
‘ information derived therefrom should be of value to the citizens. 

The easterly side of Church Street, from Cambridge Street 
to Bacon Street, and the westerly side from Cambridge Street 
to Wedgemere Avenue, have been built of water bound macadam, 
the surface being treated with light (30%) oil, while the westerly 
side from Wedgemere Avenue to Bacon Street has been built 
of macadam treated with tarvia by the penetration method, and 
the surface of this last part of the construction covered part 
with light tarvia and part with light oil. The water bound 
macadam was most thoroughly rolled and carefully constructed, 
yet already it has been necessary to make surface repairs, while 
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the portion of the street treated with a+ bituminous binder, 
forced partially below the surface, is as good as when con- 
structed. This clearly indicates that water bound macadam, 
treated with light oil, is not a proper method of construction 
for main travelled streets. 

That portion of Church Street constructed last year of water 
bound macadam, and Mt. Vernon Street from Main Street to 
Washington Street were treated in the Spring with medium 
(60%) oil. During a rain this oil surface becomes badly cut up 
by the iron shod wheels and remains in an unsatisfactory condi- 
tion for some time thereafter or until it has been ironed out 
by automobile travel. The apparent disadvantages from this 
method of treating the macadam surface influence the Board 
to recommend that its use be discontinued. 


On streets constructed of water bound macadam where a 
blanket coat of heavy (90%) oil has been applied the results 
have varied as the traffic: Forest Street with a large percentage 
of automobile travel and natural drainage has shown very little 
deterioration; Washington Street’ under heavy travel from iron- 
tired vehicles and comparatively poor natural drainage has 
required some attention, and its condition after a rain corre- 
sponds, though in a less degree, to those streets treated with 
60% oil; Highland Avenue with good natural drainage, light 
travel and that largely by automobiles, has shown to advantage, 
although the thinness of the macadam has necessitated some 
repair. The deduction seems to be that this method is suitable 
for certain important side streets, but is not the most lasting 
method of construction for such streets as Main, Church and 
Washington. 

The Massachusetts Highway Commission report the average 
cost per square yard of treating a macadam surface with a 
blanket coat of heavy oil as 10 cents, while by the penetration 
method heavy oil costs 25 cents, tarvia 27 cents, and Bermudas 
35 cents. In spite of the large discrepancy in cost, only slightly 
offset by the less rolling required, the Board is of the opinion that 
future macadam construction of streets bearing the heaviest 
travel should be by the penetration method with a bituminous 
product. 

Stone chips have made what we think will be satisfactory 
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streets where the travel is confined largely to iron-tired vehicles. 
and where all travel is light.. Such construction is shown in 
Holland Street, Nelson Street, Cliff Street and Woicott Road. 
The lower cost when compared with the use of crushed ‘stone 
makes this form of construction desirable so long as the chips 
are obtainable. Pond Street was ordered built by the County 
Commissioners, and the macadam was completed late in the 
year. The surface will need treatment by some form of binder 
early in the coming year. One-quarter of the total arn: 1s. 
to be borne by the County. 

The curve on Cambridge Street near eke @ountae Club as 
‘en widened and the work completed except for surfacing the 
street and moving the tracks and poles. The work should -be 
completed as early in the spring as conditions: permit. “A»large 
part of the cost. is to be paid by the Massachusetts, Highway 
Commission,. while the. County will contribute to. the -cost of 
the widening. The delay in this work was occasioned by congi 
tions not-under the control of the Town. aE | ; 

Your Board consider the curve on Cambridge Street opeiees 
the driveway to Mr. Robinson’s house should be improved by 
cutting off the projecting nose; and have taken the. matter. up: 
with the.other interested parties, the County, the Massachu- 
setts Highway Commission. and the street railroad, CrushOeee it 
will result in.a satisfactory agreement. ‘seg 


. On gravel streets in residential ‘sections there fe bole ‘con- 
siderable work improving the: surface and: patching holes, at 
which the value of two steam rollers was very apparent.:: The 
use of the repair outfit often obviated the necessity of picking 
up large sections of these streets, the most prominent: example 
being. Everett Avenue. This outfit consists of a team loaded 
with coarse gravel or pea stone, a heated kettle on wheels con- 
taining heavy oil; and two or three: men with necessary: tools. 
The oil acting as a binder has: prevented the suction caused 
by rapidly revolving automobile wheels from destroying the 
repairs, and it would appear the repair. in the case: of ‘gravel’ 
streets is, if anything, more durable than the original surface. 
It-is recommended this work be: more extensively Oe in 
the future. : epee 

‘Hemingway Street “has been= constructed: with: stone. aes 
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converting into first class condition a street that in the winter 
and spring was a veritable bog hole. The surfacing: of Lake 
and Linden Streets has materially improved the approach to the 
Town Stable. 

-Main Street from the Medford Line to Madison Avenue was 
constructed about. twelve years ago and very little has been 
done to it since. The Board recommend its construction with 
as durable a surface as possible. The side hill streets north of Mt. 
Vernon Street are a constant source of expense, owing tothe 
necessity of: cleaning up the wash which accumulates in Wash- 
ington Street after every heavy rain. As many of these streets 
as is warranted by the appropriation for the year’ should be 
properly constructed. The-macadamizing of Ridge Street in 
the Hill District should be continued. © Herrick Street shouid 
be: completed to. Highland Avenue, and Lawson’ Road, pro- 
vided arrangements can. be made with the abutters which will 
Warrant the acceptance of the street by the Town,should be 
thoroughly constructed. As a continuation: of the effort to 
improve conditions in the northerly section of the Town; Cedar 
Street and Tremont Street should be built with gravel or stone 
chips; Loring Avenue, provided surface drainage rights can ‘be 
obtained without expense for land: damage, should be con- 
structed; Water Street should be resurfaced, and ‘careful con- 
sideration should be given to the acceptance and construction 
of portions of Hill, Arthur and White Streets. The’ ends of 
Wolcott Road constructed this year should be connected. 


SIDEWALKS 


‘Where sidewalks extend from lot line to gutter without loam 
space, the Board are of the opinion that curbing isa necessity, 
and where there is a loam space it is often desirable. Its use 
prevents the unsightliness and expense of broken edges, and, 
owing to the protection it gives to the loam space, offers the 
abutter an inducement to maintain a neat and trim border. 
Each year a certain amount of this work should be done in addi- 
tion to that called for by the new sidewalk construction. 

Granolithic sidewalks have so many advantages. over. those 
of tar concrete that. the construction of the.latter should be 
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strictly limited to sections where there is strong public senti- 
ment against the extra cost. The repair of tar concrete side- 
walks is unsatisfactory at its best, and so far as possible should 
be discontinued. Where the conditions are dangerous to public 
travel, temporary repairs might be made with crushed stone 
with the expectation that the abutter would petition for a 
granolithic walk, in which case the Town should allow towards 
the new walk the cost of repairing the old walk in the best 
manner. 

The amount of each year’s appropriation which can be appor- 
tioned to granolithic sidewalks proving to be less than the cost 
of such work for which petitions are filed, it would seem desir- 
able to provide for an issue of bonds payable in five years to 
take care of these requests and the construction required by 
public convenience and necessity. All granolithic sidewalks 
are guaranteed for five years, consequently the term of the 
bond does not exceed the life of the guarantee. 

During the past year concrete sidewalks have ines con- 
structed on Washington Street, from Swanton Street to Irving 
Street,on Swanton Street from Washington Street to Cedar Street, 
and in front of the Chapin School, on Main Street from Salem 
Street to Canal Street, and on Holland, Oak and Nelson Streets. 
This work provides a good sidewalk from the centre to the: 
Swanton Street district, and continues the policy of previous 
Boards of providing dry sidewalks leading towards the public 
schools. 

Granolithic sidewalks have been constructed to bridge the 
gaps in main thoroughfares and to provide suitable egress from 
growing districts. 

The Board recommends continuing the tar concrete side- 
walks in the direction of the Washington and Rumford schools. 
and the constructing of walks on residential side streets in the 
northerly section of the town as fast as is warranted by the 
appropriation. 


STREET LIGHTS 


Early in the year it was decided to experiment with incandes- 
cent lamps as a substitute for arcs. Symmes Corner was selected 
as being a location which needed improvement, and one which 
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would give the experiment a fair test. The arc lamp was dis- 
continued in April and incandescents (three of 60 C. P. and one 
of 100 C. P.) installed. The change proving a marked success, 
Main Street from Symmes Corner to Washington Street was 
selected for further experiment, with gratifying results as 
regards the quality of the light and the cost. 

Considering Main Street from Sanborn Street to Washington 
Street, the original cost for lighting was $417.24, and under 
the new arrangement it will be $384.23, a saving of $33.01. 
The three gas lamps on Bacon Street between the ends of the 
Parkway have been replaced by incandescent, giving a better 
light at a greatly reduced cost.— cost of gas lamps, $93.00; 
of incandescents, $53.13. Arc lamps give a very bright light 
over a small area, and unless located close together, at an ex- 
cessive cost, a correspondingly deep shadow. Incandescent 
lamps, while not giving as bright a light, can by~their lower 
cost be placed near enough to give a more even and satisfactory 
illumination. 

The Board recommends that next year the arc lamps on Church 
Street between Vine Street and Cambridge Street be replaced 
by incandescents, and that the same policy be gradually pur- 
sued through the town with the possible exception of the centre. 
A large majority of the incandescent lamps installed prior to 
this year are 40 C. P. It seems to your Board that those lamps 
should be replaced by lamps of 60 C. P., the additional cost of 
$2.23 per annum being more than compensated by the increased 
light, and that no lamps be installed hereafter of less than 60 
C.P. Important intersecting streets and large open places should 
be lighted by lamps of 100 C. P. 

The approximate additional cost of street lights from 5 A. M. 
to daylight during the months of November, December, January, 
February and March is $310. The cost of lighting the streets 
all night would increase the expense about $1,750. The Board 
would like an expression of opinion from the citizens as to the 
desirability of either change. 


SURFACE DRAINAGE 


During the past year the work has been substantially in 
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accordance with the plan presented to the Town Meeting at 
which the drainage bonds were authorized. 


The Mason Street drain carries to Winthrop Street hea water 
from the easterly side of Highland Avenue, which formerly ran — 


through private land where it was a menace to adjacent prop- 
erty and a source of expense to the Town. At present this 


water is carried from Winthrop Street through private land to — 


the Mill Pond. Eventually a drain should be built in Winthrop 


Street from the end of this year’s construction to Washington _ 
Street and thence either to the Aberjona River near Walnut . 


Street or to the Mill Pond. . 


The drain construction in Park Avenue and Lincoln Street 
should materially reduce the expense of street cleaning after — 


heavy rains. 


The drains in Pond Street were necessitated by the construc- | 
tion of the street and required rights of drainage through private _ 
land. Deeds granting these rights were obtained from Susan — 


Moore and Michael Lynch and duly recorded. 
The section of drain laid in Everett Avenue completed the 


drainage in that street from Cambridge Street to Aylesworth. 


Street. . 

After rains the condition of Sanborn Street near its junction 
with Main Street was a source of expense which has been reme- 
died by the construction of a short drain. , 

In conjunction with the Town of Arlington, a drain has been 
laid from the brook crossing Cambridge Street just beyond the 


Country Club into Arlington Street, protecting the surface con — 


ditions at the junction of those streets. 
By constructing Cliff, Lake, Linden Streets and Walontt Road 
it became necessary to lay drains therein. : 
The drainage of Hemingway Street empties onto land of the 
Boston Ice Company, under an easement granted to the Town 


without cost. We thank the Company for its courtesy and 


co-operation in the transaction. 

Some of the abutters on Palmer Street have given, without 
expense to the Town, a right of way for drainage to Wedge Pond 
and the Board recommends the laying of a surface drain in that 
street which will also serve as an outlet for adjacent territory.

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ACCEPTANCE OF STREETS 


The policy of the Town in the past has been to refuse to accept 
private ways until they have been properly constructed by 
the abutters. An iron-clad rule of such a nature undoubtedly 


simplifies the work of the Board, but it at times works a hard-’ 


ship on the abutter. 

‘In one section of the Town there are two or three private 
ways on which houses have existed for eighteen years or more 
where the winter conditions are so bad that it is impossible to 


get out dry-shod. The proper construction of these private 


ways by the abutters might work extreme hardship. The 
Town has received a revenue over and above the revenue from 


the land for over eighteen years, and has spent part of this rev- 
enue on street work in other sections. Under such circumstances 


is it fair to refuse acceptance until the abutters have complied 


with the above custom? It would seem to your Board that no 


hard and fast rule should govern the acceptance of streets, but 


each case should be considered by itself and recommendations 
based on local conditions, with the proviso that no street should. 


be recommended for acceptance unless the appropriation of 
that year includes an amount sufficient to construct the street. _ 


FINANCES 


On December 31, 1911, the bonded indebtedness of the Town : ° 
was $511,500, to which was added in 1912 $12,000 of the author-: 
ized Surface Drainage loan.. There has been paid during the year: 


1912, $29,000, leaving a balance of $494,000 outstanding Decem- 


ber 31, 1912, of which amount $284,500 is permitted to be car-: 
ried outside of the debt limit and is not considered in estimating | 


the borrowing capacity of the Town. As our borrowing capa- 


city on the present valuation of $15,338,425 is $460,000, it will: - 
be seen that we are well within bounds. The citizens may well» 


take pride in this showing. 


In accordance with the vote of the Town the Selectmen have’ — 
authorized and the Treasurer‘ has borrowed in anticipation of ‘ 


taxes as follows:

‘These loans were made necessary chiefly because by vote of 
the Town the Cemetery Permanent Care Fund of $33,200, which 
had formerly been used as current funds of the Town, was taken 
out of the general treasury. 

Incidentals Account. Attention is called to the recommenda- 
tion made by the Auditor, in his report, with reference to the 
Incidentals Account. 

This account is most unsatisfactory as it supplies the aceite 
of various departments and covers expenses which for the most 
part are not fixed and cannot be determined in advance with 
any degree of accuracy. The appropriation is generally made 
on the basis of the previous years’ expenditures, excluding any 
unusual expenditure which may have been made. A frequent 
result is that some unforeseen or extraordinary expense arises in 
one or more of the departments and the appropriation is found 
insufficient. 

As a partial remedy this Board recommends that thea account 
be divided in such a manner as to assure each department a 
fixed sum and to make it impossible for any department to 
encroach upon the appropriations of any other. 

While for the reasons above stated a deficit is more iene to 
occur in this account than in any other, it is perfectly true that 
any of the general department appropriations are for one reason 
or another likely to be found during the course of the year in- 
sufficient to meet the necessary expenses, with the result that 
unless a special Town Meeting is called to make transfers — if 
at happens that funds are available for the purpose — the ac- 
count must be overdrawn, a practice which of course is objec- 
tionable, although sometimes as a practical matter preferable 
perhaps to the cumbersome proceeding of a special Town Meet- 
ing. To meet this condition the Board recommends that the 
‘Town annually appropriate a sum of money to be known as the 
Contingent Fund, as authorized by chapter 347 of the Acts of 
1912, which provides that ‘‘no direct draft against this fund 


a ee 
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shall be made, but transfers from the fund may be voted by the 
town’s finance or appropriation committee, and the treasurer 
shall make such transfers accordingly and honor drafts against 
the fund so transferred.” 

This plan has been in successful operation in the town of 
Milton for several years, and while it may seem a departure 
from the theory of town government, this Board believes that 
the citizens have enough confidence in its officers and the War- 
rant Committee to entrust them with discretion in the expendi- 
ture of a few thousand dollars for emergency purposes and that 
most of the citizens would prefer such an arrangement to the 
present method of overdrawing accounts or of calling a Town 
meeting simply for the purpose of transferring sums of money 
from one account to another. 

Winchester Fund. Col. Wm. P. Winchester gave to the ee 
tants May 27, 1850, $3000 to be appropriated for the erection of 
a Town House or other proper. object of municipal expenditure. 

In 1851 the fund and interest ($3226.36) was transferred to 
the Cemetery Committee to purchase land and construct Wild- 
wood Cemetery. 

In 1884 and 1885 the Canc Committee returned to the 
Town Treasury § $2600. 47 of the fund, with $622.29 received from 
sale of lots, etc. The fund in 1889 amounted to $4156.60, when 
it was reduced to $366.60 by the expenditure of $3790 for the 
clock and bell in the Town House tower, the clock in the Town 
Hall and for frescoing the Town Hall. The balance Dec. 31, 
1912, is $1117.14. 

It is not proper that this trust fund should be mingled with 
the general funds of the Town and either it should be wholly 
expended for some purpose consistent with the terms of the 
original gift or taken out of the general treasury and separately 
invested. This is in line with the recommendations of the 
Bureau of Statistics and our own Auditor and will remove the 
only subject of criticism in our otherwise excellent accounting 
system. 


POLICE 


The changes effected in this department during the year 
appear to have resulted in a decided improvement in the service. 
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Patrolman James P. Hargrove has been advanced to the rank 
of sergeant and assigned to night duty at the station. 

William H. Rogers and James P. Donaghey have been ap- 
pointed patrolmen. These appointments were certified to by 
the Civil Service Commission. | 

Many needed improvements have been made at the Police 
Station; new floors laid, lockers built for the men, five cells of 
the most modern type added, and other minor details attended to. 

The present telephone system now in use by the department 
should be supplanted by the Gamewell Police Signal System, 
thereby making it possible to render a still more efficient service 
in the protection of life and property. 

The appropriation of a sum necessary for such a purpose is 
therefore recommended. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT 


It early became the duty of this Board to appoint three engin- 
eers of the Fire Department. It was the opinion of all the mem- 
bers that in view of the present size, population and valuation 
of the Town the time had come to make a careful study of the 
Fire Department with a view to having it put on the highest 
plane of efficiency. 

The former Chief, David H. DeCourcy, was reappointed, and 
as the law requires appointments to be made in April it was 
decided to appoint temporarily two of the members of this 
Board to make a study of the Department with Mr. DeCourcy, 
and Messrs. Jewett and Pike were selected for this service. 
The conclusions of the engineers were, in brief, that the greatest 
efficiency is to be obtained by a centralization of authority and 
responsibility; that it is desirable to vest full authority in the 
matter of fire fighting and department discipline in a chief 
officer, subject however to a general supervisory power to be 


exercised by a board or commission having no active duties as - 


fire fighters; that in our Town it is not at present probable that 
citizens could at all times be found willing to serve on such a 
board or commission, and that it would therefore be wise to 
have such supervisory power in the Selectmen, as it has been in 
the past; that there should be one or more assistants to the 
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chief officer ready to assume his duties at a moment’s notice in 
case of necessity, and that it is imperative that the Chief should 
be on duty and in charge of his Department at all times. 

With these conclusions the members of this Board most 
heartily agree and in line therewith it was arranged that Mr. 
DeCourcy should give up all outside interests and devote his 
entire time to the Department. Thereafter, and after con- 
sideration of the organization of the departments of several 
small cities, a bill was drawn and upon petition of this Board 
was enacted into the law which has been fully set before the 
citizens in the local press. 

This law, however, does not become effective until accepted 
by a two-thirds vote at a Town Meeting. It was presented for 
this purpose at the special June meeting but it was voted to 
postpone action until the next annual meeting in order that by 
placing the question on the ballot there might be a full and free 
expression by the voters. 

It is quite evident that the present general law relating to 
Fire Departments in towns (which has remained practically 
unchanged for more than eighty years) is not adapted to modern 
conditions in a town of the size, population and valuation of 
Winchester. 

When this law was enacted, buildings were scattered, con- 
flagrations were practically impossible, and those who lived in 
a town had their business in the same place and all good citizens 
turned out to fight such fires as occurred. 

Now we have density of population, expensive buildings in 
close proximity to one another, with far greater opportunity for 
conflagrations. On the other hand, most of our citizens are 
away from the town in the day time and our fire fighting is 
done only by those few men who are employed for the purpose. 

Surely it is of the utmost importance that we see to it that our 
fire fighting equipment is held up to the highest standard and 
conducted along lines adapted to our conditions. The Board 
is of the opinion that the Act referred to, if accepted, will give us 
a Department suited to our present needs and a proper founda- 
tion upon which to build as our growth continues. 

To carry out the plan of the Act, if it is adopted, the Board 
recommends that under its general supervisory power the Board 
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of Selectmen enact rules requiring its authorization for the 
purchase of any supplies or materials costing more than some 
nominal amount, and that general rules be formulated for the 
government of the Department and a strict observance of the 
same required. 


WEIGHTS AND MEASURES 


The duties of this office which were previously performed by 
the Chief of Police have been withdrawn from that official and 
a separate department created under charge of Mr. Maurice 
Dinneen as Sealer. 


To comply with the requirements of the law relating thereto 
a new set of weights and measures had to be purchased at an 
expense of about $200. é 


Under the present system the interests of our citizens are 
much better looked after than formerly, for in addition to a 
conscientious performance of duty on the part of our town 
official, the State department exercises a close supervision over 
such matters. | 


BUILDING LAW 


At the March Town Meeting a Building By-law, printed in 
full in this volume, was adopted and approved by the Attorney- 
General September 9. On September 30, under Section 1 of 
this By-law, Mr. Maurice Dinneen was appointed Inspector of 
Buildings, and on November 4, under Section 8, Messrs. Charles 
N. Harris, George Neiley and Phineas A. Nickerson, well known 
and highly respected citizens of the town, were appointed a 
Board of Appeal. Mr. Dinneen’s first report as Inspector will 
be found in this volume and will speak for itself. So far, no 
matter has arisen calling for action by the Board of Appeal. 


GRADE CROSSING 


The progress and present condition of this subject is so fully 
covered in the report of the Town Counsel that no further 
report is made at this time by the Selectmen. 
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TOWN HALL 


The offices of the different Town departments have been 
re-arranged for the most efficient work of the Boards and the 
convenience of the citizens. 

The Town Hall property has been kept in good repair, al- 
though it is a very hard matter to keep the roof from leaking. 

The re-arrangements and additions to the voting booths at 
our last election seemed to meet with universal approval and 
will greatly facilitate the polling of the steadily increasing vote. 

A change has been made in the heating plant by the com- 
mittee appointed by the Town. 

The Town building is greatly in need of a kitchen and serving 
room for caterers when refreshments are served. 

If the Town should decide to build a new engine house it 
could be so arranged that the police departments could have 
ample quarters in the engine house building. With these 
changes suitable facilities for kitchen and serving room for use 
of the Town Hall could be arranged in the present police quarters 
with very little expense to the Town, and fill a want long felt 
* by everyone who has anything to do with serving refreshments 
in the present quarters. Very few of the citizens realize the 
inadequate conditions existing today for any service of refresh- 
ments in the Town Hall building. 


PUBLIC SERVICE CORPORATIONS 


There has been but little complaint of the service of the 
Boston & Maine Railroad Company except that outside of 
“rush hours’ trains are run too infrequently. There has been 
more or less complaint of the irregularity of the service on the 
Arlington-Stoneham street car line, and a number of requests 
for more frequent service. 

At the time of this writing the service is much improved. 
The Selectmen have had a number of interviews with the 
officials of the Bay State Street Railway Company with a view 
to obtaining more frequent service. 

The officials do not feel that the traffic demands any increase 
in the schedule. They have, however, maintained a fifteen- 
minute time on Saturday afternoons, Sundays and _ holidays, 
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and have put on an extra car leaving Reading at 4.45 p.m. and 
Arlington at 5.45 p..m. 


Through Service to Harvard Square. Diligent effort has been 
made ‘to secure through service on this line to Harvard Square 
and it was hoped that a favorable report would be received in 
time for publication herein, but all that can now be stated is that 
the Bay State Street Railway Company is ready to give the 
service if satisfactory arrangements can be made with the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company, that company’s require- 
ment now being that they have the use of all cars of other com- 
panies while on its lines. This Board realizes that the Bay 
State Street Railway Company is confronted in this matter with 
difficult problems, and believing the officials of that Company 
to be sincere in their efforts and having in their dealings with 
them been met with an encouraging spirit of co-operation, this 
Board, while persistent, has not unduly pressed the matter or 
deemed it expedient as yet to carry it to the Railroad Commis- 
sioners. While the Selectmen, doubtless, have authority to 
compel reasonably frequent service, they have no authority to 
require through car service, and believing through car service 
to Harvard Square the more important matter, especially as it 
would undoubtedly give more frequent service, the Board has 
felt it wise to not press the matter of more frequent service up 
to the present time. | 

The Board has been successful in its efforts to have the 
Woburn-Medford cars entering Sullivan Square discharge and 
receive passengers on the upper level instead of on the street 
floor as formerly. | 

The Bay State Street Railway Company at the request of 
the Selectmen relaid its tracks with heavy rails in the recon- 
structed part of Church Street, doing the same in a most satis- 
factory manner and with a minimum of inconvenience to the 
traveling public. This company has also re-located its tracks 
on Forest Street, principally for the purpose of placing them 
at a safe and proper distance from trees and poles, with the 
result, however, that new and heavier rails have been laid. 

The turnout on Forest Street has not been re-located because 
the request of the Railway Company for a longer and wider 
turnout was not granted. Forest Street is much travelled and 
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at this point is very narrow and further encroachment upon it 
by the street railway tracks this Board believes to be inadvisable 
unless the street can be substantially widened. The only other 
alternative it would seem is to have the turnout located on 
Washington Street or at a point some distance farther north on 
_ Forest Street. The matter is still being considered but a satis- 
factory solution of the problem has not yet been reached. 


The Bay State Street Railway Company is prepared, as soon 
as the State Highway Commission is ready to proceed in the 
matter of finishing the work in the newly widened part of Cam- 
bridge Street, near the Arlington line, to relay its tracks at that 
point with heavy rails. 


Cross Street Bridge. The bridge at Cross Street is apparently 
so constructed as to be a source of danger to travelers, particu- 
larly because of the supporting buttresses which divide the 
street into two narrow lanes, and also because of insufficient 
head room for modern commercial vehicles. Attention of the 
Boston & Maine Railroad Company was called to this and its 
legal department replied that it preferred to have the matter 
taken up. with the County Commissioners as prescribed by 
statute. The Town Counsel, however, advised proceeding under 
the charter of the Railroad Company and accordingly a petition 
signed by the Selectmen has been addressed to the Board of 
Railroad Commissioners, asking that the condition of the bridge, 
highway, etc., be considered and such remedy ordered as may 
be deemed proper. 


COMPENSATION. INSURANCE 


The Workingmen’s Compensation Act which became effective 
on July 1st was considered by the Selectmen. The Industrial 
Accident Board has ruled that “the act applies to municipalities 
while engaged in what might be called gainful pursuits or profit 
making enterprises, such as commercial lighting, water and 
sewers’ and that “it does not apply to police, fire departments, 
schools and general public functions.”’ 

There is a chance that Street Department employees while 
engaged in work for which the Town receives payment or re- 
imbursement might come within the provisions of the Act, the 
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effect of which would be that if the Town were not insured it 
would not be entitled to maintain any of the defenses formerly 
open should an injured employee bring suit. In view of the 
‘very small additional risk on this account, and the fact that 
there was no appropriation available, this Board took no action 
towards securing insurance, but decided to call the matter to 
the attention of the Town. 


CLERICAL 


The work of the Selectmen has naturally increased with the 
growth of the town and the detail of this work might well be a 
burden but for the assistance of the most efficient Clerk of the 
Board who is skilled and experienced in lines which make his 
services greatly appreciated. He has simplified the routine, 
and by the introduction of modern filing devices, etc., has so 
arranged the records that reference may be instantly had to any 
matter which has been considered or acted upon by the Select- 
men. | 

The Board has carefully revised and re-printed all forms used 
for licenses, permits, etc., many of which were incorrect and not 
proper for use. 

Following and making a part of this report are the reports 
to this Board of the Town Counsel, Chief of Police, Fire Engi- 
neers, Town Engineer, Superintendent of Streets, Inspector of 
‘Buildings, Sealer of Weights and Measures, Registrars of Voters 
and Inspector of Animals.

DUST SUPPRESSION AND OIL MAINTENANCE 


This account was carefully kept and I give it in detail below 
as I think it very important. The 30% oil was calculated for 
dust suppression alone, but it has some wearing qualities. Any- 
thing which will bond the dust to the surface of the road must 
have some wearing qualities. Therefore the above oil must be 
considered to some extent in the line of maintenance. Certainly 
the new macadam on Church St. would have gone to pieces 
under auto travel the past season if it were not for the above 
protection. But I do not recommend this for heavy traveled 
streets excepting on those streets that are badly worn and would 
have to be rebuilt in the very near future. The fact is very 
plain to me that although Highland Ave. and Forest St. are in 
splendid condition after two seasons with the 90% oil, the same 
quality of oil is not fit for Washington St., as it already shows; 
and would not be fit for Church St., as a blanket coat, owing to 
the difference in the amount of travel and rubber and iron tires. 
The 60% oil has proven good on the ends of Highland Ave. but 
is almost a complete failure on Church St. That is to say, oil 
is a great success when applied to the proper streets and where 
the street is in good condition to take the heavy oils. Then 
again tar must be avoided on heavy grades on account of its 
slipperyness. We have given this as careful study as our brother 
road builders and we find conditions the same as they do. It is 
not necessary to build, all macadam streets with mixture or 
penetration just because it is a macadam street. The Mass. 
Highway Commission do not even consider doing it. It must 
be remembered that even after the street is built by penetration 
the wear comes directly on the stone after all. This is not so 
with the blanket coat as in the last case we would put on a 
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wearing surface. And where the travel is not too heavy it is 
the best and cheapest method, as it costs only one-half and in 
some cases less than one-half of the penetration.

REPORT OF TOWN. ENGINEER 
Dec. 31, 1912 


To the Board of Selectmen, 
Genilemen: 


I herewith submit a general summary of the work of the 
Engineering Department for the year 1912, with such recom- 
mendations as appear to me to be reasonable and necessary for 
future work, and for the general conduct of the business of this 
department. 

We have rendered services to all Town departments during the 
year, and have performed such work and furnished such infor- 
- mation for boards and committees as was called for by them 
from time to time. In addition, there has been a large amount 
of work performed of a general character which has been called 
for by members of boards and by individuals on which to base 
conclusions for future work to be done. 

A general statement of services rendered to the several de- 
partments, given in more or less detail, follows: — 


HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


Details of the work of this department are always given in 
the report of the Superintendent of Streets, and such matters 
as are properly features of the Engineering Department in high- 
way and drainage work are all that this report is intended to 
cover. In the Highway Department work it seems proper to 
note the work performed under the subdivisions into which it 
may fairly be separated: 


2 TOWN OF WINCHESTER 


STREET CONSTRUCTION 


Church St. from Bacon St. to Cambridge St., was completely 
resurfaced this year in conformity with a new grade of the 
street railway track. This section of track was relaid and re- 
graded according to a grade plan made by us in 1911. The 
entire length of Church St. has now been resurfaced in accord- 
ance with the new grade, with the result that the street surface 
drains much more readily than was the case before the street 
railway track was regraded. 

Cliff St. has been regraded and resurfaced with chip stone 
in accordance with a plan of grade made by the Engineering 
Department. The width of roadway of this street has been 
materially reduced, and several feet in each side have been 
reduced to loam spaces, with resulting benefit in appearance 
and a lessened cost for future care. 

Hancock St. has been improved at its easterly end by lessen- 
ing the width of roadway and increasing the width of planting 
space in the northerly side. Its present width, including side- 
walks, is forty-eight (48) feet. The work done this year was 
based on a roadway to be twenty-four (24) feet, and sidewalk 
and loam space in either side to be twelve (12) feet. It seems 
proper to reduce the width of roadway used by vehicles in all 
our steep sidehill streets, and to have a reasonable width of 
sidewalk and wide planting space in either side, thereby decreas- 
ing the cost of maintenance of roadway and adding to the at- 
tractiveness of the appearance of the highway which is not, as 
a rule, considered worthy of much effort at improvement except 
so far as the roadway itself is considered. 


HEMINGWAY STREET 


This street has been regraded and constructed of gravel for 
about three-quarters of its length in conformity with a grade 
plan which seemed to meet the drainage conditions in a satis- 
factory way. The plan of disposing of surface water by means 
of a pipe drain laid in private land, enabled the construction of 
this street to be done at less expense to the Town and ina way 
more satisfactory to the abutters, than would have been the 
case if the drainage right over private land had not been obtained. 
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Pee SPREE T AND LINDEN STREET 


These streets have been regraded and reconstructed of chip 
stone according to plans and profiles made by us during the 
present year. 


MASON STREET 


That part of Mason St. which lies between Winthrop St. and 
Highland Ave. has been regraded and macadamized, new gutters 
laid and the whole street put in first class condition. Lines and 
grades were given by the engineering force. 


PONDeSTREET 


This street has been regraded and reconstructed of macadam 
its entire length this year by order of the County Commission- 
ers. Early in the year some of our citizens petitioned the County 
Commissioners to order the thorough reconstruction of the 
street which it was conceded was in generally bad condition. A 
hearing was held by the Commissioners at which the parties at 
interest were represented and, after veiwing the street, the Com- 
missioners ordered the work done according to specifications 
which they deemed proper. The grade was to be fixed by the 
Town Engineer on approval of the Selectmen, the roadway was 
to be 21 feet wide, 15 feet of which was to be of macadam, and 
three feet in either side to be of gravel. No grade for Pond St. 
had ever been established up to this time, and I requested your 
Board to give a hearing on the ground to view the grade which 
was proposed and which was to be shown by grade stakes ex- 
tending the entire length of the street. 


This hearing was held in July and, as no one entered any pro- 
test or objected in any way to the construction of the street 
according to the proposed grade, it was approved by your Board 
and the street ordered constructed in accordance with the new 
grade. The question of disposing of the surface water from the 
street and the hills lying along the northwesterly side was 
settled by obtaining drainage rights through private property, 
and by the construction of surface water drains therein. 


The details of the construction work as completed to date 
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have probably been reported to you by the Superintendent. of 
Streets. 
STEVENS STREET 


That part of this street which lies between Mt. Vernon St. 
and a point a little southerly of Bridge St.. has been well con- 
structed of chip stone according to lines and grades given by me. 


SUMMIT AVENUE 


This street was partially reconstructed during the past*year, 
the main feature of the work being the narrowing of the road- 
way and the increase in width of the planting space in the 
westerly side. The approach to Summit Ave. has been greatly 
improved by the installation of catch-basins which has per- 
mitted the bringing together of the center line grades of Mt. 
Pleasant St. and Summit Ave. 

We have done more or less work in the improvement of other 
streets, mainly Holland St., Nelson St., Oak St. and Wolcott 
Rd., by giving lines and grades for such work as was done on 
them. The results of these improvements are very good, and 
the surface of the streets will last for a long time. 


NEW STREETS 


Survey for plans of line and grade of Lakeview Road and 
Ravenscroft Rd. have been made for use when these streets are 
presented for acceptance, and for use at several hearings held 
for consideration of the matter of construction and drainage of 
these ways. 

A plan of layout and grade of Palmer St. from Linden St. to 
Wildwood St., has been made for use in presenting its acceptance 
to the town meeting. On Swanton St. the lines of the street 
from Washington St. to the bridge over the Aberjona River were 
found to be indefinite and uncertain, and a survey was ordered 
by your Board. A plan has been made and presented covering 
the lines of the part above noted, and a hearing held, at which 
the abutters were present or represented, and it was judged 
advisable to make a new plan on which the lines are to be shown 
as suggested at the hearing and in accordance with the general 
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sentiment of those present. This plan is being prepared, and I 
urge its presentation to the Town Meeting for ratification, after 
- which stone bounds should be placed as soon as practicable. 


* Wedgemere Ave. from Foxcroft Rd. to Wildwood St. has been 
surveyed and an outline and grade plan made for use at a hear- 
ing held at the request of certain petitioners, and for use in 
Town Meeting when the acceptance of this street is taken up. 

The services of the engineering force have been given to. the 
owner of the street in preparing a grade plan for the construc- 
tion of the street in anticipation of the hearing. 

White St., Hill St. and Arthur St. have been given consider- 
able attention as to layout for future acceptance. Aplan is 
being prepared for use at a hearing to be held, on which the 
lines and grades as likely to be approved are to be shown. 

A plan of Swan Ave., a private way leading from Cambridge 
St. to Arlington St., has been presented to your Board during 
the past year for approval as a Board of Survey. The plan of 
layout and grade has been approved, a hearing first having beem 
held. 

A plan of streets being laid out in Ware Park, so called, lying 
easterly from Forest St. at or near its junction with Highland 
Ave., has been presented to you as a Board of Survey, on which 
I have reported that the streets laid out on it:seem to be proper 
enough from the Town’s point of view, but that no grade plans, 
which seemed to be of greater importance, were filed. The 
owner of the property has lately filed profiles with me, but no 
report has yet been made on them. 

A survey of a proposed new street, starting from Mt. Vernon 
St. and extending northerly through private land along the 
easterly edge of Aberjona Pond to Nelson St. was ordered made 
early in 1912 by your Board. This work was done by a private 
engineer with the assistance of one of my men. 

The plan was enlarged and used at the spring Town Meeting 
and at a hearing given later in the year, and is on file in this 
office. | 

In 1911, petitions were presented for the definition of the lines 
of Arlington St., Hutchinson Road and Ridge St., all of these 
being County ways. 

Several hearings were held by the County Commissioners and 
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as a result the Commissioners have decreed that Arlington St., 
Hutchinson Road and Ridge St. should be laid out anew accord- 
ing to plans filed with you early in the year. Each of these 
streets has been laid out throughout its entire length, fifty feet 
wide. 

A petition was presented to the County Commissioners in 
1911 for certain changes in the lines of Cambridge St. near the 
Arlington line, and in Mystic St., in Arlington, near the Win- 
chester line, the object being to eliminate as much as possible 
the danger to persons and vehicles because of the sharp and~ 
blind turn at this point. The Boards of Selectmen of Arlington 
and Winchester joined in this petition with the aim of concerted 
and harmonious action. After many hearings, at which many 
differences of opinion as to the best way of accomplishing the 
desired result appeared, the County Commissioners finally de- 
creed that the improvement should be made by widening in the 
southerly side fora distance of about two-hundred and twenty- 
five (225) feet, mainly in Arlington, and in the northerly side 
for a distance of about ten hundred and twenty-one (1021) feet, 
mainly in Winchester. The greatest taking in the southerly 
side was about ten feet in width, the line in this part being a 
curve of comparatively short radius. The taking in the north- 
erly side was ten feet wide for the greater part of the distance, 
the new line being made to coincide with the old line at the 
easterly end of the taking, and meeting the line of layout of 
Mystic St. at the westerly end. 


The area taken from the Langley property which is on the 
southerly side of the street was 1218 sq. ft., and from the Coun- 
try Club, and the Downs and Elder estates on the northerly 
side, 5833 sq. ft. 

The work of widening was ordered to be done during the 
year 1912. This involved the removal of the walls and earth - 
within the area taken, the replacing of the walls removed, the 
relaying of the street railway track in the entire distance affected 
by the alterations, the removal and replacing of poles, and the 
reconstruction of the macadam roadway, about twelve hundred 
and fifty feet (1250) in length. Your Board believed that the 
expense of this work which was on the outskirts of Winchester, 
and which was advised to be done more as a measure of safety 
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to the general travelling public than as a special benefit to our 
citizens only, should be shared by the County of Middlesex and 
by the Mass. Highway Commission. A promise was secured from 
the County Commissioners that they would bear a substantial 
part of the expense of widening in Winchester, and from the 
Highway Commission that they would bear the entire expense 
of the street construction work, the Town being required to per- 
form the work in each case and to be reimbursed after its com- 
pletion. The expense of the drainage work to be done at the 
junction of Arlington and Cambridge Sts. in Winchester and in 
Mystic St. in Arlington was arranged to be borne by the two 
Towns, each bearing the expense for its work in its own terri- 
tory. Your Board deemed it proper to contract for the grading 
work of removing earth and replacing walls on the new line, and I 
was instructed to prepare plans and specifications for contractors. 
Thomas Quigley, Jr., was the lowest bidder and the contract 
was awarded to him. This contract has been casried out at an 
expense of $1521.35. The Town of Arlington failed to carry out 
the decree of the County Commissioners for that part of the 
work which was in Arlington, so the Commissioners entered 
upon the work and completed it so far as grading and rebuilding 
walls is concerned. 


A small part of the work in the southerly side of Cambridge 
St. within the town limits of Winchester was done by the County 
Commissioners at an expense of about $150.00, which the Com- 
missioners have charged to Winchester. The relaying of the 
street car tracks, and the removal of the poles, the expense of 
which is to be borne by the Bay State St. Ry. Co., and the re- 
construction of about twelve hundred and fifty (1250) feet of 
macadam roadway, the expense of which is to be borne by the 
Highway Commission, still remains to be done. It is planned 
to complete the unfinished parts of this work early in the spring. 
The danger which existed at this part of Cambridge and Mystic 
Sts. will be entirely done away with, it is believed, after the 
street railway track is placed in the center of the highway, the 
car track in the center location serving as an effectual division 
of travel. In connection with this work of widening already 
accomplished, it is planned to still further do away with any 
possibility of danger of collision of swiftly moving vehicles, by 
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cutting off and making less sharp the next curve easterly from 
the end of the .1912 work. A suggestion for this improvement 
is to be made soon and presented to your Board for such action 
as you deem proper. 


STREET LINES 


Much time has been given during the year to the work of 
“‘staking out’ street lines for work being done by individual 
citizens on their own property, and for sidewalk work done 
this year by the Highway Department. Lines have been given 
in Bacon St., Canal St., Central St., Crescent Road, Forest 
St., Forest St. Extension, Holland St., Lawrence St., Main St., 
Swanton St., and Washington St. 


STONE BOUNDS 


Stone bounds have been set to mark the new street lines of 
Arlington St., Hutchinson Road and Ridge St., and in that part 
of Cambridge St. widened this year. This work has been done 
under the direction of the County Commissioners, the bounds 
and labor of setting being furnished by the Town. Bounds have 
been set in Lake and Linden Sts. and Wolcott Road, and certain 
bounds in Washington, Main and Church Sts.; where permanent 
sidewalks were laid this year, have been brought up to grade by 
resetting them. Many of our older streets still remain unmark- 
ed by stone bounds. It is very evident that this work should 
not be neglected, but the pressure of current work is always so 
great that very little time can be given to the work while the 
engineering force is so small. I hope, if the force is increased in 
1913, to do much of this work during the present year. 


MEASUREMENTS FOR STREET OILING . 


We have measured and made returns to the Superintendent 
of Streets for all areas covered with oil or other substance used 
for street preservation or dust suppression. This has totaled 
for public and private streets, 372,199 sq. yds. of 30% oil cover- 
ing, and 23,917 sq. yds. of 60% oil covering. 
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GRANOLITHIC SIDEWALKS 


We have laid out and given grade for granolithic sidewalks in 
the following streets :

This work has all been measured after completion of the con- 
struction work and returns for the greater part of it have been 
made to the Superintendent of Streets for payment to the contrac- 
tor. I have also returned to your Board schedules of all charges 
made as assessments against abutting property, or for adjustment 
of accounts of money deposited by citizens to cover expense of 
sidewalk work contained in the above list.

Measurements of area on the above work have been returned 
to the Superintendent of Streets, and schedules of sidewalk 
assessments made and submitted to your Board for approval. 
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TAR CONCRETE SIDEWALK REPAIRS 


We have measured and made returns on repairs of old tar 
concrete sidewalks to the Superintendent of Streets, totaling 
4847.21 sq. yds. scattered over all sections of the town. 


EDGESTONES 


We have made plans for curbing for various corners of streets 
in which permanent sidewalks, granolithic or tar, have been 
constructed this year. The granite curbing laid totals 576.28 
ft., of which 335.32 ft. were straight and 240.96 ft. were circular. 
Cement curbing laid during the year has totaled 163.84 ft., ora 
total for both kinds of 740.12 ft. Schedules of assessments for 
the above curbing work have been prepared and submitted to 
you for approval. 

In connection with the permanent sidewalk work, a booklet 
containing specifications for making artificial stone sidewalks, 
curbs and gutters, and contract and bond has been prepared. 
This will prove of value for future use, since all matter contained 
in it is frequently used, and contracts and identical specifica- 
tions for each succeeding year’s work may be filed away under 
one cover instead of separately as in former years, with the 
danger of these old contracts and specifications being lost. 


SURFACE DRAINAGE. WORK OF 1912 


Early in the year I made a report intended to cover those 
sections of Winchester in which underground drains for caring for 
surface water were most needed, with my reasons for such 
drainage work. A large plan on which the greater part of the 
existing drains were shown, together with the proposed new 
drains, was made to accompany the report for use in presenting 
the whole matter of drainage to the Appropriations Committee 
and to the Town Meeting. Estimates of the cost of this work 
were made and presented to the Town as a lump sum intended 
to.cover the cost of the whole work as outlined in the report 
and plan. The Town authorized the construction of the drains 
proposed, and the work was undertaken in the spring, it being 
the intention of your Board to complete the work in two or 
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more years. A short description of each section laid during 
the year, follows : 


In Cambridge St. and the southerly end of Arlington St. a 
short section of 10 inch, 12 inch and 15 inch drains with neces- 
sary catch basins and manholes, has been constructed to connect 
with a section of 15 inch drain laid by the Town of Arlington. 
This drain conducts surface water from Arlington and Cam- 
bridge Sts. and adjacent land to the brook which flows through 
land of the Winchester Country Club and land of Mr. S. S. 
Langley to Mystic Lake; as previously noted in this report, the 
part which is within the limits of Arlington was constructed and 
paid for by the Town of Arlington, and our part catches and 
conducts water which would otherwise be deposited in Cam- 
bridge St. for the Town of Arlington to care for. This drain is 
laid out so that it may be extended in Arlington St. as far as 
future requirements may demand. 


In Cliff St. a section of 10 inch drain has been laid with man- 
holes, catch basins and connecting laterals, to care for ground 
water and surface water from adjacent land. This drain was 
considered a necessary part of the street construction work of 
the year, and for other reasons was greatly needed. It connects 
with a 12 inch drain in Highland Ave., laid especially to dispose 
of the Cliff St. drainage. 


The construction of the Cliff St. drain permitted the crowning 
of Cliff St. into Highland Ave., and has made the approach from 
one street to the other easy and smooth, and very comfortable 
for travel. 


In Eaton St. two catch basins have been constructed with 
laterals connecting with the 15 inch drain laid in Eaton St. years 
ago. This work was necessitated by the frequent washing out 
of Eaton St. by the water which has, at times, rushed the entire 
length of the street from Highland Ave. to Washington 5St., 
and has caused a large expense for repairs. The existence of 
these basins will permit Stevens St. to be crowned into Eaton 
St. when Stevens St. is reconstructed, and will do away with a 
deep gutter across the end of Stevens St. In Eaton St. a short 
section of the existing 15 inch drain has been relaid to receive 
the surface water from the basins which collect such water from 
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Wolcott Road, Wolcott Terrace and adjacent land, and from a 
part of Highland Ave. 

In Everett Ave., the 12 inch surface water drain has been 
extended from a manhole about four hundred feet (400) easterly 
from the brook which flows through the Swan land and land of 
Gerlach, to a point about two hundred and twenty feet (220) 
westerly from Sheffield Road, at which point it connects with 
the drain laid about eight years ago. The underground drain 
in Everett Ave. is now completed from the brook above men- 
tioned, to Aylesworth Ave., and receives storm water from Everett 
Ave., Sheffield Road, Sheffield West and Aylesworth Ave., and 
adjacent land sloping to these streets. 

I have advised extending the Sheffield Road drain from its 
present terminus at Sheffield West to the northerly end of Ayles- 
worth Ave. to relieve a bad condition existing at that point, and 
to extend the Everett Ave. drain from Aylesworth Ave. to Strat- 
ford Road for a similar reason. These sections of drains are 
included in the report made early in 1912, and I hope the con- 
struction work may be earried out during the coming year. 


In Grove St., a 12 inch underground drain with manholes, 
catch basins and connecting laterals, has been laid from Bacon 
St. to Brooks St., connecting at Bacon St. with a 15 inch lateral 
running to the 30 inch cement concrete drain laid in Bacon and 
Main Sts. in 1904. The drainage of surface water in this part 
of Grove St. has been bad, and the conditions at the junction of . 
Grove and Brooks Sts. were particularly bad, the grade of the 
streets at this point being so flat that good drainage was im- 
possible without the pipe drain just laid. The improvement of 
the surface of Brooks St. by macadamizing is contemplated in 
the near future, so that, with the underground drain to carry 
off the surface water reaching the junction of Grove and Brooks 
Sts., the result of the drainage work and the macadamizing will 
be a first class condition of dry street surface. The underground 
drain ending at Brooks St. should be extended in Brooks St. to 
the junction of this street with Sanborn St., thereby cutting off 
surface water at Sanborn St., and making feasible the crowning. 
of Sanborn St. into Brooks St., and thus doing away with an 
unsafe and dangerous condition to travel at this point. I re- 
commend the extension of the.new drain in Brooks St. 
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In Hemingway St., a section of 10 inch and 12 inch drains has 
been laid from the low point in the southerly part of the street, 
through private land to the northerly part of the street, and 
thence to and under land of the Boston Ice Co. where it ends as 
an open pipe. A second section of 10 inch drain has been laid 
from a catch basin at the low point in the northerly part of the 
street, across the street to and under land of the Boston Ice Co., 
where it ends in an open pipe. A study of the grades of Heming- 
way St. showed that the street construction work could be 
done to better advantage from the standpoint of expense to 
the Town, and with greater satisfaction to the abutters, if the 
low points in the street were so planned that the surface water 
could be cared for by pipe drains through private land. This 
land was owned by Messrs. Gurney and Stevenson, and by the 
Boston Ice Co. A plan of the desired drainage rights and a 
deed of permission to lay the proposed drains in the land above 
mentioned was made and presented to the owners for signature. 
They willingly assented and the deed and plan were put on 
record, thus securing to the Town the right of drainage through 
this land for all time. This right is of great value and the Town 
is fortunate in having citizens who deal with it in such a fair and 
liberal manner. | 

In Highland Ave., a 12 inch drain has been laid with man- 
holes and catch basins and laterals running therefrom, extend- 
ing from Mt. Vernon St. to Cliff St. The outlet for this drain 
is by way of a drain in Mystic Valley Parkway at the easterly 
end of Mt. Vernon St., permission to connect with the Parkway 
drain having been granted by the Metropolitan Park Commis- 
sioners. The Highland Ave. drain, as already noted, was laid 
to serve as an outlet for the drain in Cliff St. 


In Highland Ave., a section of 12 inch drain with manholes 
and catch basins has been laid from the southerly entrance of 
Wolcott Road to Eaton St. where connection was made with 
the 15 inch drain already noted. One catch basin which was 
not at proper grade was rebuilt, and the grade of outlets of the 
basins was changed to conform to the grades of the new drains 
from Wolcott Road. 

In Lake St., at its intersection with Linden St., a short sec- 
tion of 10 inch drain was laid to serve as an outlet for surface 
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water from Linden St. and a part of Lake St., and has resulted 
in relieving a very bad and muddy condition existing at that 
point. The outlet for this drain is Wedge Pond. 


In Lincoln St., a 12 inch drain has been laid the entire length 
of the street from Washington St. to Highland Ave., connecting 
with an 18 inch drain in Washington St. laid in 1909. Neces- 
sary catch basins have been constructed in Lincoln St. and at 
its easterly end in Highland Ave. The Highland Ave. basins 
cut off surface water which, prior to the construction of this 
drain, flowed on the surface of Highland Ave. all the way from 
Euclid Ave. to Eaton St., being carried to Washington St. by 
a 15 inch drain in the last mentioned street. The construction 
of the drain in Lincoln St. is a preliminary to the thorough con- 
struction of the surface of this street, and will almost entirely 
prevent expense and waste from storm water damage to the 
surface of the roadway when constructed. 

In Mason. St., a 15 in. drain with manholes, catch basins and 
connecting laterals has been laid from Highland Ave. to the 
drain in private land on Winthrop St. owned by Mr. Shultis. 
This drain receives water from private land lying east of High- 
land Ave., and from a part of Highland Ave., a part of Win- 
throp St. and from Crescent Road. The water from private 
land above noted and from Highland Ave. formerly passed 
through an old drain, partly of stone and partly of earthen 
pipe, under Highland Ave. and through private land on the 
southerly side of Mason St., to Crescent Road, from whence it 
passed under Winthrop St. to the drain above mentioned in 
land of Mr. Shultis. The condition of the old drain was very 
~ poor, and in 1911 it broke out through the surface several times 
and caused considerable damage to private property and to 
the surface of Crescent Road. It was thought unwise to allow 
this condition to continue, and it was decided to abandon the 
old drain and replace it with a new and proper one in the public 
highways. The drain in land of Mr. Shultis continues its course 
through private land lying between Winthrop St. and Myrtle 
St. to the Wadleigh School lot; from thence it flows through the 
Town Hall lot to the Whitney mill pond. It seems right to re- 
move this drain also from private land by continuing the drain 
laid this year down Winthrop St. to Washington St., from whence 
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it should reach the pond by way of the Parkway or by way of 
the Town Hall lot. 

In Mt. Pleasant St., a 10 inch drain has been laid from Hill- 
side Ave. to Summit Ave., the work of this year being an ex- 
tension of the drain laid in Mt. Pleasant St. several years ago. 
The catch basins at Summit Ave. have permitted the crowning 
of Summit Ave. into Mt. Pleasant St. which is a very apparent 
and much needed improvement. Water from Summit Ave., a 
part of Highland Ave., and from that part of Mt. Pleasant St. 
which lies between Highland Ave. and Hillside Ave., is now 
conducted under ground, and the expense from washouts in 
these streets is largely done away with. 


In Park Ave., a 20 inch drain has been laid from the 30 inch 
concrete drain, with which the 20 inch drain connects in Wash- 
ington St. to the easterly side of Highland Ave. where it receives 
the overflow brook from Long Pond in the Fells. This water, 
prior to the construction of this new drain, was conducted 
partly by an earthen drain and partly by an open ditch, through 
private property lying southerly of Park Ave. and between 
Washington St. and Highland Ave. There was no time when 
Long Pond overflowed that this water from it did not do more 
or less damage to private property, and on several occasions it 
has flooded cellars and washed out lawns, and caused a great 
deal of trouble and expense to persons living in the vicinity of 
Park Ave. and Hancock St. The existence of this drain in a 
large tract of vacant land at the easterly end of Park Ave. has 
undoubtedly retarded its use for building purposes, and its 
removal ought to cause an immediate use of it for development, 
and a consequent revenue to the Town from increased taxation. 
It would have been necessary to lay a drain of 12 inch diameter © 
in Park Ave. to conduct water from Highland Ave. to Washing- 
ton St., so that all the added expense for laying the 20 inch 
drain to care for the Long Pond overflow was in the expense 
for the larger size and the extra excavation necessary for a 20 
inch pipe instead of a 12 inch. The new drain in Park Ave. 
was laid this year as a first step in the construction, in perma- 
nent form, of the macadam roadway which is contemplated 
next year. 

In Pond Street, two sections of 10 inch and 12 inch drains 


~ 
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have been laid this year as a preliminary to the macadam con- 
struction of the roadway. The natural slope of the street and 
the proper arrangement of the grade for the new street construc- 
tion necessitated the laying of drains from the two low points 
through private land to the outlets, one of which is in Winter 
Pond, and the other in low land lying west of Pond St. and 
about six hundred feet southerly from the Woburn line. We 
have obtained from Mrs. Susan Moore, the owner of the land 
through which the drain from one of the low points was laid to 
Winter Pond, a permanent drainage right, and from Michael 
Lynch, the owner of the other private land used for drainage 
outlet, a similar permanent right. Each of these drainage right 
deeds has been put on record, together with plans which show 
the rights acquired. 

In Sanborn St. a short section of underground drain has been 
laid, starting at Main St., where it connects with a drain laid 
some years ago as a part of the Bacon and Main St. system, 
and ending at a point in Ridgefield Road, from which point it 
may be extended in Ridgefield Road whenever this and other 
streets in its vicinity are accepted by the Town, and whenever 
the demand is made for the extension of underground drains in 
these streets. This section, although very small in extent, is 
important, in that it prevents waste from washouts which have 
cost considerable money to repair in recent years. 


In Winthrop St., 10 inch and 15 inch drains have been (aa as 
a part of the eae St. drain previously described. 

In Wolcott Road, 10 inch and 12 inch drains have been laid, 
with connecting catch basins, the outlet being by way of a drain 
in Highland Ave. laid this year, which connects with the 15 
inch drain in Eaton St. The construction of this short section 
of drain has permitted the crowning of Wolcott Road into High- 
Jand Ave. and has made the entrance from one street to the 
other very easy and smooth, and changed a condition which 
was very objectionable and unsafe. 

In Palmer St., it is planned to lay a suitable pipe drain from 
Wildwood St. to Wedge Pond, the outlet of it to be through 
private land owned by Mr. Stephen Thompson and three others. 
Palmer St. being a private way, it has been necessary to secure 
assent to the laying of the proposed drain from the abutters. 
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A plan of the proposed drainage right in Palmer St. and in the 
private land owned by Mr. Thompson and others has been 
prepared, and a deed of permanent drainage right has been 
drawn up and signed by thirteen out of fifteen abutters and 
owners. This drain will probably be laid at an early date. 
The remaining sections of the work outlined in the report and 
plan of 1911 ought to be completed as soon as possible, and I 
believe it is the desire of your Board to carry out the scheme in 
its entirety. 

In general, the drainage work of the year has been done as a 
necessary first step in the thorough improvement of some of 
the streets constructed this year and to be constructed in the 
coming year, and as a means of cutting off waste and loss from 
frequent washouts in our side hill streets. With the comple- 
tion of our side hill drainage and the construction of the surface 
of the roadway of these streets, the expense of maintenance 
caused by storm water will be reduced to a minimum. 

I believe the underground drainage system which has been 
constructed to date should have more systematic and thorough 
care in the future than it has in the past. Frequent inspection 
of the main lines and laterals should be made, and all sand and 
wash which has lodged in them should be removed at once, 
otherwise the drains will become clogged and their usefulness 
partly, if not wholly, impaired. . 

Cleaning catch basins is not enough for an effective use of 
the drains which have been constructed at such great expense. 
I suggest that you give this matter of inspection and mainte- 
nance of drains careful consideration, and adopt measures look- . 
_ ing to the more careful and thorough maintenance of the drain- 
age system. 

The following table gives in concise form the drainage work 
accomplished in 1912:

In addition to the work described in all the preceding pages, 
we have made finished profiles of all streets constructed and 
reconstructed in 1911, and have made record profiles and plans 
of such drainage work as was done in 1911. 

Many plans of streets, which have become worn and torn 
through much use, have been copied and added to the plans 
on file. 

Much information in the form of estimates and measure- 


ments for proposed work has been furnished your Board from 
time to time. 


SEWER DEPARTMENT 


The report of the construction, house connection and main- 
tenance work of the Sewer Department for the past year has 
been made to the Water and Sewer Commissioners, and it does 
not seem necessary to repeat what has already been reported in 
more or less detail, but it may not be out of place to repeat 
that the sewer work of the year has been much greater in extent 
than for several years past, and has taken more time-and atten- 
tion than is generally required. 

We have constructed a little more than one mile of sewer 
extensions in 1912, and have made one hundred and sixteen 
(116) house connections, totaling in excess of one mile, all of 
which has received close attention from this department. 


REPORT OF SELECTMEN 129 


The new act empowering the Town to construct sewers in 
private ways has necessitated plans of sewer takings in eleven 
streets and the preparation of deeds for record. 


Sewer assessment plans, record profiles and record books for 
the 1911 work have all been completed, and all houses connected 
have been surveyed and plotted on the plans. Estimates for 
the 1912 work and 1913 proposed work have been made and 
submitted. Accounts have been kept of all house connection 
work which is private and paid for by the house owner, and 
returns of final cost made to the Treasurer. 


Assessment schedules for the 1912 work amounting to $6012.69 
have been prepared and committed to the Water and Sewer 
Board, surveys having been first made of all property liable to 
be assessed. | 

A plan of location of the sewer laid in Cambridge St. in 1911 
has been made and recorded with the Massachusetts Highway 
Commission. A plan of the work of 1911 at the Beggs & Cobb 
plant has been made and filed with the Metropolitan Water 
and Sewer Commission. 

Assessment plans which were in a worn and dilapidated state 
have been copied and brought up to date. 

In addition to the above, which are the main features of our 
work for 1912, surveys have been made for house connections 
not yet made, information and grades of branches, etc., have 
been given to plumbers, profiles have been made for future 
work, and such other service rendered as is incident to work 
of this department. 


WATER DEPARTMENT 


We have rendered service for this department in such matters 
as have been brought to our attention. 


A plan was made and grade given for certain work of diverting 
water from Mollie’s Spring, so called, and a section of Middlesex 
Fells to the South Reservoir. Plans have been made of the 
locations of water mains, gates and hydrants in a part of Main 
St., and a part of Winthrop St., and a plan made and filed with 
the Metropolitan Park Commission of a main in Mystic Valley 
Parkway from Mystic Ave. to Lloyd St. We have set grades 
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for a new 6 inch main in Hemingway St., but no notes of loca- 
tions of the extensions or renewals of mains laid in 1912 have 
yet been made. This work should be taken up in the spring 
and the mains shown on the record plan of water mains. 


We have done some small work in furnishing information to 
the Water Board for an extension of the Forest St. water main 
from its present terminus to the Stoneham line. The scheme 
of location of gates and services to houses which was begun a 
few years ago and which was not carried out from year to year 
since its beginning ought, in my opinion, to be again taken up 
and completed, and I am sure the information so gained would 
be of sufficient value to repay the time and effort spent in 
acquiring it. I recommend this work to be again taken up and 
finished as soon as possible. . 


ASSESSORS’ DEPARTMENT 


Very little direct service has been rendered this department 
by the engineering force during the year, and such as has been 
performed has consisted in making copies of such plans of land 
as could be obtained from private engineers and other sources, 
as they have been brought to this office, and giving informa- 
tion from plans on file in the list of land plans. | 


The Assessors’ sheets, so called, which were made up several 
years ago have not been increased in number for the past few 
years, and have not been brought up to date. Very few plans 
of the outlying districts are on file and very few are ever brought 
into this office for copying. I have called attention in several 
of my annual reports to the fact that the Town had practically _ 
nothing in the shape of plans of land on the outskirts of the 
town, and have recommended that a beginning be made 
in having surveys made of land so. situated, but no 
attention seems to have been paid to the suggestion. Street 
lines of the streets in the extreme westerly part of the town 
have been defined this year, and the work of making future 
surveys of land in that part of the town would be made easier 
as a result of the location of the lines of these streets. I wish 
to again urge that surveys be ordered of the west side land lying 
between Cambridge St. and Hutchinson Road and Ridge St., 
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and that a special sum of money be set aside for this work. It 
is possible that this office may be able to do some of this work 
if the changes I have advised are made, but it is not at all cer- 
tain that we could devote any time to this work if the regular 
work continues to increase as it has in the past two years. 


CEMETERY DEPARTMENT 


We have performed such service for this department as has 
been requested during the past year. This has consisted mainly 
in staking out roads, paths and lots, and in laying out and 
grading a short section of surface drain ordered by the Cemetery 
Commissioners. 


GENERAL SERVICES 


A considerable share of the time of the engineering force was 
taken up during the past year with matters which do not come 
under any of the headings reported in other parts-of this report. 


We have made street numbering plans of the following streets: 


Bridge St., Canal St., Cedar St., Chester St., Copley St., 
Eaton St., Elm St., Fells Road, Fenwick Road, Harrison St., 
Highland Ave., Kendall St., Lagrange St., Loring Ave., Mystic 
Ave., Nelson St., Oak St., Railroad Ave., Richardson St., Spruce 
St., Swanton St., Tremont St. and Water St., and have renum- 
bered the following on a small frontage basis: Canal St., 
Railroad Ave., Richardson St., Swanton St. and Water St. 

All applications by the electrical companies for pole locations 
or for attachments to poles of other companies have been in- 
vestigated and reported to the Board of Selectmen. Many 
applications for the installation of additional street lights have 
been received by your Board during the year and in all cases 
they were referred to me for investigation and report. The 
condition of the street lighting service in Main St. from Wash- 
ington St. to the Medford line was not generally satisfactory to 
your Board or to citizens who lived on that street. There were 
six arcs and no incandescents in Main St. from Washington St. 
to Symmes Corner, and three incandescents from Symmes Cor- 
ner to the Medford line. It was decided to discontinue the arcs 
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and install a large number of incandescents in their stead, which 
has resulted in a great improvement in lighting at a cost practi- 
cally the same as for the arcs. In this part of Main St. from 
Washington St. to the Medford line, there have been installed 
three 100 candle power incandescents, twenty-three 60 candle 
power incandescents; two 40 candle power incandescents have 
been changed to 60 candle power incandescents, and one 40 
candle power incandescent has been discontinued. The street 
lighting in Bacon St. from Main St. to Ravenscroft Road has 
been improved by changing 40 candle power incandescents to 
60 candle power lamps, changing locations of existing lights to 
ones better suited to the needs of the street, and by adding a 
number of 60 candle power lamps. It is proposed to still fur- 
ther improve Bacon St. lighting conditions from Ravenscroft 
Road to Lagrange St. by adding new 60 c. p. lamps and chang-" 
ing existing 40 c. p. lamps to 60 c. p. lamps. Many other 
changes and installations have been made during the year in 
various sections of town, the exact number of new lights in- 
stalled being on record in your office. A petition from the 
Edison Co. was received early in the year for pole locations on 
High and Ridge Sts. The Postal Tel. Co. already occupied loca- 
tions in these streets, and the suggestion was made to your 
Board that the Edison Co. occupy the same poles as the Postal 
Co. Hearings were held on the locations petitioned for by the 
Edison Co., and at this hearing the Postal Co.’s representatives 
very strongly objected to permitting the Edison Co. to occupy 
their poles. Your Board then ordered a survey made.in High 
and Ridge Sts. throughout their entire lengths with the intent 
to show separate locations for poles of the two companies. 


After a hearing on this matter, it was voted to grant the Edi- 
son Co. locations on one side of the street and to order the 
Postal Co. to occupy the other side. This involved the rebuild- 
ing of almost the entire line of the Postal Co. in High St., and 
a large part of this company’s line in Ridge St. The Edison 
Co. have completed their lines, but the Postal Co. has not 
yet completed its work, although a beginning of it has 
been made. Petitions from the Arlington Gas Light Co. for 
locations for gas mains in Main St., from the Center to Symmes 
Corner, in Mt. Vernon St. from Washington St. to Highland 
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Ave., in two sections of Highland Ave., and in Prospect St, 
extension, have been received. The plans have been examined 
and amended in some instances and the new mains laid accord- 
ing to the amended plans. 


Petitions from the Bay State St. Ry. Co. for relocation of its 
tracks in Forest St. from the Highland Ave. turnout to the 
Stoneham line, for enlargement and changes in its turnouts in 
Church St., Forest St. and in Main St. at the centre and at the 
Ice Bridge, so, called, have been received during the year. The 
Forest St. plan of track relocation was changed to meet certain 
requirements which seemed advisable, and the track was re- 
laid according to the amended plan. MHearings were held on 
the petitions for lengthened turnouts in Church St. and in the 
two sections of Main St., and, as the plans seemed to be true 
representations of what the company required and as they im- 
pressed your Board with the necessity for enlarged facilities for 
their traffic, the petitions were granted and the turnouts con- 
structed according to the plans. 

The plan for the enlargement of the Forest St. turnout was 
similar to the plans filed for turnouts in Church and Main Sts. 
but the fact that Forest St. is narrower by ten feet than Church 
and Main Sts., and the fact that a large part of the proposed 
turnout extended into a part of the street where the lines are 
curves, introduced an element of danger from possible collision 
of swiftly moving vehicles over the part of the roadway remain- 
ing after the space required for the two tracks of the turnout 
was taken out, influenced your Board to withhold a permit 
for this turnout. Certain work on a proposed widening of a part 
of Forest St. to accommodate the proposed turnout was done, 
and suggestions were: made for meeting new conditions intro- 
duced by the narrowed roadway which would result if the turn- 
out was lengthened as proposed, but action was deferred to a 
later date. 

The proposed grade crossing elimination has been responsible 
for more or less work during the year in furnishing informa- 
tion to a special Committee, to the Board of Selectmen and to 
the Town Counsel. 

The purchase of the Whitney property by the Town late in 
1911 has caused the survey and preparation of a plan of all 
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this property in the past year. When the attorneys engaged in 
the examination of the title to this property had finished their 
work, the Park Board of Winchester requested that a survey 
and plan be made for record and for future use. Properly, the 
place to come for this work was to the Engineering Department 
of the Town. When the request was made to me for the survey 
and plan, I told the Park Board that it would be impossible for 
me, with the small number of men in the engineering force, to 
undertake this work, and requested of them authority to engage, 
through them, some engineer engaged in private practice. The 
amount of work laid out by the Town departments for the year 
of 1912 was so great, and the demands on the time of the engin- 
eering force so steady and pressing, that it has been only by the 
hardest work and most constant attention to the Town’s regular 
work that I have been able to keep up with the work and meet 
the requirements of the several departments. In my opinion it 
was better for me, as Town Engineer, to lay out, oversee and 
carry on the regular work of the Town all of which I had planned 
and was familiar with, than to attempt to complete the Whitney 
work which, while it was and is of great importance, was not so 
full of detail and not of such immediate importance to the Town 
as a whole and could easily be done by a private engineer who 
could devote the necessary time to it. I could not do both. 
Mr. Pratt, one of our citizens, was engaged to make the survey 
and plan, and this office has furnished such information and 
plans of adjoining land as was at hand or to be obtained from 
the records in Cambridge. I am certain that the employment 
of a private engineering firm for the Whitney work was the 
proper and wise thing to do, and the fact that such outside 
service was engaged is no reflection on the ability or energy of 
the Town’s engineering department. I make this statement as 
to the Whitney survey because I am aware of certain criticism 
of the action of the Town in employing outside services, and 
because I desire to emphasize the extent of the Town’s regular 
department work of 1912, and to try to show that three men 
cannot long do the work of twice that number. 

In addition to all the foregoing, the engineering force has done 


a large amount of miscellaneous work not detailed in the pre- 
ceding pages of this report. 
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I have already submitted to you a statement of expense which 
in my Opinion is necessary for the work of the coming year. I 
think that all that needs to be said on this subject is this: the 
work of the Town has increased as rapidly, or more rapidly per- 
haps, than its population and valuation have increased, and 
the number of men alloted to do the engineering work has 
remained stationary since the office of Town Engineer was 
created in 1900. Your Board and every good citizen knows 
that the demands for improvements in all features of the Town’s 
physical make-up are pouring in in a steady stream from one end 
of the year to the other, and it is not possible for the small num- 
ber of men who do the engineering work of the Town to keep 
up to the requirements of promptness and readiness for any- 
thing or everything asked for, even though they may be willing 
and industrious to the limit of their capacity. . 

I wish to ask that facilities for filing reports, letters, and 
papers of one kind or another be added to the office equipment 
at as early date as possible. We are totally lacking in such 
equipment.

I report as follows for the period from April 1 last, the date of 
my appointment:

Five actions in which the Town was summoned as Trustee 
have been disposed of so far as the Town is concerned. 


An oral argument was made before the Legislative Com- 
mittee on Towns as to a bill concerning the organization of our 
Fire Department. This bill, without substantive change, was 
passed as Chapter 692 of the Acts of 1912, to go into effect 
when accepted according to its terms by the Town. 


The approval of the new Building By-law by the Attorney- 
General was opposed by Clarence H. Lewis, who appeared by — 
counsel. Briefs and written arguments, as well as oral argu- 
ments, were presented by him and by the Town Counsel. After 
considerable delay the By-law was approved and has been duly 
published. 

Two assignments of wages have been adjusted. ‘Totes 
accidents and claims have been investigated, resulting in one suit 
and, in four cases of merit, in payments by the Town, the largest 
of which amounted to $70.

GRADE CROSSING ABOLITION 


Carter, et al, v. Boston & Lowell Railroad, et al. July, 1905. (Petition for 
ab lition of grade crossing at Winchester Center. ) 


Under your direction, with your assistance, and with the 
express approval of the Chairman of the Special Commissioners, 
I made a determined and persistent effort to effect a new agree- 
ment (the former ones having been rejected by the Town or 
having expired by lapse of time) with the owners of property 
that would be disturbed by the proposed abolition. While in 
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no case was any disposition expressed to secure more than fair 
compensation for injuries actually received and while in practi- 
cally every case no injury, not fully offset by betterments, was 
expected beyond loss of rental and cost of placing buildings and 
lands in a position corresponding to the new grades of streets, 
yet ultimately the endeavor failed because a sufficient number 
of owners were, for one reason or another, averse to signing any 
agreement. 

My further activities in this matter have been along two lines. 

First, data has been secured calculated to demonstrate (before 
the Special Commissioners, in Court, before the Legislature, or 
in conference with the other parties in interest) that our problem 
concerns not a country crossing but two crossings (apart from 
the station) of two sets of highways or thoroughfares, of metro- 
politan importance, with two sets of electric lines and a main 
line railroad, each and all serving not merely Winchester, but 
the county and to a remarkable degree the Commonwealth, 
and all centering, actually and logically, in the business center 
of a town whose importance, character and worth need not be 
recited here. Such crossings must not be eliminated by makeshift. 
They call for far-sighted and permanent treatment and justify a 
large expenditure. 

Secondly, I have endeavored to assist you in taking the 
matter up outside of court with the officials of the Railroad. 
Your preparation for this was extensive and thorough. The 
matter is now in suspense because of the desire of the President 
of the Railroad to have a report from the new but experienced 
head of its engineering department and because of press of 
business in that department. The success of this endeavor 
to adjust the problem as between business men cannot, there- 
fore, now be stated. Meantime, no change has been made in 
the legal situation. The Special Commissioners, according to 
their Chairman, remain willing to re-open the case for such 
further evidence as you may care to offer. 


The great bulk of the work of the Town Counsel is demanded 
not by proceedings before courts or other tribunals but by the 
frequent requests of the various departments and officers of the 
Town for advice and opinions on questions of law and mixed 
questions of law and fact, involving not only investigations of 
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points of law of more or less intricacy, but frequently consider- 
able search for facts, especially as concealed in poorly indexed 
state, county or town records. With the growth of the Town 
and particularly with the extension of the functions and responsi- 
bilities of local governments by the ever increasing bulk of 
special and social legislation, these advisory duties of counsel 
are bound rapidly to increase.

REPORT OF SELECTMEN 141 


REPORT OF THE SEALER OF WEIGHTS AND 
MEASURES } 


To the Board of Selectmen: 


I submit herewith the following report of the work done in the 
Department of Sealer of Weights and Measures during the nine 
months I have been in charge of the Department: — 


As the duties of the office were entirely new to me I had first 
to inform myself early from sources most easily accessible. As 
soon as sufficient knowledge had been acquired to enable me to 
begin work I had the equipment used by my predecessor moved 
to the office of the Plumbing Inspector in the Town Hall. Upon 
inspection of that equipment it was found to be incomplete and 
that fact was reported to your Board by whom I was authorized 
to supply any reasonable deficiency at the expense of the Town. 
The equipment is now complete and ample for the business of 
the office. 


I then began an inspection of the scales and other weighing 
apparatus used in stores and in the streets. All that were 
found to be incorrect and past repair were confiscated or de- 
stroyed, and all others corrected, when not in order, and sealed. 


Chap. 284, Acts of 1912, gives the bushel weight of nearly 
all the fruits, grains and vegetables used for human food in this 
section of the country. Soon after I was installed in office I had 
a list of all the articles enumerated in said Chapter printed and 
sent to every householder in town in order that the purchaser 
of any article named therein who bought a bushel or fraction 
thereof could have the same weighed with sealed scales and be 
certain of receiving the full measure paid for. 


Many of the scales, weights and measures inspected had been 
in use a long time and were undoubtedly correct when new, but 
age and constant use had so impaired their accuracy as to unfit 
them for further lawful service. The owners of a large majority 
of these were innocently using them in violation of law and were, 
therefore, gratified to have the defects exposed that they might 
have them repaired or replaced by new ones. There were others, 
a small minority, who were not of this class. These were brought 
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into court, their guilt established and fines, forty dollars in the 
ageregate, imposed and paid. 

Five loads of coal were taken from the street and weighed. 
Of this number two were found to be correct, one 95 Ibs. short 
and two over weight, 60 and 150 Ibs. respectively. 

Early in August I found at the R. R. station a barrel of pota- 
toes which had been consigned by a dealer in Boston to a mer- 
chant in Winchester. The barrel was sealed and should have 
contained 165 lbs., net. I weighed it and found but 148 lbs., — 
10% short of legal weight. I called up the state sealer and 
reported the facts to him. He assured me that, as the potatoes 
were barreled in Boston, it was a matter for the sealer of that 
city. I then called up the sealer of Boston and reported the case 
to him. He told me that, as it was a matter between two 
municipalities, the state sealer was the proper person to receive 
and act on the report. I informed him that I had already re- 
ported it to the state sealer and that he claimed that it was a 
case for the city sealer. As the state sealer and city sealer both 
had failed to aid me and as I had no jurisdiction in the city 
where the act complained of was committed, it seemed, for the 
moment, that our people must endure short weights imposed 
upon them by bad men in Boston without redress or relief. As 
we were unable to reach the guilty parties through the machin- 
ery of the law or force their supervisors to act, the only remain- 
ing plan that even promised relief was resorted to. I had 
observed that, in cases of petty misdemeanors, publicity was 
usually a cure and often a preventive and I-resolved to apply 
- it and test its virtues'in this case. I therefore reported it in 
full to one of the Boston daily papers in which it was willingly 
published and well spread over New England. It had the 
desired effect. I think it caused the Boston sealers to “‘sit up 
and take notice” for in a few days the Boston papers reported a 
number of persons in the Suffolk County court on charges of 
“short weights and false scales.’’ Suffice it to say that Win- 
chester merchants thereafter suffered no more by reason of 
short weights. 

The few months of experience I have had with hawkers and 
peddlers confirm me in the belief that no person should be allowed 
to hawk and peddle in the streets and public places of the town 
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without a permit or license from some competent authority. 
Every person licensed should be furnished a number and that 
number should have a conspicuous place on the vehicle used by 
the licensee. By means of a revocable license dishonest and 
undesirable peddlers can be kept out of town. 

The following is a detailed statement of the inspection of 
weights and measures.

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REPORT OF THE BUILDING INSPECTOR 


To the Board of Selecmen: 


I respectfully submit the following report: — 

Our new building laws have been in force only since the first 
of October, but that short time has been of sufficient length in 
which to learn that they were not adopted and approved a day 
too soon. 


The building of dwelling houses increases in the town with - 
each succeeding year, and that increase is likely to continue 
until all the available locations are taken and occupied. 

As building lumber becomes scarcer and costlier greater care 
and stricter supervision are required to prevent the use of un- 
suitable and insufficient construction materials in order that 
collapses and fire-traps may be avoided or reduced to the 
ininimum. 

Our new laws are, in the main, very good but their applica- 
tion to actual construction has disclosed some omissions and 
deficiencies that ought not to be indefinitely continued. Per- 
haps it would be better that they be revised rather than 
amended.

REPORT OF INSPECTOR OF ANIMALS 


Winchester, Dec. 31, 1913. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my report for the year ending Dec. 31, 1912. 

The animals have been exceptionally free from contagious 
diseases during the past year. 

There are but five stables with more than twenty cattle in 
each, and they are in very good condition. The small stables 
with the exception of a few are in satisfactory condition. 

As the law allows me, in the case of tuberculosis, to quarantine 
on physical symptoms only when making my inspection, I feel 
sometimes that I am obliged to allow some cows to remainin 
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the stables and their milk used, when I feel that they are affected 
with tuberculosis. If tuberculin could be used as a test there 
would be little doubt as to whether they were so affected or not. 

An owner disposed of two cows the past year which I suspect- 
ed, but which did not show sufficient symptoms to condemn. 
We found one cow in the same herd badly affected and it was 
destroyed. | ; 

If the Town would pay for testing the questionable cases it 
would be a safeguard and a very small expense, as in the past 
year I found but four cases which I would recommend testing, 
and that would be but twenty-dollars expense. 

I found no glanders among the horses. There were two cases 
of rabies (‘‘mad dog’’) reported to me, and these both proved 
on investigation to be other troubles. *

REPORT OF THE FIRE ENGINEERS 


To the Board of Selectmen, 
“Gentlemen: 


The Board of Fire Engineers submit herewith their report 
for the year 1912. 

The department has answered 115 alarms, classified as follows: 
33 from street boxes, 44 telephone calls when boxes were sounded 
from headquarters, and 38 calls when apparatus responded but 

no boxes were sounded. 
The fires are grouped as follows: dwellings 33, other buildings. 
11, chimneys 13, bush and grass 32, automobiles 5, dumps 8, 
false 6, miscellaneous 7.

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BUILDINGS 


The Swanton St. house is in fairly good condition and will 
require but a small appropriation for general repairs. The con- 
dition of the Central house is so well known that little if any 
comment is necessary. To repair the building in a permanent 
manner would necessitate an expense out of proportion to the | 


~ result, and it is the judgment of the engineers that only such 


repairs should be made as are absolutely necessary to keep the 
building in a safe condition for occupancy by the men and 
storage of the apparatus, until such time as the new house is 
constructed. 

How much longer the building can be maintained safe for men 
and apparatus without extensive repairs is a question, and it is 
to be hoped that construction of the new building will not be 
much longer deferred. 


APPARATUS ; 


The motor-driven chemical and hose wagon, the purchase of 
which was authorized at the Annual Town Meeting, was received 
August 10th and placed in commission at headquarters, replac- 
ing Hose 1. Hose 1 has been stationed at the Swanton St. house 
and Hose 3 placed in reserve. 

The new chemical has been thoroughly tested both as to 
speed and hill climbing power, with gratifying results. Its 
ability to reach the location of a fire in the shortest possible 
time renders its service of great value. 

The hook and ladder truck is in good conditicn and barring 
accident should need no extensive repairs. 

The steamer was purchased in 1872; rebuilt at a cost of 
$3000 i in 1903; overturned while answering an alarm in January 
1907; repaired the same year at a cost of $700 with the under- 
standing that these repairs would place the steamer in good 
condition for three or four years. The boiler has developed 
numerous slight leaks. The tubes are too thin to permit of 
re-rolling and it was reported last spring by the State Inspector 
of Boilers that an entire re-tubing would soon be necessary. In 
addition, extensive repairs will be required on engine and pump. 
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While the engine will not draft over 5 feet, it does pump at 
hydrants, but because of its age and the conditions above re- 
ferred to it is liable to be put out of commission at any fire. 
The cost of repairing this steamer in such a manner as to place 
it in proper and dependable condition has been estimated by a 
competent builder at about $1500. During the last ten years the 
steamer has pumped at an average of two fires annually, and yet 
the three horses required to draw it must be constantly kept in 
condition for immediate service. In view of these facts, and the 
fact that the steamer is necessarily slow in arriving at fires, the 
engineers recommend that it be placed in reserve or sold and a 
motor-driven pumping engine and hose wagon purchased to take 
its place. Such a piece of apparatus would carry one thousand 
feet of hose, two ladders, a chemical tank, and a pump of greater 
capacity than the present steamer, and its purchase would en- 
able the department to dispose of three horses and provide a 
third wagon for carrying hose. 


FIRE ALARM 


The wires have been overhauled and new cross-arms erected 
where necessary. The boxes at Symmes Corner and at Bacon 
St. near Church St. have been located in more convenient 
and conspicuous places, and all boxes are now placed on the 
poles so as not to project over the sidewalk. New boxes are 
needed in several sections of the town, particularly in sections 
where there are but few telephones. The engineers believe that 
a beginning should be made and that some boxes should be in- 
stalled this year in those sections. 

Conduits for fire department wires are laid in Church, Main 
and Mt. Vernon Streets and a part of Washington Street. The 
fire alarm wires should be placed in them as soon as possible. 
The department estimates for the coming year include an item 
to cover the cost of commencing this work. 


HOSE 


Last June all the hose was subjected to a test of 150 pounds 
pressure, with the result that a considerable amount was con- 
demned. There has been purchased 1000 feet of Underwriters 
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hose, leaving hose on hand as follows: ist class 2700 feet; tested’ 
to 150 pounds but showing small leaks 1000 feet; porous 500 feet z 
a total of 4200 feet. There should be sufficient hose on hand to 
permit the immediate reloading of each wagon after a fire s@ 
that the wet hose need not be used again untildry. Even assum- 
ing that all of the hose now on hand would stand the strain of a 
severe fire there would not be enough for this purpose. There 
should be purchased this year at least 1000 feet, and if the pur- 
chase of a new pumping engine is voted it would seem advisable 
to appropriate an amount sufficient to equip the same with new 
hose. 

There are now five permanent men in service and one on six 
months’ sick leave (without pay) expiring January 15, 1913. 
There are also twenty-five call men. The number of permanent 
men should be increased this year by two and an appropriation 
will be asked to cover the extra cost.

GENERAL HEALTH CONDITIONS 


As a whole, health conditions in 1912 were very satisfactory. 
‘The death rate per thousand was 10.5, which is very low for 
‘astern Massachusetts. It was increased because, for the first 
time, Winchester has a public hospital, and some of the deaths 
occurring there would have, in previous years, been reported 
from some other municipality. 

The low death rate of the past two years is largely due to a 
decrease in the number of deaths of children under two years 
old, especially bottle-fed babies. Two factors are largely re- 
sponsible for this decrease. First, through the agency of the 
Visiting Nurse Association, mothers are taught how to properly 
care for their children. Second, through the activities of the 
Milk Inspector and the co-operation of the producers, children 
have been furnished with a clean, wholesome food. 

For two years past the deaths of bottle-fed babies from bowel 
troubles have been less than half what they. were a few years ago. 
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The large number of fatal cases of tuberculosis is something 
to be greatly deplored. In this country, one-third of all deaths 
occurring between the ages of fifteen and sixty are caused by 
tuberculosis. This awful waste of human life is made possible 
because the public at large do not understand that it is un- 
necessary. 

In season, and out of season, health authorities must. continue 
to preach segregation. Our children will look back upon this 

“slaughter of the innocents’? and wonder at the indifference to 
human life that permitted it. | 

Already the tide has turned. eRSaeRet has a pretty good 
law, and Goy. Wilson has recently signed a bill that gives New 
Jersey a law that is almost ideal. This act enables health 
authorities to remove to suitable institutions all cases of tuber- 
culosis that are not being safely cared for in their own homes, 
and if patients refuse to comply with the rules they can be 
compelled so to do. 

A few months ago, for the first time in England, a tubercular 
patient was forcibly removed to a place where he would no 
longer be a menace to the community. 


MOSQUITOES AND FLIES 


The mosquito should be considered from two standpoints, 
viz., comfort and health. It, or to be exact, she, is always a 
menace to comfort but so long as she does not bite a person 
suffering from malaria or yellow fever, she probably does not 
endanger health. There are plenty of malaria-carrying mos- 
quitoes in Winchester. As long as they have no opportunity 
to bite a person who has malaria they will remain harmless, 
but a single imported case could easily become the starting point 
of an epidemic. 

It has been demonstrated that it is entirely practicable to so 
nearly suppress both mosquitoes and flies as to make the annoy- 
ance they cause negligible. It is simply a matter of expense. 
Owing to varying conditions in different towns, no accurate 
estimate of the expense in this town can be given. Enough 
men would have to be employed to eliminate as many breeding 
places as possible and treat all the others with insecticides. 
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At first house-to-house visits would have to be made weekly 
or oftener. Householders would have to become accustomed 
to seeing their backyards searched for breeding places and 
would have to co-operate with the inspectors. 

It is for the voters to determine if they want this work under- 
taken. 


GARBAGE 


Early in the year we employed another collector and put on 
the second team. The men are all trying to do their work well 
and the service is satisfactory. 


PLUMBING 


The new plumbing rules were adopted at the annual meet- 
ing, and seem to be working well. 

As a matter of fact the relations between the Plumbing 
Inspector and the plumbers are so satisfactory that the mem- 
bers of this Board have had practically nothing to do with this 
phase of their work. 

The Act passed by the last legislature permite the Sewer 
Board to enter private streets has enabled us to clean up certain 
sections that badly needed sewers and other streets will receive 
attention in 1913. 


ASHES 


At the last Annual Meeting, a committee was apopinted to 
investigate the Town’s method of handling ashes and other house 
refuse, and see if some better method could be devised. Ata 
later meeting this committee made a full report on the whole 
subject but did not make any recommendations. 


MILK 


In April, Dr. H. A. Gale was appointed Bacteriologist and 
entered upon his duties at once. He made his first counts in 
May. His early examinations showed that while one or two 
men were producing milk with a count below 40,000 per c. c.,

much of the milk consumed in town showed over 500,000 and 
some nearly 3,000,000. 

The Inspector and Bacteriologist visited the high count dairies 
and explained to the producers how their counts could be lower- 
ed. With hardly an exception, their suggestions were welcomed 
and acted upon. As a result the quality of the milk steadily 
improved so that, for the last three months of the year, no count 
over 80,000 was found, and in December the average of all the 
counts was less than 30,000 and nearly half of the dealers were 
selling milk with a bacterial count less than 10,000 per c. c. 

This is a wonderful record, and could never have been accom- 
plished without the hearty co-operation of the producers, and 
to them much of the credit should be given. 

In endeavoring to secure clean milk for the people, this Board 
has labored for three results: First, to give the consumer confi- 
dence in the quality of the milk supplied him. Second, to con- 
vince the milkman that it was for his personal interest to produce 
clean milk. Third, to make the dealers see that in all our efforts 
we are working for them, not against them. 

We believe that in a very large measure, we have accom- 
plished all these results. We further believe that the quality of 
the milk sold in Winchester was never so good as it is now, and 
that from the viewpoints of both consumer and producer the 
whole milk situation was never in so satisfactory a condition. 


CONTAGIOUS DISEASES 


Except for an epidemic of measles during May and June, the 
number of cases of illness due to contagious diseases was smaller 
than it has been for several years. 

The four cases of typhoid were all imported. We have ex- 
pressed our views on the tuberculosis question elsewhere. 

During the year, the sum of $391.33 was paid out on-account 
of contagious diseases. Nearly all of it was for the care of 
people ill with tuberculosis.

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MILK INSPECTOR’S REPORT 
To the Board of Health of Winchester: 


The following is a brief report of the work done in the 
Milk Department during the year ending December 31st, 1912: 

The duties of the office in all the past year have been unusu- 
ally agreeable and encouraging. Producers and venders alike 
recognize the fact that the rules of the department are not the 
Inspector’s rules but the Town’s rules, and that the Inspector 
is only the instrument or agent employed by the Board to pre- 
vent their infraction and to detect their infractors. They realize, 
too, that these rules or laws were established and are executed 
in no spirit of malevolence but solely for the protection and 
conservation of the lives and the health of innocent and helpless 
consumers. 

I have several times visited and inspected the various sources 
of our milk supply and have been pleased to note a continued 
improvement in the conditions affecting the quality of the milk 
produced. With a few exceptions the farmers and other pro- 
ducers are willing and anxious to comply with any reasonable 
demands or suggestions that promise a higher and healthier 
standard of their product. There were a few cases in the 
drought season, principally in Holstein herds, in which the fats 
and the solids were found to be below the standard. As there 
was no evidence of adulteration or of criminal intent on the part 
of the producers, they were given twenty days, as the law per- 
mits, to bring their milk up to the required standard. At the 
end of the time given they had made good. The order of the 
preceding year requiring producer’s milk rooms to be screened 
to prevent the intrusion of the filthy house fly and his multi- 
tudinous cousins and other dirty relatives has been strictly and 
impartially enforced. 

Since my last report a new department has been established 
in the town which may be called the Department of Bacteriology. 
It was equipped in April and Dr. H. A. Gale was placed at its 
head. The primal and principal purpose of the department is 
to determine the number of bacteria in a given quantity of milk. 
It is a welcome aid to the Inspector and a valuable adjunct to 
his office. We are now enabled to ascertain the quality of the 
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milk offered to our people at home and in the quickest possible 
time. 

But the material advantages gained by the work and the 
weports of this department, coupled with the analysis and reports 
of the Inspector, are trifling when compared with the indirect 
‘benefits accruing to our people by reason of richer, purer and 
thealthier milk. Our first combined reports to the Board of 
Health were made in the latter part of April, and were from 
samples taken from every milk vender in town. The Inspector’s 
“eports gave the amount of solids and butter fat, representing 
ithe relative richness and value of the milk, and the bacteriologist 
the bacterial count, representing the relative age, care and 
cleanliness of the same. These reports appeared to be of so 
auch value that our Board of Health caused them to be pub- 
dished in the local press. When they were thus made public 
they proved to be of great interest, mingled with surprise, to 
many of our producers. 

Indeed, so important did these reports prove to be that like 
aweports were published monthly until late in the summer when 
at was decided to publish findings only when requested to do’so | 
iby the vender. 

This has been a real application of ‘‘publicity”’ to a practical 
mmatter and those who have followed the reports from their first 
publication cannot fail to be convinced that it has done more, 
dn the brief time it has been applied, to secure and insure pure 
anilk to our people than.all the public statutes,, the town ordi- 
mances and health regulations, rigidly enforced, would have 
accomplished in years of time, cost and trouble. 

The producers are now in a friendly rivalry, and our people 
are intently watching the contest.

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REPORT OF THE BACTERIOLOGIST 


Office of the Bacteriologist. 
Dec. 31, 1912: 
To the Board of Health, 
Gentlemen: 

On April ist, 1911, I undertook the work decided upon by 
the Board of Health, to examine the milk supply of Winchester, 
in regard to its standard of cleanliness, by bacterial count. 
The Town was fortunately able to keep within its appropria- 
tion for supplies for the work, by purchasing the apparatus thus 
used from Hyde Park, which had just become a part of Bostom 
and had no further use for the same. 

Samples have been taken every month from every milkmam 
delivering over twenty quarts of milk in Winchester. The 
reports of our findings have been published in our local paper 
once a month. Often tests have been verified by outside bac- 
teriologists. At first the tests, although not bad compared with 
the findings of the City of Boston, were at times high. By 
hearty co-operation with the milkmen these counts have grad- 
ually been lowered, so that now, in many instances, the people 
of Winchester are getting a milk equivalent to certified milk, 
with a bacterial count less than 10,000 per cubic centimeter- 
Any count over 100,000 is investigated at once to ascertain if 
possible the cause. When one considers that the State allows. 
500,000 bacteria per cubic centimeter and calls it safe milk and 
that Winchester milk averages below 50,000, the citizens of this 
town may congratulate themselves on their milk dealers. 
have been most pleased at the hearty co-operation of the mill 
producers themselves and the interest they have taken in this. 
new work. Almost unanimously they have requested a continu 
ation of the publishing of the findings of their milk, and whem 
their milk once in a while has a higher count than usual, have: 
asked the assistance of the Board in locating the cause of it. 
Winchester is in the fore front of progress in its method of 
dealing with the milk question and when the time comes, as 
come it surely will, that all other municipalities do what we are 
doing now, we shall have the satisfaction of. knowing that we 
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were among the leaders instead of the followers of this great 
movement.

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SEVENTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE. 
WINCHESTER WATER AND SEWER BOARD 


Being the 40th Annual Report of the Water Board 
and the 19th Annual Report of the Sewer Board 


WATER DEPARTMENT 


Following the now established custom, the Water and Sewer 
Board states such matters of its administration for the financial 
year of 1912 as seems to be of public interest. Information on 
any matter of individual interest always can be had from record 
by application to the Clerk of the Board. 

First: The freeze of last winter: It was a visitation of nature, 
the like of which the Town never has had. The cost was more 
than $3,500. More than 119 services were thawed. The old 
cement lined pipe would not yield to electricity. Changes in 
street grades, inevitable of course, were accountable for most 
of the freezing of street mains. Some confusion resulted. 
Twenty-two claims were presented to the Board. Nineteen of 
them were settled under a majority ruling of the Board to make 
the same allowance to all just claims. One claimant declined 
the allowance as not adequate and paid in full. Two others 
claimed special authorization to waste water. Should a similar 
disaster again visit the Town, both the water takers and the 
Water Board will profit by the late experiences and avoid many 
disagreeable features unavoidably connected with the freezing 
of water pipes and fixtures last Winter. 

Second: A majority of the Board signed an agreement with 
the Metropolitan Park Commission such as was believed to be 
intended by the Town. The document is too long to publish. 
It contains the provision that the agreement may be termi- 
nated by either party on thirty days notice, so that the Town is 
in position to undo any act of that majority of the Board that 
is not to the Town’s liking. 

The working of the agreement has been that there is not any 
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fishing nor skating nor other contamination. From the time of 
_ publishing notice that the agreement was in force, to the time 
of this writing, anybody has not seen fit to contest its legality 
and a request to refrain and order not to repeat any interdicted 
conduct has had compliance to a patrolman constant in charge. 

Third: The West Side New High Service Tank has been 
completed. The only wood about it is a manhole cover at the 
top. The material is cement concrete reinforced. The capa- — 
city is about 200,000 gallons. Last year we had an estimate of 
cost at about $6,600, but when we came to contract in 1912 
the price was about $7,300. We find that the cost, when every 
item is charged to the construction, is about $8,000. The Town 
did its own piping and the tank is on the highest point of the 
land owned by the Town. The Town has good value for its 
money, in the opinion of the Board. The new tank being twice 
the size of the old, it is expected that pumping expense can be 
reduced to one day in a week, on present consumption. 

Fourth: The Board desires more time to comply with the - 
peremptory order of the Town to have an expert examine our 
water supply with a view to its possible enlargement and im- 
provement. 

In our opinion not any time has been wasted. Not any com- 
plaints have come to the Board as to quality of the water. The 
water shed was favored with good rains in the spring. High 
water in the reservoirs always has been in company with good 
quality and the analysis by the State monthly does not show 
depreciation. . 

The Board presumes to have an opinion that it knows well 
what are the resources in way of increase of supply. Of the 
three brooks that presented a possibility, one, Mollie’s, is di- 
verted to the South Reservoir. Another, Norton’s, is to be 
put again to private use and is unavailable without pumping 
and purchase of private rights. The third, Long Pond, is not 
worth having, since its reclamation involves, first, a dispute 
with the State as to interpreting our charter right to take land 
for water purpose, and, next, a great expense to get a small 
amount of water. That point brings us to the opinion that we 
can buy water in any emergency we may need it at less expense 
than the Town can collect and store it. Our suggestion is this: 
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Let the Town empower the Water Board, after investigating all 
sides of the subject, to apply to theMetropolitan Water Board 
for information as to the cost of supplying water to fill our 
reservoirs at such times in the future as an auxiliary supply 
may be needed, by means of a permanent pipe and fixtures con- 
nected with Spot Pond or other connecting point in the Metro- 
politan system. We would also suggest that the Water Board 
be authorized, after full and complete investigation and with 
the assistance of Town Counsellor, to apply to the Legislature 
as soon as may be for the right to obtain such partial, contingent 
supply of water from Metropolitan sources as the Town may 
decide it needs in times of great drought or other emergency. 
A vote may be offered at the coming Town Meeting giving the 
Water Board authority to find out what a contingent, auxiliary 
water supply, ready to be turned on at any time, will cost the 
Town and how to obtain it. 


IN GENERAL 


Assisted by the Appropriations Committee, the joint Boards 
arrived at a conclusion as to what the Town might bear toward 
the expense of extending the water service further up Forest 
Street; we were to go a certain distance or contribute $250 
toward the whole distance. Either proposition was not accept- 
able. é 

The Board has not in mind to do anything this year involving 
large expenditure, nor any extension of the service that will not 
give immediately to the Town the proper return on its plant in 
that particular. 

The freeze and the Tank prevented us from making any sub- 
stantial contribution this year to the Town Debt, but we may 
hope to do well in 1913. 

There remains, say, 400 houses to be put upon meters. 

The raising of the rate to large takers of water, or abolition 
of discounts, has resulted in a lessened use, and recourse to 
pumping their own water to a large extent is indicated. The 
lessened consumption is just to our mind, for we need all the 
water for domestic service, and the less we draw down the water 
in the reservoir, the less taint we get. 
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As iron pipe can be had from the makers by the single car 
load and with despatch, and all kinds of fittings in small quan- 
tity at fair price, it is very little stock of any kind that we keep 
on hand. A car load of 6 inch pipe for emergencies in Winter 
is the largest item. 

Though the Board has not been unanimous in its conclusions 

on several matters, yet the public service does not seem to have 
suffered therefrom, and complete accord in the membership will 
come about presently. 
_ The statement to the Board by Superintendent Dotten is 
statistical largely, other matters as it contains having been 
mentioned in the report of the Board. He reports the various 
amounts of new work and replacement of old cement pipe with 
cast iron as follows:

SEWER DEPARTMENT 


An extension of rights under the Town’s charter to establish 
and maintain a sewer system has worked that well that the 
administration of sewer affairs is reduced to routine. 

Now the Town can go into private ways, construct a sewer 
and levy and collect the assessment therefor, just as it does ona 
public way. Our work has been much in private ways and 
there has not been an exception taken nor protest made. 3130.51 
feet has been laid in unaccepted streets. 

The Town is so nearly completely sewered in its accepted 
streets that only outlying streets and private ways need atten- 
tion this year. 

The sole question to determine is as to what sum of money 
the Warrant Committee may consider it proper to recommend in 
view of the near approach to the end of large matters. 

Such streets and ways can have attention as involve a ques- 
tion of health. If other work is imperative, and funds are in- 
sufficient, application can be made to the Town for further 
appropriation.

MINORITY REPORT ON SUBJECT OF POLICING 
WATER SUPPLY RESERVOIRS 


I join in approving the majority report of the Water and 
Sewer Board except on the subject matter of policing the reser- 
voir property of over four hundred acres situated in Middlesex 
Fells. The grounds of my dissent are fully set forth in a com- 
munication, suggested by my colleagues and addressed to them, 
dated August 27th, 1912, at the time a police agreement was ~ 
entered into with the Metropolitan Parks Commission. The 
subject is an important one, therefore the substance of the com- 
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munication is here reproduced in order to make publicly known 
why I differ from my associates in understanding the intent 
of the Town in entering into a new police indenture or agree- 
ment. My reasons for dissenting are as follows: 


1st. For the past eighteen years the Metropolitan Parks 
Commission has policed the Winchester reservoirs under the 
general direction of the Town. The last formal police indenture 
(previous to the agreement under discussion) is dated July 20th, 
1904. It contains a provision that it may be terminated by 
either party on thirty days notice, but no such notice having 
been served, the 1904 and the 1912 agreements are both on file 
at the Town Clerk’s office. It does not seem good business prac- 
tice for the Town to make a new. agreement for policing the 
reservoirs without being informed in what respect the old agree- 
ment is unsatisfactory. In fact, the two indentures are identi- 
cally alike except the 1904 agreement stipulates that the State 
“shall enforce such reasonable rules and regulations as may be 
lawfully adopted by the Town in regard to boating, fishing and 
skating,’’ and the 1912 agreement takes away from the Town, 
in town meeting assembled, the power to make its own rules 
and regulations and transfers such right absolutely to the Water 
-Board. I can see no necessity for such transfer, especially as it 
seems contrary to the spirit of the legislative act of April 23rd, 
1873, establishing the Winchester Water Board, which act clearly 
states that the Board ‘‘shall be subject to such rules and regu- 
lations in the execution of its trust as the Town shall from time 
to time ordain and establish.” As the 1904 agreement guaran- 
tees to the Town just the same police protection as the 1912 
indenture the only effect of superseding the former agreement is 
to take away from the Town authority granted by the legislature 
and pass it over to the Water Board. I have too much faith in 
‘the good sense of Winchester town meetings to bring myself to 
approve taking away the inherited authority of our town meet- 
ings and absolutely abdicating its supreme right to rule in all 
domestic Town affairs in favor of any Town board or committee. 


2nd. I further dissent because the agreement lately signed 
by my colleagues does not conform, in my opinion, to the vote 
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of the Town authorizing it to be made. The vote, as the Town 
passed it, ‘“empowers”’ the Water Board to enter into an agree- 
ment with the Metropolitan Parks Commission for ‘‘the police 
care, control, custody and protection of land” belonging to the. 
Winchester water supply territory. The agreement as signed 
conveys to the Commission ‘‘the care, custody and control, in- 
cluding police protection” of the reservoir property of over four 
hundred acres, “‘police protection’’ seeming to be of less im- 
portance than unrestricted care, custody and control. ‘The 
vote of the Town, presented to the town meeting by Town Coun- 
sel and after much discussion, unanimously amended at Town 
Counsel’s request so as to authorize “police care, custody, control 
and protection of land”’ only, would seem to limit the authority 
of the Water Board to make a police agreement with the Metro- 
politan Board. The wording of the Town vote, exactly as it 
was passed, would seem to be the best medium to express just 
what the Town empowered the Water Board to do in making 
a new agreement. To my mind, the Water Board has no right 
to enlarge or alter in any way authority vested in it by the 
Town to make a clearly defined, restricted agreement. I cannot 
think that the agreement as signed expresses the intention of 
the Town. To my understanding it conveys to the State more 
control of town property than the Town authorized, therefore, 
it is not possible for me to agree to the opinion of my colleagues | 
that the indenture as consummated is what the Town “‘intended.”’ 


3rd. One of the terms of the agreement under discussion 
prohibits even the most carefully restricted fishing, without re- 
gard to the fact, that on good authority, taking out undesirable 
fish might improve the quality of the water. The Town has 
many times approved of healthful restricted fishing, but the 
majority members of the Water Board have forbidden fishing in 
the present instance principally on the ground that the Town ° 
cannot enforce rules regulating fishing outside of town limits. 
After careful investigation I have come to an opposite opinion 
and believe the Town can legally regulate fishing in its artifi- 
cially flowed reservoirs under existing State laws, provided it ap- 
proves of such restricted fishing as will not injure the purity of 
the water supply. The Acts of 1907, Chapter 306, Section 23, 
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clearly state that “the proprietors of any pond or parts of a 
pond created by artificial flowing shall have exclusive control of 
the fisheries therein.’”’ The inhabitants of Winchester (the ex- 
clusive proprietors of the reservoirs) would thus seem to have ex- 
clusive control of the fisheries therein, notwithstanding the reser- 
voirs are not wholly situated within town limits, as town bounds 
do not limit the authority of the State law above cited. Acts of 
1894, Chapter 303, Section 29, provides that ‘‘Whoever, without 
the permission of the proprietors, fishes in that portion of a 
stream, pond or other waters in which fish are lawfully culti- 
vated or maintained shall forfeit not less than one or more than 
twenty.dollars for the first offence, and not less than five or 
more than fifty dollars for the second offence.’’ Winchester 
- stocked the reservoirs in 1874, ‘‘mainly to regulate the purity of 
the water,’ and has ‘‘maintained”’ fish therein ever since by 
carefully restricting fishing to a few months in summer and a 
few days in the week and from the shore only. 


4th. It has been claimed that Winchester police and the 
Metropolitan Parks police cannot enforce State laws protecting 
Winchester’s exclusive right to fish in its own reservoirs. On 
this point, Acts of 1908, Chapter 255, Section 4, provides that 
“Commissioners on fisheries and game and their deputies, mem- 
bers of the district police and ALL OFFICERS QUALIFIED 
TO SERVE CRIMINAL PROCESS may arrest without a 
warrant any person whom they may find violating any of the 
fish and game laws.’ Winchester policemen or Metropolitan 
Parks policemen could thus legally protect: Winchester’s exclu- 
sive control of the fishing in its artificially flowed ponds or reser- 
voirs wherever situated. Moreover, if every policeman guard- 
ing the Fells and the reservoirs was appointed a deputy fish 
and game warden, with or without pay, they could arrest with- 
out a warrant all persons fishing without proper permits. “If 
Winchester’s water supply reservoirs were situated twenty-five 
miles from Winchester, but within state limits, the Town would 
have just as much control of the fisheries therein as if the reser- 
voirs were situated wholly within its own territory,” is the 
opinion of the Massachusetts Fish and Game Commission. I 
cannot help sharing this opinion and it seems reasonable to be- 
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lieve that Winchester, if it approves of any kind of fishing, ought 
not to give up its right to fish on account of the claim that the 
Town is helpless in the matter and cannot legally protect itself 
against free fishing by undesirable fishermen from all over the 
State. It seems cowardly to give up all claim to exclusive owner- 
ship in town property of any kind because the Town is too weak 
to defend its ownership. It is understood that towns may not 
legally establish fishing preserves but if towns legally create 
artificial ponds for the purpose of obtaining a water supply it 
has control of the fish therein, especially if the ponds are stocked 
by the Town and maintained, “mainly for the purpose of purify- 
ing the water,” as in the case of Winchester. 

At the suggestion of the majority members of the Water 
Board, I submitted the above questions regarding Winchester’s 
exclusive right to fish in its reservoirs to the Secretary and legal 
adviser of the Metropolitan Parks Commission, Mr. George 
Lyman Rogers, but he very properly declined to express an 
opinion on the subject. He made a most sensible suggestion, 
however, which was to have the Winchester Water Board for- 
mally request in writing an opinion from the Metropolitan Parks 
Commission on the questions involved and he would submit the 
questions to the Attorney General who would render an opinion 
which ought to be satisfactory to all concerned. This would be 
a procedure most satisfactory to me and I so expressed myself, 
but it did not meet with the approval of the majority members 
of the Water Board and nothing came of the suggestion, much 
to my regret. 


5th. Another reason why I cannot agree with my colleagues 
on the terms of the agreement they have signed is that in abso- 
lutely prohibiting all kinds of fishing in the reservoirs, they have 
paid no attention whatever to a vote of the Town passed at an 
early session of the last annual town meeting, decisively voting 
to prohibit fishing through the ice and as decisively voting (225 
to 82) not to prohibit other fishing How could the Water Board 
make an agreement with the Metropolitan Parks Commission 
to prohibit all kinds of fishing in the reservoirs when the Town 
had emphatically voted (previous to voting to authorize an 
agreement of any kind) to prohibit ice fishing only. Both votes 
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were passed at the same town meeting, the fishing vote being 
passed first by a large majority and it was not reconsidered and 
no effort was made to reconsider it. The vote authorizing a 
new police agreement did not mention fish or fishing and in no 
way was the Water Board authorized to over-ride and annul in 
any manner a previous vote authorizing restricted fishing. It 
seems to me a vote of the Town is superior authority to a vote 
of the Water Board and I feel that I ought to honor the former 
rather than the latter. If the Water Board desired to prohibit 
fishing by making a new police indenture, the vote authorizing 
a new agreement should have plainly said so, but it did not 
mention the subject in any way, and as a previous vote plainly 
favoring restricted fishing was passed by a large majority, it 
seems to me to possess superior authority over a decree of the 
Water Board to the contrary. 


In conclusion, I desire to thank the majority members of the 
Water and Sewer Board for the uniform courtesy and frankness 
which has characterized the discussions during the year on the 
subjects above reported upon. I respect the opinions of the 
majority because I regard them as sincerely honest and the final 
action of my associates prompted by as good motives as my 
own. Honest difference is better than dishonest acquiescence 
and as no. harm has resulted from difference of opinions in the 
Board and the Town is not bound by the findings of either ma- 
jority or minority, both reports may prove useful in throwing 
light on different aspects of an unsettled question, thus leading 
to a more satisfactory conclusion in the end, it may be, than 
the usual unanimous report.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PARK 
COMMISSIONERS 


Your Commissioners present the following report: 


COMMON AND PUBLIC PLOTS 


The Common and Public Plots have all had’the usual care. 
The shrubs on the Common have been replaced where necessary, 
and the concrete walks have been resurfaced. The Water Board 
attached a small spray sprinkler to the fountain, and after the 
basin was cleaned out the water was turned on and was in use 
all summer. The Flagpole on the Common was found to be 
considerably out of plumb by a survey made by the Town Engi- 
neer, and your Board held back payment of $100.00 on the 
contract until the pole had been set in a satisfactory manner. 
This work was finally started in December, but is not completed 
at this time.

No unusual expenses are expected the coming year, and we 
anticipate an appropriation of $200.00 will be sufficient. 


MANCHESTER FIELD 


It was not found necessary to add new equipment to the field. 
The water pipe was extended from the drinking fountain to a 
point under the grandstand so that hose could be attached for 
sprinkling when required. 

The Field was used by the High School for the season's base- 
ball and football games and by the local baseball nine under the 
management of Geo. L. Leduc. This team, as was the case last — 
year, was very successful both in winning games and in attract- 
ing large numbers of the townspeople to the Field on Saturday 
afternoons and holidays. The playground was under the 
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direction of Mr. G. C. MacLaren, ably assisted by Miss M. L. 
Comerford, during the summer months. Their work was very 
satisfactory and the following excerpts from their reports will 
give a brief account of the work accomplished: 

“The playground was formally opened on June 18th and the 
season ended Sept. 14th. The attendance for the summer 
averaged 83 in the morning and 180 in the afternoon, not in- 
cluding Saturday afternoons and holidays, when from 1500 to 
2000 people were on the field. 

The boys were taught various games, such as Captain Ball, 
Volley Ball, Mumblepeg, Basket Ball, Quoits, and different 
forms of Baseball. 

For the younger girls, games of a simple nature, paper cutting, 
coloring, sandpiles were assigned; while for the older girls a 
more varied program including sewing, games involving the 
element of contest, and industrial work in reed and raffia was 
provided. 

The conduct on the ground was all that could have been 
desired. A rigid code of rules and regulations was purposely 
avoided in the belief that by correction and suggestion at the 
proper time, the children will of themselves learn to respect 
another’s rights and privileges. 

To stimulate the interest among the children and provide a 
variance in the form of recreation, frequent picnics to Middlesex 
Fells and trips to Sandy Beach were arranged. Two Field Days 
were held, the first on July 4th, and the second on Sept. 5th.”

Your Commissioners believe the work should be continued 
along the same lines, and ask for an appropriation of $1100.00. 


FUBRIG PARK 


Early in the year your Commissioners authorized the Town 
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Engineer to procure assistance and to make a thorough survey 
of the property conveyed to the Town by Arthur E. Whitney. 
This work is nearing completion, and the maps and data pre- 
pared will be duly filed in court to protect the Town’s title. 

The Metropolitan Park Commission has been communicated 
with relative to their co-operation in carrying on the work con- 
templated in the Kellaway plan, and advise us they will consider 
the matter further when final plans are made. In our opinion, 
it will be necessary to wait until the grade crossing question and 
other matters now pending are settled, before further plans can 
be made. According to the deed and agreement, the Town came 
into the actual possession of all the property on December 
first. Mr. Whitney asked for further time as his new building 
was not completed, and as no improvements could be well 
started before spring, he was allowed further time to move and 
tear down the buildings, giving in exchange for this privilege a 
strip of land bordering on Wedge Pond not included in the origi- 
nal deed, leaving the gates to the dam for the Town’s use, and 
other considerations. 

When the property is vacated there will probably be some 
cleaning up necessary. The cost of the survey and the expenses 
in connection with the filing of papers in the Land Court, will 
use up a considerable part of the present balance. As we can- 
not ascertain at present what these expenses will be, we cannot 
now tell whether or not an additional appropriation will be re- 
quired.

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REPORT OF CEMETERY COMMISSIONERS 


The board of Cemetery Commissioners submit the following 
report of the work done the past year. 

Two new lots have been laid out and graded on Dahlia Path, 
four on Mountain Ave., and two on Crystal Ave. 

Thirty-two perpetual care lots have been regraded and seeded. 

Four hundred and seventy-three feet of one inch galvanized 
pipe have been laid on Faith, Pine, Hope and Solitude Paths 
and Margin Ave. 

All settees and water pots have been painted. 

Twenty small and seven large foundations have been put in 
for the erection of monuments and head stones. 

Twelve Norway spruce trees have been set out on Granite 
Ave., six maple on Mountain Ave., and six .maple on Hillside 
Ave. 

Twenty-four plants of phlox have been planted on Margin 
Ave. 

One hundred and ten lineal feet of stone paved gutters laid 
on Mountain Ave. and thirty-three lineal feet on Highland Ave. 

One hundred and eighty loads of gravel have been spread on 
the paths and avenues of the Cemetery. 

One catch basin has been built on Mountain Ave. and eighty- 
six lineal feet of tile pipe laid to conduct the surface water into 
the upper pond, a much needed want. Ninety-five cement 
bounds have been made by our employees, and one hundred 
cement bounds set on lots. 

The Tree Warden’s department have spent several weeks in 
trimming the trees and have greatly improved the general ap- 
pearance of the cemetery. 

Four hundred feet of four inch water mains should be laid on 
Highland Ave. and two hundred feet, same size, on Pine Ave. 
to reach the new lots constructed this season and to others in 
close proximity, but from the lack of funds have had to be 
deferred. 

We again call your attention to the fact that the wants for 
maintenance are increasing each year. 
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A number of tree stumps have been destroyed by the use of 
kerosene as fuel. 

Our card system which was started a year ago through the 
special appropriation of two hundred dollars granted at the 
June Town Meeting of Nineteen Hundred and Eleven has been 
nearly completed up to December first of the current year, but 
there are some graves we cannot locate except through the in- 
formation only to be gotten from the lot owners or their heirs. 
The records show in what lot the bodies were interred and that 
only. We should be much pleased to have such information 
given to us so that the proper location may be entered upon the 
plans which are made on each card, and drawn to scale. There 
is-also a record of the name, age, date of interment, location of 
the lot, its size and present owner, with its lot number, and 
also a separate index of names of lot owners and one for inter- 
ments in each lot so that any grave can be speedily located.

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REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN 


The usual work of clearing all street, park, and cemetery 
trees of Gypsy moth egg clusters and Brown Tail moth winter 
nests was completed in the late fall and early winter. Work 
on private property began about Jan. Ist and continued till the 
warm weather of early spring. In January arrangements were 
made with the State Forester for the purchase of a power sprayer 
and necessary equipment. With this sprayer we were able to 
do more effective work at less expense than has ever been done 
heretofore. One hundred sugar maples were set in May. 
The rainfall in June was very scant so that it became necessary 
to water the trees, but in spite of this watering a number died 
and must be replaced in the spring. 

During. the summer a small force was kept at work pruning 
street and cemetery trees. This helps very much in keeping 
things in a healthy, growing condition and also aids in checking 
the insect pests. | 

In many places, both in the woodlands and on private estates,. 
numbers of Calosoma beetles were seen devouring the Gypsy 
caterpillars. These beetles were imported by the State and 
National authorities and have surely established themselves, for 
no winter conditions are likely to be more severe than those of 
January and February, 1912. Many trees are infested with 
the Leopard moth, a pest which, so far, we have been uneble to 
combat. Unless some natural enemy checks it soon, the larger 
trees, particularly the elms, seem doomed. All through the 
year calls to remove trees or broken limbs were frequent, so 
that a small force has been permanently employed. For the 
best interests of the Town I believe this policy should be con- 
tinued.

The Trustees wish to thank all who have made gifts to the 
Library during the past year. 

The efficiency of the Library is being handicapped ina greater 
degree each year by lack of sufficient space. Not only is it 
necessary to store more and more books in the basement where 
they are inaccessible to the public, but the Library is debarred: 
from undertaking many new lines of activity, as well as from 
doing its present work to the best advantage. The Trustees do 
not see how the present conditions can be improved until the 
Town is prepared to install the Library in a suitable building of 
its own. 

The total circulation this year was 46,140, an increase of 
about 1,000 volumes over the year before. 

The Trustees recommend that the Town appropriate for the 
Library the sum of $2500 and the dog tax for the current year-

Gentlemen: — The year 1912 has been a very busy one in all 
departments. | 


RECLASSIFICATION 


Owing to the unforeseen development of some subjects, and 
the fixed system of our classification, now twenty years old, we 
have realized for some time that it would be necessary to re- 
classify some portions of the library soon. 

At first it was thought possible to do only the most congested 
classes, but it soon became evident that they were so inter- 
related to the others, that it would be more satisfactory in the 
end to completely reclassify the entire library. So many books ~ 
may well be classed under two or more subjects, but unfortu- 
mately can be placed only under one, and often the best authorities 
differ as to which is the right one. Although the card catalogue 
is well supplied with cross-references on every subject, our 
shelves are so universally consulted it becomes all the more 
necessary to place the book where it will do the most good. 
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The work is progressing finely; the following classes have been 
completed according to the Dewey decimal classification, a 
system adopted by the majority of libraries throughout the 
country. It is divided and subdivided and so flexible that new 
books can be added in any class on any subject in proper se- 
quence at any time.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To The Citizens of the Town of Winchester : 


In October, 1912, Mr. Charles F. A. Currier felt obliged to 
resign from the School Committee, to the deep regret of his 
- associates. For many years Mr. Currier has given of his best 
for the schools of Winchester, and his- services have been of 
lasting benefit. Mr. Henry C. Metcalf, Professor of Economics 
of Tufts College, was chosen to fill the vacancy until the annual 
‘Town meeting. . 

When the present High School building was completed in 
1906, with ten recitation rooms having an estimated maximum 
seating capacity for 450 pupils, it was thought that, with the 
mormal growth of the school population, the building would 
furnish ample accommodation for twenty years. But owing to 
the extension of the work in commercial subjects and to the 
antroduction of cooking, the remaining available space, not- 
withstanding that the offices of the Superintendent of Schools 
Ihave been moved to the Prince building, has a seating capacity 
for approximately 375 pupils. In September, 1914, all the 
available space will be occupied. When the plans for the High 
School were drawn, provision was made for the addition of two 
wings when needed. If the courses in the High School are 
arranged to meet the demand for various forms of industrial 
training, it may be more desirable to erect a separate building 
especially designed therefor. But in any event, in the near 
future provision must be made for the accommodation of the 
ancreasing High School classes either by an addition to the 
present building or by the erection of a separate building. 

During the year, evening classes for the instruction in Eng- 
lish and civics have been established, under the auspices of the 
North American Civic League for Immigrants, for the Italian 
residents of the town. The*Town should assume the duty of 
carrying on the work, and the Committee feels warranted in 
recommending a special appropriation of $1250 for the pur- 
pose. Under the Statutes, towns and cities having a popula- 
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tion of ten thousand citizens are required to establish night 
schools. While the population of Winchester has not actually 
reached ten thousand, yet it seems wise that, in addition to the 
evening classes for Italians, night schools should be opened for 
others desiring instruction. If the recommendation is adopted 
by the Town, it will be possible for the Committee to use the 
rooms of the Prince building which are now vacant, in which 
case it will be necessary to arrange for additional lights and 
furniture and to make some needed repairs. The special appro- 
priation recommended will be sufficient for the purpose. 

Our expenses and receipts for 1912-1913, based on an esti- 
_mate for the balance of the year to March, 1913, are as follows:

With respect to the balance on hand March 1, 1912, it may 
be said that the money which had been set aside for the pur- 
chase of coal remained in the hands of the Committee as a 
balance, owing to the shortage of coal. 

The item of incidental receipts appears large, but init are 
included allowances on account of returned books, unused paint 
and oil, and repayments for the use of lights and janitors’ ser- 
vices, etc., to the extent of $566, which merely offset charges 
in the expense account. The remainder, $534, comprises the 
following payments:

The actual expenses (estimated) for the year 1912-1913, 
therefore, amount to $72,021.55. 

Our estimate of school expenses for 1913-1914 is as follows, 
the expenses for 1912-1913 (so far as they can be estimated at 
this date) being placed in a parallel column:

We ask an appropriation of $75,500, which is an increase over 
the appropriation for 1911-1912 of $4,500. 


Salaries : It will be noted that the item of salaries calls for 
an increase of $2,762.50 over the amount paid this year. It 
includes the salaries of two additional teachers in the grades 
whose services will commence Sept. 1913, of a teacher in the 
High School who was found to be necessary and was engaged at 
the opening of the schools last September, and of the physical 
director of the High School (who was employed in accordance 
with a vote of the Town in the June special meeting), and also 
includes the usual increase in the salaries of those teachers who. 
receive less than the others of the same grade. By placing all 
of the teachers on the twelve payment basis, the appropriation 
required is approximately $2,370 less than it otherwise would. 
be. Next year at the annual meeting in March 1914, assuming 
no further increases in salaries and assuming the engagement of 
no additional teachers, an appropriation of $56,100 will be 
required for this item. 7 


Custodian : This item calls for an increase caused by the 
necessity of opening additional rooms and also by the increase 
in salary which went into effect September 1, 1912. 


Books: In 1912-1913, $1,800 was assigned by-the Com- 
mittee for the purchase of books, but for the reason hereinafter 
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given we were.able to expend only a portion for the purpose. 
As a result we shall have to make many replacements and shall 
have to purchase a large number of new books, for all of which 
$2,000 will be required. 


Supplies : In supplies, general, are included all of the various 
articles such as paper, pens, pencils, mucilage, blotters, ink, etc... 
which are used by the pupils and teachers. The item of cook- 
ing supplies needs no explanation. Medical inspection supplies 
includes bandages, spatulas, clinical thermometers, etc., em- 
ployed by the school nurse. Janitor supplies comprise brushes, 
mops, brooms, floor oil and other articles used by the janitors. 


Repairs : During the year a large number of repairs were 
made, as tabulated in the Superintendent’s report. It was. 
found that the necessary repairs were more extensive than had 
been anticipated and as a result an expenditure of approxi- 
mately $5,500 was required. During the coming year we con- 
sider it necessary to reshingle the Rumford, Mystic and High- 
land Schools, to paint the interior of the Chapin, Highland, 
Wyman and Mystic Schools, and make other important needed 
repairs, to accomplish which about $4,000 will be required. 

In this connection it should be remembered that it is neces- 
sary, during the summer and fall of one year, to ascertain so 
far as possible the substantial repairs to be made during the 
summer of the next year. In so doing, estimates are secured 
for the work, but it frequently happens, owing to changes in the 
- prices of material and labor, that when the work is done it costs 
more than was estimated, or that the repairs proved to be more 
extensive than could have been forecast, and therefore more 
expensive. In such event, the additional expenditures require the 
use of'a portion of the general appropriation which the Committee 
intended to use for other purposes. As a case in point, it was 
necessary to use about $1,000 which should have been em- 
ployed for the purpose of books, in paying for the repairs during 
the past year. ‘The result is that, in order to secure the books 
to replace others which are now worn out and to obtain new 
ones, the item of ‘‘Books”’ in the list calls for an expenditure of 
$2,000. It is believed to be false economy to postpone making 
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repairs for the sake of temporarily keeping down the appro- 
priation. 


Heating : On account of our inability to obtain the coal which 
is usually placed in the bins in February, because of the strike 
in the coal regions, and on account of the increase in the cost 
of coal, the portion of the appropriation set aside for this item, 
even with the cash balance left on hand March 1, 1912, was 
insufficient, and our expenditures for coal and power will amount 
to $4,300. To obtain the supply for the coming year at the 
prices paid this year, we shall need $4,550. 


General : This item requires no explanation except the matter — 
of “incidentals’’. To incidentals are charged various expenses 
which are unclassified, such as the travelling expenses incurred 
by the Superintendent, and the principals of the High School 
and Wadleigh School, in securing teachers and when on business; 
washing of towels, kindergarten Christmas trees, moving desks 
and supplies, removing ashes and rubbish, tuition paid Boston 
Trade Schools for Winchester pupils, office sundries not charge- 
able to supplies, etc. 


It will be seen that more than one-half of the increase in the 
appropriation is devoted to the payment of salaries, whilethe 
other half will be needed for books, fuel, and supplies. There 
will be on the salary list, in addition to the Superintendent, 
clerk, custodian, physician, and nurse, 63 teachers, regular and 
special. The highest salaries paid the regular teachers in the 
grammar school will be $725 (an increase of $25 per teacher), 
and those of the teachers in the lower grades $700, the principal 
in each building (except the Wadleigh and Chapin Schools) 
receiving an additional $50. There are a number of teachers 
whose salaries are still below these figures, and it is our hope 
yearly to grant to each an increase. It will probably be neces- 
sary to raise the salaries of all the teachers in the course of 
several years so as to keep on a par with other cities and towns 
of the size and standing of Winchester. It is highly desirable 
that the size of the classes should be decreased. In at least 21 
rooms out of 38, a single teacher has from 40 to 84 scholars, and 
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is unable to give sufficient attention to individual needs. Later, 
the size of the classes should be reduced by engaging several 
additional teachers. At the present time there are rooms va- 
cant in the Mystic and the Prince buildings, and these will per- 
mit the establishment of additional classes. 


The attention of the citizens is called to the accompanying 
report of the Superintendent of Schools. |

SUPPLEMENTAL REPORT 


To the Citizens of the Town of Winchester : 

The attention of the’Committee has been called to a serious 
condition existing in the electric light wiring in the High School 
Building. There are several unprotected air shafts extending 
rom the basement to the attic in which are located a large 
number of wires leading from panel boards arranged incupboards 
set in the shafts to the lighting fixtures. These wires are not 
enclosed in tubing, and pass each other in dangerous proximity, 
so that, in the event of a heavy current and an arc resulting 
from a cross circuit, a conflagration would probably follow. 

Following the inspection of the various school buildings, the 
Committee received the following letter:

Dear Sir: — At a final inspection made today of the Winchester public 
school buildings, I found all of my previous recommendations carried out. 
The general condition of the buildings in regard to the fire hazard is excellent, 
with the exception of the High School, where the electric light system as now 
installed in the main flues, extending from basement to attic, is a constant 
source of danger and can only be made safe at a considerable expense. 

The general order and neatness is excellent in every respect, and is much 
better than that of the average school building throughout the country.

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Immediately upon receipt of this letter, the New England 
Insurance Exchange, affiliated with the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters, and the rating organization for New England,was 
asked to make a careful investigation of the High School and 
to report on the conditions. Their report is as follows:

Dear Sir: — “In accordance with the request of George C. Coit, our In- 
spector, Mr. Foster, has examined the electrical wiring in the High School 
building at Winchester and we would offer the following suggestions for 
changes: 

1. Opening from basement into transformer vault to be protected by 2 a 
standard fire door bearing the label of the Underwriters’ Laboratories, Inc. 


2. Cut-outs in attic and panel boards in air shafts to be enclosed in 
‘approved cabinets constructed in accordance with the requirements of the 
National Electrical Code. (See Rule 70 of the Code, enclosed.) 


3. Circuit wires leading from panel boards in air shafts should be enclosed 
in approved flexible tubing. 


4, The air shafts should be stopped at top and bottom. If it is impracti- 
cable to stop off these air shafts the wires in the air shaft should be enclosed 
in approved metal conduit. 


5. A few joints in wires were noted which were not properly made. These 
should be gone over and properly soldered and covered with approved tape. 


6. Certain places were noted where wires did not have the proper separa- 
tion where crossing pipes and other wires. The wires at these locations 
should be properly supported, pulled taut, and the required separation 
distance provided. 


7. Flexible cords from cut-outs to fixtures in attic should be protected by 
approved flexible tubing.

The changes recommended in the first, fifth, sixth and seventh 
paragraphs can be accomplished without much trouble, but to 
meet the requirements set forth in paragraphs two, three and 
four it will be necessary to ask for a sum of money additional 
to the general appropriation requested in the preceding report. 

We have secured from local contractors estimates of the 
expense involved in meeting the requirements of the New Eng- 
Jand Insurance Exchange, and are advised that $400 to $500 
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will be needed. The Committee therefore asks that the total 
sum of $76,000.00 be appropriated for school purposes, exclusive 
of evening schools.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Members of the School Committee, 
Town ap Winchester, Massachusetts, 


Gentlemen : 

. The. thirtieth annual report of the Superintendent of Schools 
eat aE to review the year’s work with such discussion 
and recommendations as seem pertinent. 


REPAIRS AND IMPROVEMENTS 


_. The list for the year (see Exhibit XV) is longer and more 
important than usual. All repairs and improvements planned 
for the year, except the inside painting of the Wyman and a 
walk at the Prince, postponed because of large unforeseen im- 
perative expenditures for boilers and grates, have been com- 
pleted in. excellent order. Every building has received atten- 
tion and more work of a permanent character has been done than 
for several years ‘past. Repairs and improvements may be 
classified as (1) those essential to operation, such as boilers and 
‘roofs, and (2) those which are largely decorative. It may be 
well to remember that the latter are as important as the former. 
Children are educated by environment as well as by teachers. 
School houses should be as attractive as well kept homes. Our 
pupils in the Gifford, Rumford, Wadleigh and Washington 
buildings are now working in structures that ate pleasing within 
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and without, and the improvement in the appearance of the 
Chapin and Highland buildings is evident. 

Next summer the Mystic and Wyman should be painted within 
and without, and the work at the Chapin and Highland be com- 
pleted by inside painting. The High School and the Prince 
buildings and the various grounds still demand attention. Our 
school rooms are usually comfortable in all weathers, but a 
general equipment of Chamberlain weather strips would make 
it easier to secure equable temperatures, and the saving in fuel 
would in a short time equal the expenditure. 

Through the thoughtfulness of Mr. George R. Nugent, the 
playground at the Washington School has in large part been 
filled. This is an appreciated improvement. 


PICTURES IN SCHOOL BUILDIRG. 


The High School and the Wadletgh Grammar School are 
“supplied with a sufficient number of pictures; the other build- 
ings have either bare walls or only a few small pictures. This 
condition has been recognized by a few of our public spirited 
citizens who have offered to provide some of the pictures desired 
in the Chapin, Gifford, Highland, and Wyman. In order to 
assist them to make suitable selections and to advise others who 
may be similarly inspired, a plan has been prepared on which is 
indicated the subject and cost of a picture adapted to each space 
and grade. These diagrams may be seen at my office or at the 
school buildings. It is probable that some years will elapse 
before their provisions have been fully met. In the meantime, 
it is to be hoped that others will emulate the example set by 
Mr. Frank W. Winn and Mr. Frederick S. Snyder at the High- 
land, Mr. Newton Shultis at the Gifford, Mr. James J. Fitz- 
gerald at the Chapin, and Mr. Charles A. Gleason, Mr. Robert 
B. Metcalf, and Mr. Marcus B. May at the Wyman. 


THE GRADES 


The work of our grades has proceeded quietly and cheerfully. 
From intimate acquaintance with its details, it seems safe to 
say that each year is marked by greater breadth and efficiency. 

The course of study has been modified in minor respects from 
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year to year, principally by the elimination of topics considered 
non-essential and the introduction of newer methods. The pres- 
ent time seems opportune for a general revision. This has been 
intrusted in the first instance to the teachers who are meeting 
together by grades. The result of their deliberations will be 
reviewed by Principal Hefflon and myself and will then be sub- 
mitted to you for approval. This procedure has a considerable 
educational and inspirational value for those who do the class- 
room work and should give us a reasoned outline that can be 
closely followed. In this, as in all school matters, suggestions ~ 
from parents and others interested will be welcomed. 


REGISTRATION AND FAILURES 


For the present school year the pupils repeating grade by 
grade, that is the failures in June, 1912, with the corresponding 
registration, are as follows:

In the Kindergartens and first grades it would be more nearly 
correct to say that pupils who repeat work are immature than 
that they fail. Not including these classes, the average percent 
is only 4.8. This is an excellent showing. From studies made 
by various investigators it appears that in most school systems 
an average of 10% may be expected to fail. In 1909-1910 8.4%. 
of our pupils were repeating. Comparisons should be made with 
extreme caution. Conditions and the theories of promotion in 
force vary so greatly in different places that correct conclusions 
as to the relative standing of one locality with others are almost 
impossible. We may feel gratified that we have raised our 
requirements for promotion and have reduced the number of 
failures. 
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RETARDATION IN THE GRADES 


The tabulation of our pupils by ages and grades (see Exhibit 
II) shows the cumulative effect of failures in the increased 
average age, grade by grade. Three years ago a similar table 
was prepared. Investigators have generally agreed that pupils 
should be regarded as ‘“‘retarded” who are eight years old in the 
first grade and of corresponding ages thereafter. By this stan- 
‘dard we find the following percentages of retarded pupils for 
‘these years, 1909-1910 and 1912-1913.

An extended discussion could be based upon a detailed analy- 
sis of this table. For the purposes of this report such inferences 
are indicated as seem of immediate interest. For the present — 
year there is a general decrease in the number of pupils who are 
distinctly older than the normal age for each grade. The average 
age in each grade is lower above thé third grade, as pupils enter- 
ing in the present fourth to seventh were réquired to be only 
four years and eleven months old instead of five years and five 
“months as at present. The effect of raising the entrancé age 
is seen in the third grade in 1912-1913. Similarly, grade five 
in 1909-1910 shows the decrease due to raising the entrance age 
in 1908-1909 from four years eight months to four years eleven 
‘months. For corresponding periods the proportion of retarded 
pupils is fewer as the age of admission to the first grade has béén 
incréased. The first classes affected in each instance are marked 
a and 6. Without making a positive recommendation, the 
desirability of further increasing the minimum age requirement 
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is suggested. It seems possible that it might be better to réquire 
children to be six years old before January first following the 
opening of school instead of five and one-half before October 
first. The actual least age of pupils at entrance would thus be 
five years and eight months instead of five years and five months, 
which would assure slightly greater average maturity and to a 
large degree prevent children being tutored to enter when they 
have reached the prescribed age. 

_ The average percent of pupils over age in twenty-six Massa- 
chusetts schools reporting to the United States Bureau of Edu- 
cation in 1908 was 14.5, our own being 11.5. It appears that we 
have advanced, but more can be done. It must be remembered, 
however, that this is a matter in which the improvement can only 
be slow. Such gains as have been made may be attributed to 
greater attention by teachers to individuals, to the increased 
number of rooms having but one grade, to a uniform improve- 
ment in health due to our medical inspection, and to generally 
improved conditions and greater efficiency. 


BITS EAT LON 


The tabulation in Exhibit I shows the registration by grades 
and teachers for the present year. The total is 65 larger than 
one year ago. Fortunately, the increase has been so distrib- 
uted over the grades that no extra teachers have been required. 
It will be observed that we have two or more grades in eight 
rooms out of thirty-eight. In 1907-1908, twelve out of thirty- 
six were so seated. The present condition is an improvement, 
but for the best school work only one grade should be in a room. 
Further examination of the same table shows that twenty-one out 
of thirty-eight rooms have more than forty pupils. This is a posi- 
tive hindrance and imposes an unreasonable strain on teachers. 
With present buildings and available funds it has not seemed 
possible to remedy either condition.» 


ADDITIONAL TEACHERS 


fy Next year the ninth grade will number about 160, which will 
force a seventh grade out of the Wadleigh into the Prince, and 
require an additional teacher. We should also provide more 
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definitely by a Progress grade for the exceptional boy or girl 
whose needs are not met by the regular school work. This room 
should have a particularly skillful and versatile teacher who 
would lead each pupil to develop along lines in which interest 
and ability have been manifested with such attention to the 
regular subjects as may be possible. 


At the present time there are from fifteen to twenty such 
pupils in grades, four, five, and six. They cannot be promoted 
in any regular way because of inability to meet the requirements 
of the course of study. They are neither feebleminded nor back- 
ward. They simply do not fit. Possibly it would be exact to 
admit that the school, also, does not fit. Assigned with other 
pupils to regular classes their time is largely wasted. Habits of 
inattention, idleness, and misconduct are fostered and mentality 
is stifled. Ina room by themselves they can be given a training 
that will create interest, induce application, and furnish the 
inspiration of achievement. Some day we shall plan something 
like this for all, or for most of our pupils. At present provision 
should be made for those particularly exceptional, for their own 
sakes as well as to give their present regular teachers freedom 
to work with others. This Progress class will be a distinct step 
forward. 


SPECIAL FEATURES IN GRADES 


Some special things have been undertaken in our grades that 
deserve mention. These have been partly experimental, but 
they have been sufficiently successful to warrant continuance. 


The spare room in the Wadleigh Grammar School has been 
fitted for visual instruction. Principal Hefflon has collected a 
large assortment of pictures and post cards for illustrating lessons 
in geography, history, and current events. These are used with 
the reflectoscope of the high school stereopticon. This work 
could be done much more conveniently if the Wadleigh Gram- 
mar School had a stereopticon of its own. Here is an oppor- 
tunity for some one to invest a little surplus wealth in such 
fashion that the returns will be a broader outlook for boys and 
girls. / 


With much the same idea, trips have been arranged for the 
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grammar school pupils. In these a teacher takes a group of 
boys or girls to places of interest in history, manufacturing, 
commerce, or art. These excursions should do much to extend 
mental horizons. 


We have begun to apply the belief that pupils should be given 
social and democratic training. At the suggestion of Miss 
Greene the ninth grades in the Wadleigh arranged Christmas 
parties in the Prince Assembly Hall for the fourth and fifth 
grades in the Wyman, and the third and fourth in the Highland. 
Similarly under the guidance of Miss Hopkins the Audubon 
Society in the Wyman fourth and fifth grades were hosts at a 
series of stereopticon lectures on birds in the High School As- 
sembly Hall. Further applications of this fruitful idea will be 
made. 


By good fortune, we have enjoyed, without expense to the 
town, the services of an enthusiast in will training, Miss Marion 
K. Brown, who has developed a logical and effective plan for 
giving instruction in this difficult subject. ‘To the course the 
name Progress System has been given. It emphasizes the 
qualities “‘purpose, right thinking, originality, good judgment 
resoluteness, energy, self-control, and self confidence” by perti- 
nent and interesting quotations, biographies, and discussions. 
This work has been confined to grades seven, eight, and nine. 
_ It has correlated well with the regular work of the teachers and 
seems to give definite results. 


QUALITY OF SCHOOL WORK 


A particular effort has been made to improve the quality of 
work done in grades seven, eight, and nine. During these years 
the natural inertia of boys and girls and the influence of outside 
attractions unfavorable to study are increasingly difficult to 
counteract. Not infrequently the outcome is loss of interest, 
failure, and an impulse to leave school. If passing rank can be 
held, pupils can usually be retained. Teachers endeavor to give 
individual instruction, but the classes are all large and have 
but one session. Other measures failing, pupils are required 
to return in the afternoon for special assistance. This some- 
times lessens the time for outdoor exercise. Unfortunately, noth- 
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ing else seems practicable. The only other remedy that sug- 
gests itself is greater attention by parents to the home study 
_ which is essential for most pupils in the grammar grades. Pupils 
in grades seven to nine should study from one hour to one hour 
and a half each day at home. If any pupil is doing less than 
this the parent may assume that he is not maintaining as high 
rank in his classes as he might. The preparation of lessons 
cannot all be made in school, and for the sake of the pupils 
should not be. 


HIGH SCHOOL 


The high school courses, College Entrance, Technical, Com- 
mercial and General, are outlined for four years with an alter- 
native arrangement permitting pupils to obtain the General 
Course diploma in four years, and to complete the requirements 
for college or technical school entrance in the fifth year. This 
provides for the slower pupils, for those who by reason of sick- 
ness or otherwise have fallen behind their classes, and also for 
those who along with their college preparatory work wish to 
study music, drawing, cooking, or other subjects which, if in- 
cluded in a four years course, would impose an undue strain. It 
is creditable to the parents of our pupils that more of them each 
year deliberately plan for their children to spend ae years in 
preparing for college. 

The requirements for graduation from the High Seite are 
intended to be such as the average boy or girl should be able to 
_ complete in four years. Except in the college entrance and techni- 
cal courses, they are not supposed to meet college entrance require- 
ments. Any other theory would be unjust to the majority of 
our pupils. The list of those entering higher institutions is 
given in Exhibit VIII. It is safe to say that these pupils will 
usually do well. For the last six years pupils have entered 
college as follows: 

1007, 15; 1908, 15; 1909, 7; 1910, 19; 1911, 12; 1912, 13. 

The work of the eae Schaole is sicauticnalie difficult because 
the registration is heterogeneous. A serious effort has been 
made to provide for the non-college groups by the classes in 
commercial subjects, drawing, arts and crafts, carpentry, cook- 
ing, sewing, and special courses in English, general science and 
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history. This list should also include complete courses in 
manual training and household arts. 

Any weakness in the High School in past years has ee due ° 
to inadequate equipment, too few teachers, and insufficient 
opportunities for those not preparing for college. The first two 
defects have been remedied, the third in part. 


FAILURES 


For some years the percent of failures in the High School has 
been steadily falling. It is now about the same as in the grades, 
being for 1912, but 4.7. For the previous years it was as follows: 
1907-08, 17.2; 1908-09, 13.7; 1919-10, 9.4; 1910-11, 8.3 The 
showing for 1911-1912 is splendid, placing our High School al- 
most in a class by itself. Figures obtained last year from princi- 
pals in a number of excellent high schools gave us the interesting 
information that their failures by subjects ranged from 10% to 
25%. So far as we can learn conditions in these schools are not 
less favorable than in Winchester. 


IMPROVED STANDINGS 
The distribution of marks for the last two years is as follows: 


- Below 70 70-79 80—89 90-94 95 average 
1910-1911 8.3 41.1 36.3 9.3 = 78.9 
1911-1912 4.7 43 41.8 8. i 2.4 80.5 


As a whole this is good. The percent of failures and of stand- 
ings above 90 are as low as can reasonably be expected. The 
problem now.is to lessen the number of pupils content to obtain 
between 70 and 79. Even in this respect the above figures are 
creditable, although they can be improved. 


MEASURES TO IMPROVE QUALITY OF WORK 


During the last five years the following measures have been 
taken to raise the quality of work in the High School: 


1. More teachers and equipment. Closer supervision of 
teachers’ work. 
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2. Individual attention to pupils by teachers and Principal, by 
special reports and afternoon classes. 

. A special teacher for pupils delinquent or below grade. 

4, Revision of courses with the introduction of classes in cook- 
ing, carpentry, sewing, arts and crafts, harmony and theory, 
and physical training. 

. Passing mark raised from 60% to 70%. 

6. Standing required for college entrance certificate 1aised 

from 70% to 80%. 

7. In order to enter the second year class in any subject extend- 
ing over two years, pupils required to obtain a standing of 
75% in the first year’s work. English not included in this 
rule. 

8. .Credits for graduation oe ea from 64 to 68. The require- 
ment for 1913 will be 64, for 1914, 66, and thereafter 68. 

9. Credits required for ranking as second year pupil raised 
from 12 to 14, as third from 28 to 32, and as fourth from 
48 to 52. 

10. Diplomas graded With Honor for an average of 80%, With 

High Honor for 85%, and With Highest Honor for 90%. 

11. Pupils excused from final examinations who have obtained 

85% in class work. | 

12. To take part in athletics, pupils required to have passing 

marks in thirteen hours.

These changes have been made gradually and discreetly and 
have been well received by pupils. Like the rest of us, boys 
and girls really prefer to be members of efficient organizations, 
even if at times it imposes inconvenient obligations. 

Exceptions have occurred and as a last resort the procedure 
has been, first, to require pupils to concentrate on fewer subjects, 
and second, to suspend from school until by private tutoring 
deficiencies have been remedied. These heroic measures have 
been almost invariably successful, but we do not pretend to like 
them. Happily, we are seldom reduced to extremities. 


PUPILS LEAVING FOR OTHER SCHOOLS 


Every year pupils leave us to attend other schools, although the 
number is smaller than might be supposed. They go for per- 


“ 
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haps three reasons: 1. The desire of parents to have their 
children attend a particular preparatory school from which some 
member of the family has been graduated, or to secure for them 
increased social or athletic prestige for the later college life. 
2. A reasonable belief that many good but immature pupils 
will be benefited by the more intimate personal association with 
teachers which is possible in a private school. 3. A frank 
recognition of the fact that the high school work has not been 
passably well done and a hope that it may be improved. 

We are interested in all who have been our pupils and are 
glad to note that a few who have left to attend other schools 
have done better than with us. No one needs to go elsewhere 
to obtain competent instruction, but the change occasionally 
gives a fresh impulse to study. In almost all cases, however, 
the work has been reported to us as of substantially the same 
grade, excellent, good, fair, or poor, as in our classes. In vari- 
ous ways it is well for some pupils to go to private schools, but 
the fact that they do should be regarded as a criticism neither 
of them nor of the High School. 


At this point, it may be well to say that the greatest hindrance 
to good school work is the fact that the parents’ problem is one 
of almost infinite complexity. In comparison with it the prob- 
lem of the teacher is simple. Unless the pupil comes to school 
with an interest in intellectual matters awakened by his home 
atmosphere, and‘with a predisposition to study, the most inspir- 
ing teacher with large classes and little spare time must occasion- 
ally fail to obtain more than passable work. This is not to sug- 
gest that failure is necessarily the fault of the parent. It may 
result from environment or conditions that cannot be modified, 
or it may be due to the great-grand-parents, but unless the 
evidence is clear, it should not be debited to the teacher. It 
may, too, be remembered that the sum total of the influences in 
the world is for good, and that if the obligation to give wise 
guidance and sympathetic co-operation to children places upon 
the parent a long continued strain of perplexity and effort, ample 
compensation will come with the efficient and gracious man- 
hood and womanhood of those for whom thought has been 
taken. 
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SPECIAL ACTIVITIES IN HIGH) SCriGas 


During the past year more attention has been given to those 
student activities that lie outside the recitation room. The 
Recorder, the high school paper, deserves commendation for 
steady improvement. It is a credit to its management. The 
athletic associations and the first, second, third, and fourth 
year classes have held several dancing parties in the gymnasium. 
These have been open to all high school pupils. They have 
usually begun at 8 p. m. and closed at 10.40 p. m., except for 
the first year class, which began at 7.45 p. m. and closed at 10 
p.m. Miss Diehm, Supervisor of Music, has organized a Boys’ 
Glee Club which is doing well. The High School now has a 
chorus, orchestra, and glee club. Debating clubs have been 
formed by the boys and girls. These also are entirely demo- 
cratic. Both meet in the building and have the assistance of 
teachers in their work. All these undertakings have a consider- 
able educational value, and with other things have helped to 
create a good school spirit. 


PHYSICAL DRE Ok. 


The appointment of a Physical Director for the boys was a 
wise measure. High school athletics have developed to the 
point where expert direction is essential to assure good teams 
and clean sport, and to secure the undoubted benefits of physi- . 
cal training for as many boys as possible. We are following in 
part the so-called Andover plan. All the boys who desired to 
participate were last fall organized in class.and group teams for 
general athletic work, including match games, before.the high 
school football team was selected. The boys were naturally 
somewhat doubtful about the plan, but a much larger number 
than usual received the benefits of physical exercise out of doors, 
and the football team thus developed from almost entirely new 
material was a credit to their training. For the winter the boys 
have been grouped in hockey and basket ball teams and a gym 
nasium class. In the spring the procedure of the fall will be 
followed in general outdoor work preliminary to organizing the’ 
baseball team and crew. In this work Mr. Delano, of the high 
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school teaching force, has ably assisted Mr. Guillow, the Direc- 
tor. 

Athletics in the High School have labored under a heavy 
financial handicap. The necessary expenses must largely be 
eovered by the receipts from the basket ball games, because the 
collections at the football and baseball games on Manchester . 
Field are always small. The logical solution seems to be that 
in time the School Department must assume the obligation for 
the usual deficit. The boys should not be expected to ask sub- 
scriptions to support high school athletics. 


REGISTRATION 


The high school registration is about the same as one year ago, 
although the first year class is twenty-six smaller, since the ninth 
grade last year had fewer pupils than usual. It is interesting to 
note that in the last four years 370 pupils have been graduated 
from the Wadleigh Grammar School and in addition thirty-four 
have been admitted to the High School on trial. This makes a 
total of 404 who might be in the high school classes. The present 
registration is 322, or 79.7%, no allowance being made for those 
entering from other places, as their numbers are probably offset 
by those moving from town and leaving school on account of 
illness. In view of the hysterical statements sometimes made 
in popular publications as to the small number of pupils who 
finish the grammar school course and profit by the high school 
opportunities, it is of interest to note that 86% of the pupils 
in school in 1907-1908 finished the elementary course and 90% 
of these entered the High School. Furthermore, the high school 
class graduated in 1912 was 70+% of the entering class of 1908. 
It is a pity that solid facts like these should so often be unknown 
orignored. Weare keeping our boys and girls in school possibly 
not so fully as we might, yet not so badly as to cause alarm. 


REGISTRATION IN 1914 AND 1915 


It may reasonably be expected that the high school registra- 
tion will remain stationary at about 325 for the school year 1913- 
1914. In September 1914, the entering class, now the advanced 
seventh and eighth grades in the Wadleigh, will number about 
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140. We shall then have approximately 375 pupils — as many 
as can be properly accommodated. In September 1915, the 
entering class will again be very large, and the total registration 
over 400 — more than can be properly instructed in the present 
building. The remedy will be either a new. building, an addi- 
tion to the present structure, or a transfer of the first year class 
to the Wadleigh, from which the seventh and eighth grades may 
possibly be moved to the Prince. The last solution would be 
undesirable in many ways. This problem is now receiving the 
careful consideration of the School Committee. It is presented 
in advance of actual need so that the condition may become 
generally known. 


PRACTICE WORK AND EDUCATIONAL STUDIES 


The work in drawing, subject to our oversight, through Miss 
Hill, Supervisor of Drawing, is under the direction of Massa- 
chusetts Normal Art School, whose senior pupils observe model 
lessons for the first three months, and then take charge of our 
classes for the remaining seven months of the year. This is a 
compliment to our schools and of value in several ways. 

In physical training some seniors from the Sargent School in 
Cambridge are giving instruction under the supervision of Miss 
Tipple, Supervisor of Physical Training, in games in all grades 
below the seventh. 

By an arrangement with the Department of Education in 
Harvard, three graduate students, who have had successful 
experience as superintendents of schools, are making educational 
studies. The following topics are now taking their attention: 
evening schools and use of school plant outside of regular work, 
help for backward and delinquent pupils, language instruction 
in English, French, German and Latin. No conclusions have | 
yet been reached, but in any event the investigations and dis- 
cussions will be informing, stimulating and helpful. 


EVENING SCHOOLS 


Last spring a class to instruct Italians in English was con- 
ducted in the High School by some ladies who were interested in 
social welfare. The obvious need thus disclosed was so great 
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that at the suggestion of the Rev. Joel H. Metcalf the Social 
Service Committee of the Unitarian Church raised the necessary 

funds to continue the work for all who wish to learn to speak 
and read the language of the country in which they are now liv- 
ing. These classes now have enrolled 125 members, with twelve 
teachers. The undertaking has begun well. It should result in 
bringing those who might otherwise remain alien into closer sym- 
pathy with our institutions. The law requires evening schools 
to be established when towns have a population of 10,000. We 
are so near this point and the conditions are so manifest that 
there should be no hesitation about providing for these classes 
as a part of the school department during the next school year 

At. the same time it may well be remembered that we have im 
town a large number of boys and girls who have dropped out of 
school, some of whom would be glad to remedy in part their lost: 
school opportunities. A study of the registration in the gram- 
mar grades and the High School shows that there are neaily 200 
who have left school to work after completing the work of the 
eighth and the following grades. If from this number there are 
only twenty-five who would attend an evening school, one coulé 
wisely be started. Subjects from the commercial course would 
probably be desired by these pupils. 

In view of all these considerations, it seems fitting to recom- 
mend that evening schools be established for Italians in English 
and for others in commercial subjects, the first to be located in 
the unused rooms in the Prince school building, and the second 
in the High School, as both groups can thus best be accommo- 
dated. . 


MEDICAL INSPECTION 


The reports of the School Nurse and School Physician (Exhibit 
XI) indicate that the general health of the school children has. 
been better than usual during the past year. It is probable that 
this is due in at least a measure to their services. The regular 
routine work has required less time, and special attention has 
been given to cases in which expert treatment has seemed likely 
to correct physical infirmities, which had been neglected because 
parents had regarded conditions as inevitable. In some necessi- 
tous instances aid has been granted from the Fletcher Fund by

the thoughtfulness of the Overseers of the Poor. By this means 
a plate was obtained for a child with a cleft palate, enabling her 
to enunciate clearly, and an orthopedic case was taken for two 
weeks to the Children’s Hospital, and a girl was supplied with a 
pair of glasses. Care is taken in all such cases to be sure that 
the need cannot otherwise be met. In this special work, among 
other things a study has been made of many backward chil- 
dren. Two have been committed at our suggestion to homes 
for feeble minded, one has been sent to the Westfield Tubercu- 
josis Sanitarium, one has been practically cured at the Massa- 
chusetts General Hospital of a disfiguring and unpleasant chronic 
skin trouble and, with the co-operation of the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Children, in six families the moral 
and physical conditions have been greatly improved, in three 
cases the children being removed by the State and placed in 
private homes. ° 


The dental examinations have been made by the local dentists 
who have each given one-half day a week to school work. The 
time not taken by the school examinations has been filled with 
work at their offices at a nominal charge for children not able 
to pay regular fees. The detailed report by buildings shows 
improvement since this examination was begun two years ago, 
when from 90% to 95% of the pupils examined were reported 
as needing dental attention. At this point, it may be well to 
state that these figures, namely 90% to 95%, represent the con- 
dition almost invariably revealed by the first dental examina- 
‘tion in various places which have begun this work. We may be 
glad that the statement by the School Nurse shows a gain in 
‘this respect, but it shows also an amazing neglect of the teeth 
at the most important period of children’s lives. This is a 
serious matter. Unclean and decayed teeth are responsible for 
an amount of suffering and physical inefficiency out of all pro- 
portion to the effort and expense required to insure approximate 
cleanliness and freedom from decay. 


When parents are advised, the teeth of children are frequently 
given proper treatment, but if every child were placed at an 
early age under the care of a dentist and sent for examination 
and treatment as often as the dentist might direct, and were 
taught at home to exercise daily care in cleaning the teeth, the 
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general health of pupils would unquestionably be enormously 
improved and the school work would correspondingly benefit. 
“The clean tooth does not decay,’’ and health is an essential to 
well doing. Every parent should consider carefully whether he 
has any right to evade his responsibility if his children belong ta 
the average of 69.1% found to need dental attention. It is nat 
sufficient to wait until the notice is received that the teeth have 
been found defective, because the examinations are a year apart 
and decay often progresses rapidly. 

Possibly we have been somewhat less insistent in our school 
instruction in the hygiene of the mouth than we should have 
been. At any rate, we intend to do what we can to have a better 
showing next year. 


REACHIERS’ SALARIES 


We have no fixed minima or maxima salaries, as the former 
depend on conditions and the latter have been gradually ‘ad- 
vanced. At present, however, our nominal maxima for women 
are $700 and $900 in the grades and High School, respectively. 
These are as high as in many towns, but also less than in some 
where living expenses are lower. In the near future our salaries 
should be raised in accordance with the general trend as well as 
to protect our schools, even if no heed be taken for the plain 
justice of the matter.. For the present year a little over half 
our ‘teachers have preferred to be paid in twelve instalments. 
Economically, this seems an advantage to them and hence good 
for the schools, for whatever adds to their contentment con- 
duces to better.teaching. 

In determining teachers’ salaries each year, those whose work 
has been satisfactory are given small increases until the nominal 
maxima are reached. It has not seemed wise to attempt a so- 
called merit system or to require a given amount of professional 
study to qualify for larger salaries. The one seems to involve 
apparent discrimination and misunderstanding and to assume 
infallible judgment, and the other really proves little as to ability 
or efficiency. Each teacher reports on professional reading done 
during the year and all are alert to utilize new ideas. So far 
as may be judged, they are cheerful and efficient under the 
present plan, hence no reason can be urged to justify any change. 
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At this point it may be pertinent to state two recent changes 
an the Rules and Regulations and an old rule which is not gen- 
erally known. The first of these regulations is intended to safe- 
guard the financial interests of our teachers, the second to meet 
a criticism sometimes expressed without apparent reason, and 
the third to avoid a practice which, however commendable in 
thought, is likely to be carried to excess. We have had no 
trouble, and we hope to have none. | 

Section IV, Article 10. In case of a resignation which is ac- 
«cepted by the School Committee, or of death, the final payment 
to teachers whose salaries are paid in twelve installments, shall 
be sufficient to make the total salary for the period of service 
during the current school year equal to the sum that would be 
received if the salary were paid on the basis of ten equal instal-— 
aments. 

Section VII, Article 19. It is inadvisable for teachers to 
give private lessons to pupils in the public schools, but where 
equity requires that it be permitted each case must be approved 
by the Superintendent of Schools, and then reported at ne next 
meeting of the School Committee. 

Section V, Article 16. Teachers shall not accept presents 
from schools, classes, or individual pupils. 


CALENDAR FOR 1913-1914 


The calendar has been planned as for 1912-1913 to begin as 
fate as possible in September and to close school as early as 
possible in June so as to avoid the heated period and to accom- 
modate parents who are out of town for the summer. This | 
gives a school year of only thirty-nine school weeks, about 185 
days of actual school, as short a school year as pe answer for 
the work to be done. 


EXHIBITS 


The exhibits not heretofore mentioned contain data of per- 
manent value. They are not discussed because their salient 
points have been treated in previous reports. 
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USE OF SCHOOL BUILDINGS 


Our school buildings are utilized far more than is customary 
for general civic and educational purposes, as the following list 
will indicate: 

Chapin — Fortnightly summer school. 

Wadleigh — Fortnightly class in sewing, weekly through the 
winter. 

Prince — Fortnightly sub-committee on Parliamentary Law, 
weekly; Visiting Nurse Association, weekly clinic for babies 
during summer. 

High School — Deliberative Assembly, monthly; Equal Suf- 
frage League, public meetings; Fortnightly sub-committees on 
literature, home economics, and art; Mothers’ and Teachers’ 
Association, monthly with receptions during year; North Ameri- 
can Civic League for Immigrants, Sunday afternoon meetings 
for Italians; Peoples’ League, cooking, folk dancing, and 
gymnasium classes, weekly during winter; Social Service League, 
English classes for Italians twice each week during winter; 
Teachers’ Club, teachers’ dancing class, class and association 
dances, recitals, and other meetings at intervals. 


BIR. CHARLES F. A. CURRIER 


Although I know how positively he will deprecate mention of 
himself, I would feel remiss if I did not expressin behalf of teachers 
and pupils a cordial appreciation of the work done for the schools 
of Winchester by Mr. Charles F. A. Currier, recently Chairman 
of the School Committee. Through many years he has given 
unwearied and unselfish service for higher standards in school 
work, better salaries, and larger educational opportunities. 


IDEALS 


The School Department should be conducted so as to be of 
the largest possible service to the community. Primarily, our 
responsibility is for the education of the boys and girls who soon 
will be our successors. We should strive to make their school 
lives joyous and earnest, to instruct them thoroughly in the 
knowledge that they should possess, to train them to be efficient 
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workers, and to give them ability to employ wisely the leisure of 
manhood and womanhood. We keep these ideals in view. We 
can only hope that in some small measure our steady and en- 
~lightened endeavor may be seen in their. future service and 
happiness.

The Auditor herewith presents his report for the financial 
year ending Dec. 31, 1912. 

The several Trust Funds in the custody of the Town Treasurer 
have been examined and found as reported. 

The securities of the Asa Fletcher Fund have also been ex- 
amined and found in proper order. The investments are regis- 
tered and can be transferred only on order of the Trustees. 

The Permanent Care Fund Wildwood Cemetery is invested 
in registered securities which have been approved by the Bank 
Commissioner as proper investments for Massachusetts Savings 
Banks. These have also been examined and found correct. 

The David N. Skillings Library Fund, in the custody of the 
Library Trustees, has been examined and found as reported. 

I have examined the accounts of the Collector of Taxes, Town 
Treasurer and Water Registrar and found the same as reported. 

The accounts in my report are so classified that data furnished 
from year to year shall supply information which shall have 
value in compiling comparative statements. The recommenda- 
tions of the State Bureau of Statistics have been conformed to 
as closely as possible. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


I think that the present method in making appropriations for 
Incidental Account, Incidentals for Assessors and Town Officers’ 
Salaries Account should be changed. 

I would recommend that specific appropriations covering 
salaries and other expenses be made for each department. 

The Auditor’s Report should show specifically the cost to the 
Town of these various departments, which cannot be shown 
under the present system. 

There are several items which are not departmental charges 
and these can be provided for in an unclassified account. 
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Charges in previous years have been made erroneously to the 
Tax Title Account amounting to $23.96, and provision should 
be made to credit this account with this amount. 

The Wm. P. Winchester Fund has been criticized by the 
Bureau of Statistics. The Town should provide that the balance 
now standing on the books of the Town and invested in the 
funds of the treasury be withdrawn and invested or appro- 
priated.
